The Sunday Globe devoted over a page 

to telling its readers ‘* Where to Live.” 
t was a joint debate so to speak between 
the suburban districts, which included 
Quincy, the Back Bay, South End, 
Roxbury, South Boston, Dorchester, East 
Boston, Charlestown, Cambridge, Somer- 
ville, Chelsea and Malden. It isa sig- 
nificant fact, that it took more space to 
tell of the many attractions of Quincy 
than of ary other places mentioned, and 
then much remained unsaid which makes 
this city the most desirable spot on earth 
to live.

“*Quincy’s situation, on Quincy bay, 
gives it many of the attractions of the sea 
coast, in combination with the desirable 
features of residence. Quincy 
bay offers what are considered the best and 
safest waters for boating in the vicinity of 
Boston. 

““Merrymount Park, presented to the 
city by Mr. Charles Francis Adams, while 
not yet fully laid out and improved, is one 
of the finest natural park sites in the 
country. Beautifully wooded and having 
a long water front, it is a possession of 
inestimable value to the future of the city. 

“The Adams Academy for boys, with 
Dr. William Everett at its head; with the 
Woodward school for girls, that will shortly

for advanced education, while the public 
schools of the city have long had a high 
reputation for their excellence. 

“Electric lights are supplied, both for 
the streets and for household use. 

“The character of the population in the 
section of the city where the principal 
growth is going on is highly satisfactory, 
and the adoption of no license as the 
settled policy of the city increases its de- 
sirability as a place of residence.” 

“T will tell you why this is a good city to

Mr. Henry H. Faxon 
of Quincy to the Globe reporter who asked 
him for a summary of its advantages. ‘‘It’s 
all in one short sentence.

“There are only four cities in the State 
that have a clean record at the polls, and 
Quincy is one of them.

*' Just let me give you a few statistics. 
From 1880 to 1890 the population increased 
from 10,570 to 16,711, a gain of 58 per cent. 
The number of new houses built in 1881 
was 24, in 1888 it was 163, and in the 10 
years it was 1013. The valuation in 1880 
under license was $7,528.096; in 1890 it was 
$13,677,410, having almost doubled in one 
decade of no license. 

‘Now here’s something that shows you 
what sort of people we have here. The 
deposits in the Quincy Savings Bank have 
increased half a million dollars in 10 years. 
And that isn’t all. There are two co- 
operative banks in town, one at Wollaston, 
started in April, 1889, and another called 
the Quincy Co-operative Bank, which was 
under way a month later. In lessthantwo 
years they had deposits amounting to about 
$50,000.

DEMANDS OF LABOR. 


First of May Brings its Usual Batch 
of Trouble, 


REDUCED HOURS OF LABOR. 


Seems to Re the Chief Object in View 
but Failing in That an Iucrease in Pay 
is Asked for 


Sig Strike of New Eng- 


land Granite Workers Is On. 
Boston, May 2.—With the first of May 


comes the, of late years, usual movement 
of organized labor for a reduction of work 


ing hours and an increase in pay. In Bos 
ton and vicinity the short-honr strikes 


will not be of such magnitude as in years 
past. Several trades will today make a de- 
mand for an increase in pay or areduction 
of hours. 

The plumbers will make a demand for 
#n increase in pay to Maday. They have 
been receiving #3.50, but since last fall 
have been very much dissatisfied, it issaid, 
believing that thev were entitled to more 
money. If their demands are not granted 
there will be a strike in which from 200 to 
300 men will be involved. A special meet- 
ing of the Plumbers’ Protective union was 
held yesterday afternoon and this de 
cision made. 

At a meeting of the Amalgamated 
Building Trades Council yesterday, it was 
voted to support the plumbers in case of 
astrike. It is likely thatthe steam fitters 
of Boston will ulso become involved if the 
plumbers go out, as the two trades are 
closely connected 

The boiler mal iron ship builders, 
machinists, pattern makers, wood turners, 
cloth hat and cap maker other trades 
also intend to ask fora reduction in their 
hours of labor or an increase in wages. 

Wood carvers in Boston have for the 
| past few years wor fifty-four hours a 
| week. They have recently decided that the 
condition of their trade will warrant a re- 
duction of their weck’s work to fifty

| Westerly, R.I., are just as firm in their 
demands as when they quit work on 
April 1. 

The cutters in these places and the 
workmen in ‘all other departments are 
agreed to support the quarrymen in so 
faras they will not handle any stone 
quarried by non-union men. The men are 
not doing all the asking this year, either. 
The manufacturers have made a request, 
and thatis morein the formof a mani- 
festo, anda resolution which the mem- 
bers of the Granite Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation of New England have voted to en- 
force. It is to have all bills go into effect 
on Jan. 1 instead of May 1. 

All the unions are opposed to it,and this 
will be the great issue, probably, to which 
the question of a general strike will later 
confine itself. It has not come up at Cape 
Ann nor at Quincy, for no bill has yet 
been agreed upon, but if there should be 
any mutual understanding regarding a 
raise, then so surely will this issue be 
raised and so surely will both sides fight 
if.

He re- 
turned my embrace and wept. 

“Oh, grandfather,” said I, ‘‘where are 
you going? Why you leaving our 
home?” 

“My child,” said he, “1 am 
the almshouse, where all the 
die.” 

He again embraced 
eyes and was carried away. We fel- 
lowed him for some time under the 
trees, and then | abandoned my play 
and returned home, full of sorrow. 

In five days the dear old man quietly 
breathed hi His wallet was hung 
up on i] nail in the room, but it 
was never used again. One of the bread- 
winners had departed, and the family 
was poorer than ever. On that Mon- 
day I knew and felt for the first time 
that we were very poor. Fortune came 
tome years after, but for some of those 
I loved she came too late.

In the ceaseless war between herbi- 
yore and plant, which is waged every 
day and allday long the whole world 
over with fir greater persistence than 
the war between carnivore and prey, 
only those syecies of plant can survive 
in such exposed situations which happen 
to develop spines, thorns or prickles as 


ameans of Jefense against the mouths 
of. hungry and desperate assailants.—

The, ¥ather of Modern Jurisprudence. 

Louis IX was practically the founder 
of modern jurisprudence. About the 
year 1241 he noticed the abuses which 
were caused in France by men taking 
into their own hands the work of re- 
dressing their own wrongs, and pub- 
lished a proclamation establishing the 
quarantine du roi. This forbade private 
redress for wrongs for the space of forty 
days after the injury was committed. 
During that time the injured person 
must seek redress and satisfaction in the 
king’s court, and if his wrong were not 
righted at the end of forty days he 
might then take its rectification into his 

own hands. 

This proclamation made justice speedy 
and tolerably sure, although of course 
its administration was in a rough and 
Teady way, and unless the records are at 
fault some law of this kind prevailed in 
Louisiana at the time when Missouri 
was a part of the French king’s posses- 
sions,—Philadelphia Ledger. 


How New York Appears to a Foreigner. 

Of the ugliness, confusedness and shab- 
biness of New York nothing new can be 
said; but full justice is done to the Cen- 
tral park, which in another generation 
will be the most beautiful public resort 
in the world.

The Quarrymen’s Union held a long 
session Saturday evening, at Forester’s 
hall.

As the session begins to lengthen the de- 
eof friends of particular measures to 
advance bills committed to their charge 
is becoming more marked. An early ad- 
journment of congress, however, is de- 
sired by the majority in the house, and to 
attain it the policy is to pass appropriat 
tion bills as speedily as possible. The 
diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bills will be pressed toa final vote after 
one or two more days’ consideration, and 
then may come a struggle for precedence 
between the sundry civil and river and 
harbor appropriation bills. The binding 
twine billand the anti-options bill will 
probably have to wait on the two appro- 
priation bills named, both of which are 
measures that usually require a great 
deal of time for consideration.

How to Ask a Favor.

Therefore, and this is 
the cardinal rule of safety, never pour 
oil from one receptacle to another when 
there is any flame within ten feet of you. 
Remember this, and you will have no 
explosions. 

Keep wicks of full length in the burn- 
ers. Keep them well and evenly 
trimmed. Clean the stove frequently. 
If it gets gummy or sticky take it apart 
and boil the pieces well till they are 
clean. No other rules are necessary.

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


Result of Observations by the New Eng- 
land Weather Service. 

Bost May 2.— The New England 
Meterological society, in co-operation with 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture, issues the following bulletin: 

The weather during the past seven days 
been generally and dry with 
plenty of sunshine. The days have been 
rather cooler than the average, and frosts 
have occurred nearly every night, Grass 
was slightly injured by the frost in some 
of the northern and there are 
reports of injury to fruit in eastern Maine,

sections, 


in the Housatonic and Connecticut val- 
leys, andin the most exposed places in 
eastern Connecticut. The dry, cool air 


has served to retard the growth of the 
buds and leaves in all but the most favor- 
able places, and in view of the frost has 
thus been a benefit to the fruit trees. 

A warm, soaking rain is badly needed in 
all sections. Innorthern Maine and New 
Hampshire the lumber interests are almost 
a standstill for lack of water in the 
streams. ‘The rain of the 26th was moder- 
ated though it extended over most of New 
England and did much good. On the 20th 
the precipitation was confined mostly to 
the southern districts 

The sunshine has been generally in ex- 
cess and has had a favorable effect on 


most crops. In the extreme northern dis- 


tricts the frost is hardly out of the 
ground and some snow remains in drifts. 


Some ploughing has been done and grain 
sowed. In northern New Hampshire t hey 


conside: the season in advance of the av- 
erage In the southern part of New 
Henpshire aid Vermont the snow went 
off early and considerable seed was put 


into the ground earlier than usual, but it

Paris, May 2.—May Day was ushered 
in with the police on the qui vive and the 
strongly reinforced garrison of Paris ready 
for instant service. Hitherto on May 
Day it bas been customary for the work- 
ingmen to march to the chamber of deputies 
and present petitions. Delegates were also 
sent tothe Hotel de Ville for the same 
purpose. This year, however, the day fall- 
ing on Sundav, the workingmen were de- 
barred from following the usual custom. 

At an early hourthe processionists be- 
gan to form for their march in the Salle 
Favio. Only 3000 men took part in the 
procession. A maa named Culine, who 
was imprisoned las; year for taking part 
in the rioting last May Day at Fourmies, 
was chosen president. A number of 
speeches were made. M. Vaillant deliv- 
ered a harangue, inwhich he declared that 
this was the last time the claims of the 
workingmen would be urged in this 
form; they would resort to more energetic 
measures to securethe granting of their 
demands. 

Paris was perfect'y quiet. The 
did not even present the bustle usual on a

Sunday, many persons. fearing conflicts 
between the poli and  workingmen, 
passing the day athome. There was no 
display of police orsoldiery, but everyone 


knows the authorities were ready to put

THE DAY IN LONDON. 


Half a Million Toilers 
Monster Parade 


Participate in a 
No Disturbances. 

LONDON, May 2.—May Day was observed 
here in a very quiet manner. A large pro- 
cession formed on the Thames embank- 
ment and marched to Hyde Park, where 
monster meetings were held. Resolutions 
were adopted declaring in favor of an 
eight-hour day and calling upon parlia- 
ment to pass an eight-hour bill. There 
was no disturbance. 

The Hyde Park gathering was the larg- 
est demonstration of workingmen ever or- 
ganized in this city. The workingmen be- 
gan to assemble on the Thames embank- 
ment at 100’clock in the morning. Each 
contingent was headed bya band of music, 
and every company of paraders carried 
banners, while the men themselves were 
bedecked with rosettes and favors. Ap- 
plause was frequent as the toilers marched: 
along in perfect order The procession oc- 
cupied nearly three haurs in entering Hyde 
Park. The number of persons who took 
partis variously estimated at from 300,- 
000 to 500,000, The assemblage dispersed 
quietly. 

The woman’s trade union passed a reso- 
lution in favor of coperation to secure 
fewer working hours. 

A black bag was found in a secluded 
street beside the Woolwich arsenal. It 
contained a quantity ef gun cotton, dy- 
namite and gunpowder, a belt filled with 
cartridges and several documents, written 
in aa foreign language, reconamending a 
person whom the police are now tracking. 
The bag was taken to an isolated maga- 
zine.

ROME, May 2.—Asa result of the pre

Dispatches from all 
parts of the country show that the day 
will be memorable for its peaceful charac- 
ter. 

In Milan and other places the bulk of 
the inhabitants regarded socialist demon- 
strations with indifference. 

At Bologna and Ravenna persistent at 
tempts made to hold outdoor labor meet- 
ings led to scuffles with the police. At 
Bologna a detachment of cavalry cleared 
the streets. 

As a measure of precaution detach- 
ments of Italian troops were kept on 
guard atthe Vatican all day. A large 
congregation heard mass at St. Peter’s 
King Humbert set forth on his usual 
daily drive through the crowded streets. 
He met with a continuous ovation from 
the populace. Many in-door meetings and 
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lectures marked the day, but those in at- 
tendance were orderly. During the even- 
ing a rainstorm set in, which had the ef- 
fect of clearing the streets. 


No Trouble in Belgium, 

BRUSSELs, May 2—The workingmen 
here carried out their program for the ob- 
servance of May Day without a hitch, and 
there was no trouble of any kind. Reports 
from the mining districts, where it was 
feared that trouble might arise, show the 
day was celebrated in an orderly manner. 
The only dispatch that has marred the 
peaceful tenor of the reports, comes from 
Aublin. A dynamite bomb exploded there 
in front of the bourgomaster’s honse. Lit- 
tle dumage was done. 


Dynamite at Liege.

Mr. Pratt offered an amendment to the 
senate bill to reduce hours of labor to 
fifty-eight a week for women and minors 
in manufacturies and mechanical estab- 
lishments that it shall take effect when 
the hours of labor arelimited by statutory 
enactment to fifty-eight per week in simi- 
lar establishments in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island and Connecticut each. 

Under suspension of the rule, the house 
engrossed the resolve fora fire escape at 
the state school at Monson. 

Mr. Meyer has not given up the contest 
for the exemption of municipal bonds from 
taxation, but has offered a substitute bill 
to exempt both state and city bonds which 
do not bear over 4 per cent. interest. 

The senate, by a vote of 22 to 10, refused 
to order.to a third reading the bill giving 
municipal suffrage to women. 

The bill to amend the constitution look- 
ing to greater power in taking land for 
streets was defeated in the house. There 
was along debate regarding endowment 
order legislation. 


Wednesday Evening—The Union Quarry- 
men Induce the Non. Union Workmen to 
Quit Work. 


The situation in the Quarrymen’s trouble 
remains unchanged and the prospects are 
that there will be no change either way 
until after Wednesday, when the executive 
committee of the New England Manufac- 
turer’s Association meet, 

Monday morning several men went to 
work in the quarries, but they were 
visited by a committee from the Union and 
were induced to leave work. 

The Manufacturers’ committee have re- 
ceived acommunication from the quarry- 
men stating that they can be reached at 
any time, but as yet no meeting has been 
arranged, 

As the matter now stands if a settlement 
of the difficulties is not reached by Satur- 
day night, the chances are that there will 
be a long strike or lockout, which would 
end by a lockout throughout New England. 

As soon as the yards begin to shut down 
for want of stock the matter will be 
brought before the New England Manufac- 
turers Association, who would probably 
order a lockout all over New England. 

It is claimed by some that the Quarry- 
men have made a mistake in suspending 
work as that put out of existence all bills 
of prices. It is also claimed by those who 
are in a position to know, that if the men 
had continued at work under the old bill of 
prices the whole trouble would have been 
settled in a satisfactory manner to all par- 
ties and the men would not have lost a 
day’s work. 

The outcome of the meeting of the New 
England Manufacturers, Wednesday, is 
anxiously awaited, not only by the stone 
workers but by business men in general 
throughout the city. 

In regard to the bill of prices dating 
January 1, the Quincy Manufacturers asso- 
ciation can not agree upon any other date 
even if they wish to, as the New England 
Association of which they are members 
has voted that the date should be January 
1, and they are said to be bound to abide 
by its decision. 

Among the paving cutters there is also 
trouble as the New England Association 
has sent out the order ‘‘Lock out your pav- 
ing cutters’ and as a resuit there are now 
over 2000 idle in New Erstad.

Though 
his name had been suggested by the New 
England members of Congress, he had not 
expected the appointment, and had made 
no effort to secure it. 

Mr. Coolidge has amassed a considerable 
fortune, and is at the head of many chari- 
table enterprises. He erected the Jefferson 
Physical Laboratory at Harvard at a cost 
of $115,000, and gave to the town of Man- 
chester $40,000 for a public library some 
time since. 

T. Jefferson Coolidge was born in Bos- 
ton Aug. 26, 1831, where his early educa- 
tion was begun. He was graduated from 
Harvard and went to Europe where his 
education was finished. Returning to 
Boston, he entered the East India trade, 
embarking in business under the firm name 
of Gardner & Coolidge, his partner being 
the late Joseph Gardner. In 1858, attrac- 
ted by the manufacturing business, he ac- 
cepted the presidency of the Boott Manu- 
facturing Company, with large cotton 
mills at Lowell. The company was then 
in a very weak financial condition, but be- 
fore he left it, two or three years later, he 
had rebuilt the mills and established their 
trade on a sound footing. 

His public services include a representa- 
tion of Massachusetts at the Pan-American 
Congress, when his principal work was the 
bringing in of a minority report against the 
free coinage of silver, which was accepted. 

Mr. Coolidge has never taken a promi- 
nent public part in Massachusetts politics. 
He bas always been classéd as a Republican 
although his partizan proclivities have 
never been of a pronounced type. 


A Useful Patrol Wagon. 

A useful patrol wagon has been de- 
vised for electric railroaders. It is con- 
structed very much like a police wagon, 
but has a square tower rising out of it 
which is mounted by a ladder. The 
tower is raised or lowered by means of a 
crank and pulley, and when elevated to 
its full extent it is fifteen feet high. The 
consequence is that the lineman can 
drive under the wire to be repaired and 
be immediately placed by the raising of 
the tower on a Jevel with his work. The 
patrol wagou is a great improvement on 
the old method of repairing, without its 
risks.—Exchanj‘e.

“The most valuable autograph in the 
world is that of Shakespeare,” said a 
dealer, ‘‘There are q@nly three genuine 
autographs of Shakespeare in existence, 
and those are altogether out of the mar- 
ket.

A COUNTRY MEETING HOUSE. 


How One May Be Built Well and for 
Little Money. 
(Copyright, 1892, by American Press Associa- 
tion. 


In small villages or country districts 
where the representatives of the various 
religious sects are comparatively few in 
numbers, the expense of building a church 
for each denomination would be too great 
The best way is to unite all forces and 
build a common meeting house, which may 
be used for religious services, lectures or 
entertainments.

FRONT ELEVATION. 

The cuts here shown represent the ground 
plan and two elevations of an attractive 
design for a country meeting house, which 
will comfortably seat about 200 people. It 
will be noticed that the rostrum or plat- 
form egl is semicircular inplan. Thishas 
severalidvantages. The greatest of these 
is that such a contour improves the acoustic 
properties and the exterior and interior 
appearance of the building. 

The foundation walls are of stone, two 
feet thick, laid up dry within one foot of 
the top, and in lime mortar above the 
ground, The chimney is of hard brick. 
The building above the foundation walls 
is framed and securely braced, the roof be- 
ing supported by open timber trusses 
which -correspond in design to the timber 
work of the front gable. 

The side walls and roof are sheathed with 
tongued grooved stuff, and the whole 
is cove ‘with waterproof paper. The 
side walls are clapboarded, the gables and 
roof shingled; the floor is of tongued and 
grooved yellow pine. The side walls and 
ceilings inside are sheathed with %x2h 
North Carolina pine, tongued and grooved. 
The platform and reading desk are of yel- 
low pine; the seats are of white pine with 
ash trimmings, all left natural color of the 
wood. ‘The front doors are of white pine 
grained to imitate light oak. 


One of the rooms in front may be used as 
a study, the other asa library or reading 
room. A robing room may be formed be 
hind the chancel arch, on the right side of 
the platform, by means of a simple screen. 

The building is heated by meansof a 
large stove, with a sheet iron jacket placed 
around the cast iron fire pot. This, to be 
sure, is not the latest method of heating, 
but is certainly inexpensive and very ef- 
fective. By a little extra expense some de- 
gree of ventilation may be obtained by 
building the smoke flue of vitrified earthen 
drainpipe and constructing a larger flue 
of brick work around it. The heat from 
the smoke pipe will cause the air to rise in 
the flue, and consequently gently change the 
airin the auditorium. The opening which 
exhausts the foul air from the room should 
be placed either in the floor or side walls, 
low down, and be provided with a register, 
which may be opened or closed at pleasure. 

The windows behind the platform are 
placed higher than those in the sides and 
are glazed with tinted cathedral glass of 
soft and. pleasing colors, which give a 
pretty effect from theinterior, The win- 
dows on the side of the auditorium may be 
glazed with ordinary glass if the expense 
of colored glass is too large. The windows 
in front should be colored leaded glass. 


FLOOR PLAN. 

The water from the roof is conducted to 
a cistern by means of tin or galvanized iron 
leaders. In painting the exterior the roof 
should be of a slate color; all other exterior 
wood and metal work painted white.

Licenses on the application of Louis 
Biogiotti for a common victuallers license, 
was accepted.

State Aid. 


Reports of the Committee on State Aid 
recommending $3 per month to Frank A. 
Johnson, and $15 per month to Stephen M. 
Otis were adopted. 

The Committee on Streets reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition to extend 
Glencoe place. Accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported that 
the order appropriating $5000 for paved 
gutters and stone crossings ought to pass 
with an amendment dividing the loan into 
five of $1000 each and making two fall due 
in 1894 and three in 1895 instead of all in 
1893, 

Councilman Bryant opposed extending 
loans over so many years, It was an ap- 
propriation which would be required an- 
nually and should be paid off promptly. 

Councilman Pratt defended the report. 
The committee had taken into considera- 
tion the amount falling due in 1893, and 
additions which would inevitably be made 
to it. The amount was now $45,600. 

Councilman Federhen opposed the 
amendment and the policy. This year we 
would pay $56,000 of the debt and the tax 
would not exceed $16 per $1000. We 
should practically pay as we go and not 
mortgage the future. 

Councilman Gray was also opposed to 
loans of over one year. He thought it 
well that taxpayers should know the cost 
of these things. Councilman Moxon said 
the Finance Committee had not made the 
report without considering the circum- 
stances. It was unfortunate loans could 
not be extended over more years. Belleved 
it good policy to borrow on long terms at 
low rates for permanent improvements. 

Councilman Federhen could not see how 
anything was saved by paying interest for 
two years instead of one. Short loans were 
quickly paid. 

Councilman Pratt said there was some- 
thing besides interest to. pay. Principal 
should not all fall due im’One year. A high 
tax rate did not invite people to become 
residents. 

Councilman Bryant opposed long loans 
was not good business policy. People 
wanted improvements rather than a low 
tax rate. 

Councilman Moxon thought the next 
few years would tell the story for the city. 
It should have improvements, and the tax- 
payers should not be burdened. The city 
is growing and the notes for improvements 
should be extended. 

Councilman Federhen maintained that 
the only way to save was by short loans. 

The amendment was lost and the order 
passed to be ordained by a vole of 17 to 2 
as follows:

Day Work Versus Piece Work. 
Editors of the Ledger: 


In a former letter I tried to show that in 
the granite business an absolute system of 
day work with a high rate of wages as the 
minimum, is not desirable and tbat piece 
work is the more equitable of the two sys- 
tems. At present I wish to refer to day 
work as it prevails in many parts of the 
old country and where some of its disad- 
vantages are conspicuously seen. 

In Aberdeen, Scotland, where a large 
proportion of the Scotch granite cutters of 
Quincy hail from, the system of day work 
obtains almost entirely. Some years ago 
piece work was entirely done away with by 
the. joint action of the employers and 
workmen. And indeed it was high time. 
They had no specified price list to work by, 
and as a result, in dull times jobs were 
taken at so low a price that by working 
nine hours a day men could hardly earn 
enough to sustain life, even in the wretch- 
ed manner in which many live in that 
country. Piece work upon this principle 
could not be other than a failure, and it 
soon became evident that in the interest of 
both parties it ought to be stopped. This 
was accordingly done and nothing but 
day work was allowed; but I am afraid 
this did not bring about the great results 
for good which was expected. When an 
apprentice gets out of his time he is, as a 
rule, not up to the average standard of 
workmen and of course not worth the 
standard wages. Asa consequence he is 
usually discharged a week or two after his 
apprenticeship expires, and for a goodly 
portion of the year helps to swell the ranks 
of the unemployed. Again, there are men, 
who, when they turn over to years are in- 
capable of doing a day’s work in compe- 
tition with a man at his best, and if em- 
ployers are compelled to pay a given day’s 
wages, they will, as soon as possible, dis- 
pense with his services, and keep only the 
the best workmen. I know there is a by- 
law which admits a certain proportion of 
men to work a litle under the standard 
wages, but if you admit a sliding scule of 
wages like this, wherein does it differ from 
piece work, only in name ? 

It would make a philanthropist shudder 
to see the efforts some men have to put 
forth to compete with others and keep 
their jobs, while working by the day. 
There is no pleasure for them in their 
daily work, only a steady grind from morn- 
ing till night, with the alternative prospect 
of idleness and poverty. There can be no 
doubt whatever but that a great number of 
stone cutters who come to this country are 
literally driven from their native place by 
this very cause, and here, thanks to the 
piece work system they are able to gain a 
fairly good livelihood, and sometimes 
through industry and thrift are enabled to 
become possessors of their own homes. 

I believe if any one will look at this sub- 
ject without bias or prejudice they will 
conclude that for all concerned piece work, 
upon the basis of a fairly adjusted price 
list, is by far the better system for the 
granite workers in this or any other coun- 
try. 

I am aware that among a certain class it 
is considered ‘‘proper’’ to advocate the 
abolution of piece work and demand $3 
per day all round; but such foolish talk as 
this is only laughed at by all who study the 
condition of the granite trade of today and 
take into account the extraordinary and 
ever increasing competition among manu- 
facturers. NEMO.

The saloons all closed Saturday night for 

the year of no-license, and the aldermen 

refuse to grant any sixth-class license to 

druggists, in spite of the law which di- 

rects that at least one license shall be is- 

sued,

purpose. The aldermen take the ground 
that to license all who apply for drug- 
gists’ licenses would practically mean 
free rum, and they say they cannot dis- 
criminate without giving somebody a val- 
uable monopoly and injuring others 
equally worthy.

A WARNING TO SEALERS. 


They Will Find Themselves in Much 
Trouble if They Disobey the Law. 

Wasnrxcaton, May 3.—The secretary of 

the navy has made public the instructions 


issued tothe naval and revenue marine 
modus 


vessels assigned to enforce the 
vivendi prohibiting sealing in Behring sea. 


These instructions differ from those of last 


year in three important particulars: 

First—Any vessel found sealingin Behring 
sea is to be seized, whether or notshe has been 
previously served with notice. 

Second—The mere pretence of a vesselin 
Behring sea, having on board a sealing outfit, 
is cause for seizure. 

Third—All persons on board the vessels 
seized are to be sent as prisoners with the ves- 
sel to suffer the penalty of the law. Under 
the British law all persons killing, or aiding or 
abetting in killing, fur seals in Behring sea, 
are punishable by a fine of £100 and imprison- 
ment at hard labor for six months. Under the 
American law,they are subject to six months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $10005.

HISTORICAL INFORMATION, 


How Slavery Was Abolished in the North. 
ern States. 

New Hampshire abolished slavery by 
the state constitution adopted in 1788, 
Vermont did the same in 1777. Massa- 
chusetts in her constitution adopted in 
1780 incorporated a clause which, as the 
supreme court of that state held, abol- 
ished slavery on her territory. Pennsyl- 
vania passed a gradual emancipation act 
March 1, 1780. By the terms of this act 
all persons born in Pennsylvania there- 
after became free at the age of twenty- 
eight years. Rhode Island passed a law 
that all persons born in that state after 
March, 1784, should be free. Connecti- 
cut provided in the same year for grad- 
ual emancipation. New York did the 
same in 1799, and in 1817 passed a fur- 
ther act decreeing that there should be 
no slavery in the state after July 4, 1824. 
This act freed 10,000 slaves. In 1840 
there were 674 slaves still held in New 
Jersey, and in 1850 there were 236, 
though a gradual emancipation act was 
passed there in 1804. 

How to Treat a Person in a Fit. 

This takes two persons at least. One 
should run for mediczl aid. The other 
should place the patient flat on his back, 
loosen his clothing if it is tight and 
rub for ci ation. The hands are 
usually clinched, with the thumb inside 
the fingers. Loosen the fingers, spread 
out the hand and rub vigorously on the 
wrist. 


Hew to Avoid Dyspepsia. 

Dr. Austin Flint is a physician of vast 
repute, and he declares that it is all non- 
sense to follow the old fashioned rules 
restricting diet in order to avoid dyspep- 
sia. He says: ‘*Dyspeptics are chiefly 
persons who eat regularly, restrict their 
diet to simple food in small quantities 
and constantly have their stomachs on 
their minds. I tell my patients to eat 
whenever they are hungry, even if it is 
just before going to bed—to eat as much 
as the appetite demands, to appease the 
thirst in the same way and live as sump- 
tuously as possible. Gourmands may 
have gout, but they don’t have dyspep- 
sia. 

How the Sierra Indians Make Bread. 

They makeit of acorns. The shells 
and inner skins are carefully pecled off 
and the meats are ground up into a pulp 
between smooth stones. Large holes are 
then dugin the ground to answer for 
kettles and the pulp is putin. Water is 
poured over it, after being heated to the 
boiling point, until the whole mass is 
about the consistency of cream. A squaw 
sfirsthis up carefully with a fir bough, 
skimming off any specks that may float. 
The mass is then left standing till the 
water is all absorbed by the earth. It 
is then carefully removed, especial pains 
being taken to separage it from the soil. 
It isthen dried, and when needed for 
use is mixed with water and baked be- 
fore the fire in thin cakes. 


How to Polish Seashells. 

If the shell is one that hus u certain 
amount of natural polish, the best way 
is to thoroughly cleanse it with hydro- 
chlorie acid, which is to be rubbed on 
with arag. It should then be carefully 
washed in hot water and dried in hot 
sawdust, after which chamois skin and 
“elbow grease” only are necessary. If 
the surface is naturally dull, but smooth, 
the shell may be either varnished or 
rubbed with tripoli powder and turpen- 
tine applied with wash leather. After 
the first rubbing, rub with the powder 
alone and then with olive oil, after which 
chamois and rubbing will produce a 
polish, If, however, the outside stratum 
of the shell is rough, and must be re- 
moved before polishing, itis best for an 
amateur not to undertake the work, for 
the grinding of shells is a dangerous as 
well as a difficult work and often results 
in crippling the hands, 


Hiow the Sign 8 Originated. 

It has been said to be a modified mon- 
ogram of U.S., and also to be a modifi- 
cation of the figure 8, dollars being for- 
merly called ‘‘pieces of eight.” Two or 
three other theories have been advanced, 
all ingenious but all lacking confirma- 
tion. The editor of The Whitehall Re- 
view in London some time ago declared 
{and his theory is now generally received 
as correct) that it comes from the device 
on the old Spanish dollar. This device 
was a representation of the pillars of 
Hercules with a scroll around each pil- 
lar. It is thought that these scrolls 
were really intended for picturess of the 
two serpents which the goddess Juno 
sent to destroy Hercules when the latter 
was an infant. 


How to Make Koumiss. 

There are people who profess to like 
koumiss, and there are many more peo- 
ple who, being invalids and unable to 
drink milk in its fresh state, find koumiss 
a refreshing and nutritious drink. The 
Arabs make it of mare’s milk, but cow’s 
milk is used in America. Have the milk 
pure. Add toa quart of it two table- 
spoonfuls of white sugar previously 
melted in a little hot water. Add a 
small quantity of compressed yeast. 
Repeated experiment will tell how much 
or how little is best liked by any indi- 
vidual. Fill a bottle with the mixture. 
Cork tightly and tie the cork firmly. 
Shake vigorously. Placeitina temper- 
ature of 50 to 55 degs. Fahrenheit for 
six hours, and then put on ice over night. 
Open carefully, for it is very efferves- 
cent. If curdled it has overfermented 
and must not be used,

With the Intention of Resist- 
ing Home Rule. 


DEEMING WILL BE HANGED, 


frowd Applauds the Decision of the 
Judge and the Jury—Political Leaders 
in Great Britain Blacklisted by the 


Miners’ Federation. 


Lonpon, May 8. -It has been spoken of 
as noteworthy of late that the belligerent 
orators at Ulster and their English sym- 
pathizers have been less outspoken than 
formerly in declaring that the Ulster men 
would never submit to Irish home rule. 
An occasional outburst of that sort has 
occurred, but as a rule there has been lit- 
tle talkabout ‘dying in the last ditch” 
rather than accept the new order of things. 
On the contrary, the text of most public 
speakers has been that if home rule is car- 
ried, Ulster will inaugurate a constitu- 
tional agitation forits repeal, and will 
meanwhile refuse to pay taxes to the ofli- 
cers of the home government. 

From certain startling facts which have 
just been discovered, however, it appears 
that this sudden moderation of speech is 
deceptive, and that thoughts of violence 
continue to animate the people 
of Ulster. It is learned that the 
leaders are secretly and actively organiz- 
ing for what will be, if entered upon, 

Virtually a Civil War. 

Every member of every Orange lodge in 
the province is pledged to provide him- 
self with a rifle and several hundred 
rounds of ammunition within a month 
after the date of the success of the Liber- 
als at the general elections, should that 
party be victorious. Drilling in the use 
of firearms iscarried on at every lodge 
meeting. 

The Orange policemen connive at this 
procedure, while no policeman who is not 
an Orangeman is allowed to get wind of 
what is going on. Your correspondent 
accidentally learned the facts in the case 
through a London financier, who on Sat- 
urday donated £500 to the fund being 
raised for the purpose of buying arms and 
instructing the local leaders in military 
tactics.

The fact that the accused had made these 
Statements, had in the witness’ opinion, 
a very important bearing on the question 
of his mental condition. He declined, 
however, to swear positively that the ac- 
cused was insane. 

Dr. Fishborne made a similar statement. 
His testimony brought the evidence for 
the defense to a close. Mr. Deakin, the 
prisoner's counsel, then made a powerful 
and ingenious argument in behalf of the 
accused, urging that the evidence in sup- 
port of the prisoner’s irresponsibility was 
overwhelming. The case was given to the 
jury, who shortly brought in a verdict of 
murder in the first degree against Deem- 
ing,and the judge sentenced him to death. 

When the news of the verdict and sen- 
tence was communicated to the crowds 
sround the court house there were loud 
cheers for the judgeand jury and groans 
for the prisoner. The execution wil! take 
place probably in the first week in June.

An English cook’s receipt for these is as 
follows: Five poundsof flour, 144 pounds of 
butter and lard, 2'!¢ pounds of sugar (moist), 
twoounces of carbonate of soda, two ounces 
of ground mixed spice, one pint of sour 
milk. Rubthe butter, flour, spice and soda 
well together on the board, makea bay, put 
in the sugar, and wet into a nice mellow 
dough. Let it lie for a cogple of hours, 
then roll it down in sheets a quarter of an 
inch in thickness, and cut out with a plain 
81g inch round cutter. Place on greased 
tins, brush over with milk and bake in a 
moderate oven.

Today, after Mr. Pillsbury finished, he 
having been interrupted by the adjourn- 
ment, the conrt delivered the charge to 
the jury, taking two hours. A verdict is 
expected early tomorrow from the jury.

MEET IN BOSTON TODAY. 


Interviews With Both Sides on the Janu- 
ary 1 Clause—The Quarrymen Said to be 
Short of Funds—Mauufacturers Strong. 


There is no change in the labor trouble 
in this city, and otherwise from the un- 
usual number of men on the streets in 
some parts of the city, one would hardly 
know that there was any trouble. 

The New England Association meet in 
Boston today and everybody is anxiously 
awaiting the outcome of this meeting and 
hoping that the difficulties will be speedily 
settled. 

The men seem confident that the trouble 
will be of short duration, but are not in- 
clined to talk much, and about the only 
answer the LEDGER could get from those 
approached was to wait until after Wednes- 
day. 

As, has been before stated in these 
columns the principal trouble will prob-|§ ———————

One of the largest manufacturers in con- 
versation with a LEDGER representative 
Tuesday, when asked why the change was 
made from May 1 to January 1, said: 

Practically all the large contracts are 
made during the flrst two or three months 
of the year, and if the bill of prices is dated 
January 1, the manufacturer knows what 
he has got to pay for his labor during the 
year. and can figure on a contract with 
much more certainty and with better re- 
sults. 

If the bill of prices dates May 1, the 
manufacturer when he figures does not 
know whether he will get his labor at the 
same price as the year before, or whether 
he will be obliged to give an increase in 
wages the first of May. Thus it will be 
readily seen that he is placed at a disad- 
vantage. <A few years ago, when there 
were not as many in the field, nor as many 
bidders for contracts as today, the manu- 
facturer could add enough to his figures to 
cover any possible increase in wages that 
he might be obliged to pay before the con- 
tract was completed. 

But uow there is a great deal of competi 
tion in the business and the margin is 
small, and he who takes a contract has to 
compete with many others some of whom 
are getting their work done cheaper than 
in Quincy. If the billof prices was the 
same through the country then things 
would be different. 

This manufacturer said he had stock 
enough in his yard to last six weeks and 
hoped that the trouble would be peacefully 
settled before that time. 

On the other hand the men say it is_bet- 
ter for them to have the bill terminate the 
first of May, as at that time there is more 
demand for labor and they will be able to 
get more for it than they wouldin January 
when there is little or nothing doing in the 
quarries and plenty of men can be had. 

How long the quarrymen ‘can hang out 
isa question. They will draw aid from 
cther labor organizations but that will 
be comparatively small and will not last a 
great while with all the granite workers in 
New England out. 

One of the quarrymen who consented to 
talk a little said: The quarrymen in 
Quincy for the most part are married and 
have children. They have been unable to 
do mind work during the past winter, 
and therefore have little or no ready money 
on hand to support their families. Then 
again the men when they are loafing about 
the streets spend more money than when 
at work. The impression of this gen- 
tleman was that the men had made a mis- 
take as he said he knew many of them who 
would be glad to go back to work but they 
did not dare to. 

The local manufacturers held a meeting 
Tuesday evening, but nothing was done 
that has any bearing upon the present 
trouble.

The theory that salmon spawn only once 
in two years seems to be confirmed by re- 
cent experiments in England and America. 

Snails of the sea, known as winkles, are 
used forfood in England. They are sold 
on the street corners and are regarded as 
great luxuries by thé poor. 

The ostrich surpasses the goat as an epi- 
cure. When in confinement it swallows 
with avidity and digests with ease, stones, 
pieces of wood and iron, knives and other 
like delicacies. 

It is said that goats in the Kalahard fre- 
quently pass months without water, and 
according to Mr. Mackenzie, there are cer- 
tain antelopes which are never seen to 
visit the drinking places, 

The wax of a species of bee common in 
Patagonia, Terra del Fuego and other 
parts of southern South America and the 
adjacent islands, is a dark blue in color 
and is said to be more poisonous than ar- 
senic. 

A farmer at ‘Condah, Victoria, while 
cutting thistles a few weeks ago kiileda 
large brown snake measuring 5 feet 9 
inches. On being dissected it was found 
to contain a tiger snake 3 feet4 inches in 
length. 

The rapidity with which insects travel is 
astonishing. Thecommon house fly makes 
600 strokes per second when in the act of 
ordinary flight, that number of strokes 
causing an advance movement of twenty- 
five feet. 

From thesmall island of St. Kilda, off 
Scotland, 20,000 young gannets and an im- 
mense number of eggs are annually col- 
lected; and although this bird lays only 
one egg per annum, and is four years in 
attaining maturity, its numbers do not 
diminish.

They may be 
bummed in a furnace, and thus reduced to 
powder, yet cu the application of moisture 
they swell and regain their vitality, hatch- 
ing out as freely and successfully as if 
they had been let alone. % 


The Eyes of Greck Statues. 

Professor Ernst Curtius, the famous 
Greek scholar and archzologist of the 
University of Berlin, announced a few 
months ago that he had discovered that 
the Greek sculptors always made the 
eyes of men fuller and rounder than 
those of women. The alleged dis:overy 
Was considered important, as ii be- 
lieved that it would lead to a proper 
classification of many of the unidenti- 
fied heads of Greek statues. The hopes, 
however, seem to have been premature, 
ilespite the fact that Curtius, who has 
been called “The Modern Greek,” fa- 
thered them. 

Dr. Greef, of Berlin, in a recent lec- 
ture delivered before the Prussian Acad- 
emy of Science, declared that Curtius’ 
conclusions were wrong, as he had found 
flat, narrow eyes—those of women, ac- 
cording to Curtius—in the heads of 
Greek statues of men. He had also 
measured plastic representations of wom- 
en with large, full eyes. In nature, he 
added, there was no difference between 
the eyes of men and women. He had 
examined recently in Berlin the eyes of 
a hundred members of each sex and 
had found that they were the same in 
shape, size and form. He thus upheld 
the theories of Zinn and Sommerling 
that the Greek sculptors who gave a 
greater fullness to the eyes of men than 
to those of women did not follow the 
conditions of nature.—New York Trib- 
une. 


Plenty of Game in Maine. 

There has not beena year for some 
time when game was as plenty and 
when so little game has been killed 
and destroyed as during the past win- 
ter. One reason is that the snow in 
many localities has not been deep, and 
at the same time it has been hard, hold- 
ing up the deer and caribou and giving 
them a chance to protect themselves by 
flight. Another reason is that the 
guides and hunters have learned that it 
is for their interest to leave the game 
alone, especially during the deep snows. 
[have made it a point to see many of 
them in the early part of the winter, 
and tried to make them understand that 
itis for their interest for us to keepa 
good stock of fish and game, as they 
would get more business during the 
guiding season. 

The most of the game that has been 
killed the past winter has been killed in 
the back settlements, hunters using 
dogs to catch deer. There has been a 
story of ninety moose killed near our 
border line, in township 5, range 18. 1 
believe the most of this yarn is false. I 
have been within a day’s walk of the 
township this winter and | did not learn 
of any such business. In fact there are 
not moose enough in that locality. It is 
near the Canada line, and this same re- 
port comes from there every year.—Cor. 
Portland (Me.) Press. 


Beekeepers and the Government. 

Foreign bees without pedigrees may 
be admitted to the United States free of 
duty. The secretary of the treasury has 
so decided. Until the last tariff bill was 
passed bees from abroad came in gratis, 
as “animals imported for breeding pur- 
poses.” The McKinley law declared 
that this ruling should only apply to an- 
imals “regularly entered in recognized 
herd books.” Accordingly, bees were 
assessed 20 per cent. ad valorem, be- 
cause they had no pedigrees. The bee- 
keepers protested and carried their 
point. 

Some time ago the postoffice department 
declared that bees were “‘unmailable,” 
on the ground that they would be likely 
to sting people if they got loose. The 
beekeepers secured the recall of this reg- 
ulation, by proving that the packages 
employed could not be broken.—Wash- 
ington Cor. New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat. 


Little Fear of Indian Troubles. 

A gentleman at Rosebud agency writes 
that the reports of dissatisfaction among 
the Indians there have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. Since his arrival there two 
weeks ago he has traveled quite exten- 
sively through the various Indian camps, 
and thinks the Indians never exhibited 
a more peaceful frame of mind than at 
present. Never did they take hold of 
work more readily or more extensively. 
and never did they take more interest in 
the care of their stock than the past 
winter, as can plainly be seen by the 
condition of horses and cattle this spring. 
So far as dissatisfaction witk rations is 
concerned, if there is any such, the white 
employees hear nothing of it.—Cor. Min- 
neapolis Journal. ! 

Confederate Coins. 

There has recently been some inquiry 
as to whether the Confederate govern- 
ment coined any gold. The question 
was referred to the Hon. Charles C. 
Jones, Jr., of Augusta, who telegraphs 
as follows: ‘‘The Confederate States, as 
[ now remember, coined and issued no 
gold. A few experimental half dollars 
in silver were struck, but they did not 
pass into circulation.”—Charleston News 
and Courier.

RETALIATION TALK. 


Canada’s Unjust Discrimination 


Against Our Commerce. 


THE PRESIDEN'!’S CHANCES 


Kor Kenomination at Minneapolis Seem 


to Be in the Ascendancy—A Line of 


American Steamers Likely to Mate- 


rialize in the Near Future. 


WAsnHINGTON, May 4—In speaking of 
the action of the Canadian government in 
its discrimination against American com- 
merce passing throngh the Welland and 
St. Lawrence canals, a high officer of the 
government said that all this government 
desired is fair play, and if it cannot be 
had by asking for it, the next and natural 
plan is only te give as good as we get, by 
exacting tolls in one direction as an offset 


to the toll we are compelled to pay in| 


another. 

The attention of the Canadian commis- 
sioners was called to this matter of dis- 
crimination when they were here ot very 
long ago, in terms of vigorous protest, and 
they intimated an assurance that the 
wrong should be righted. But since then 
nothing has been heard from the Canadian 
government. The inference is that the 
commissioners were here with no author- 
ity to act one way or the other, or having 
the autherity, they have not had the fair- 
ness to enferce it. This being the case,the 
president’s only recourse is to remind the 
Canadian authoriti.s that when it comes 
to unfriendly and unneighborly discrim- 
inations two can play at the same game. 


PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITIES. 
The President's Enemies Said to Ke 
Counting on Unknown Quantities. 


Bostos, May 4.—There has been consid- 
able talk among the Republican leaders 
in the senate and house on the adoption of 
the unit rule as applied to the state 
delegations in the national convention. 
The general sentiment among the leaders 
is against the entorcement of any rules to 
interfere with the freedom of action of the 
State delegations. This course, it is 
claimed, will be of advantage to the presi- 
dent. as his friends claim he will havea 
considerable following in Pennsylvania, 
New York and Ohio, as well as in many 
of the otker stutes which have already 
elected delegates to the Minneapolis con- 
vention. 

A confidential friend of the president 
said, in speaking of the uninstructed dele- 
gations, that all the president’s friends 
agreed that the wisest course for them to 
pursue was not to force the issue of in- 
structed delegations, as it would look too 
much like unwarranted interference, and 
would make the administration liable to 
the charge that they had been using fed- 
eral offices to influence the action of the 
delegates in favor of the president’s re- 
nomination. The president realizes the 
wisdom of this course, and believes that it 
has greatly strengthened him before the 
convention. 

The opponents of the president are as- 
suming that the uninstructed delegates 
are opposed to him, and on this they are 
basing their hope of compassing his de- 
feat; but the president and his friends are 
now assured that he will have over 500 of 
the 895 delegates. Therefore they do not 
see what encoursgement the opposition 
can find in this, or how they can concen- 
trate any votes on unknown candidates. 


STRICTLY AMERICAN, 


Free Registry Will Lead to the Estab- 
lishmeut of # New Line of Steamers. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.— Congressman 

Boutelle succeeded in having an amend- 

ment added to the free registry ship bill, 

so that it will not have general applica- 
tion hereafter. As passed, it is understood 
to apply exclusively to the two palatial 


and fast steamships of the Inman line, 
the City of Paris and the City of New 


York, those betng the only twe vessels 
owned by Americans, as required by the 
provisions of the act, which can be ad- 
mitted to American registry. 

If the bill should pass the senate, as it 
doubtless will, because there is no real op- 
position to it, there may be within a 
reasonable time a first-cluss American 
line made up of vessels the equal, if not 
the superior, cf any that have ever been 
built. 

It is understood that the Inman com- 
pany, as soon as the bill becomes a law, 
will contract with the Cramps for the 
construction of two vessels for trznsatlan- 
tic service that will excced in speed and 
general capability and comfort anything 
ever built abroad.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—In the senate free 
silver was discussed by Mr. Kyle.

MUSKEGON, Mich., May 4.—The Demo- 
cratic state convention to elect delegates 
to Chicago will be unanimously in favor 
of the nomination of Grover Cleveland. 
Nine-tenths of the delegates are on the 
ground, and there is not a Hill man 
amony them.

ONE OF THE PLEASURES 


Of Being an Editor—Eighth Annual Con- 
vention of National Association. 


The editors from New England who have 
been elected delegates to the annual con- 
vention of the National Editorial Associ- 
ation at San Francisco, Cal., on the 24, 25 
and 26 of May, will be obliged to leave 
home this week. Some have already gone. 
The editor of the Parrior and others 
leave tomorrow and a few on Saturday. 

They gather in Chicago from the North- 
ern and Eastern States, where a special 
train will leave on Monday for southern 
California ty the Santa Fe line. They ex- 
pect to arrive at Colorado Springs on 
Wednesday morning, where the citizens 
will provide carriages to take the editors 
to Manitou, Garden of the Gods and other 
points of interest. 

Although the railroad to Pike Peak is 
not opened to travel until about the middle 
of June, an invitation has been sent to 
the delegates by the president of the road 
to take a trip up the mountain as far as 
the snow will allow. 

On Thursday morning, May 12, they are 
invited to the dedication of Childs-Drexel 
Union Printers’ Home at Colorado Springs, 
a very large and beautiful building erected 
for aged printers. About 8 o'clock the 
same evening the train will leave for 
southern California. stopping several hours 
at Los Vegas and at Albuquerque. Arriy- 
ing at San Diego on Sunday morning, 
the party remain at the Coronado Hotel 
in that city for two days. 

On Tuesday morning they leave for 
Riverside, one of the prettiest places in 
California, built by men of New Eng- 
land—citizens from Weymouth, Abington, 
Brockton and other towns in this vicinity. 
On arriving in that city carriages will be 
provided to take the editors through the 
world-famed Magnolia avenue to Arling- 
ton. There they again take their cars for 
Colton, San Bernardino, Highlands, Red- 
lands and Los Angeles, arriving in the 
latter city about 5 p. M., the evening to be 
devoted to the flower festival and public 
reception at Hazard’s pavillion. 

Wednesday morning, May 18, there will 
be a carriage drive about the city; in the 
afternoon the cars will carry the visitors to 
San Gabriel and from there—in carriages— 
to Pasadena, a suburb in Los 
Augeles. 

On Wednesday evening the delega‘es 
leave for Fresno and on the following day 
they are to enjoy carriage drives among the 
raisin vineyards of that place. At4 P. M. 
they will start for Stockton. 

On Friday, May 20th, the editors bid 
adieu to Stockton for Sacremento, the 
capital of the state, where they are to be 
treated toa drive about the city and an 
out-door concert at the Capitol park. Sup- 
per to be served at 6 at the State Capitol, 
followed by a literary and musical enter- 
tainment. 

Saturday morning they take the cars for 
Vaca Valley, St. Helena and Napa, arriv- 
ing in Santa Rosa late in the afternoon. 
From there, by the way of Niles and San 
Jose to Monterey, California’s great resort, 
where they will remain over Sunday. 

On Monday morning the delegates start 
for San Francisco, where the convention is 
to be held, but will be forced to alight at 
San Jose for a carriage drive about the 
city. On Tuesday morning there will be 
an excursion about the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco, and in the afternoon a carriage ride 
in the city. 

On Tuesday evening the opening session 
of the convention will be held at the Me- 
tropolitan Temple, continuing through 
Wednesday and Thursday. On the latter 
evening the editors will leave the city for 
Sacramento, stopping a couple of hours at 
Vina and at Chico. 

Saturday morning early, the visitors 
leave for Dutch Flat, where there will be 
practical hydraulic mining and quartz 
crushing going on. ‘The balance of the 
day will be pleasantly spent at Colfax and 
Grass Valley. Returning to Sacramento 
the party will stop over Sunday, and then 
depart by the several routes for their 
homes.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 5.—‘“‘James AL 
bert Trefayhen, hold up your right hand.

Mr. Fore- 
man, what say you as to this defendant, 
James Albert Trefethen! Is the prisoner 
guilty or not guilty?”

The above conclusion in the great mur: 
aer trial was reached at 6:10 o’clock last 
night. ‘The jury upon their second ballot, 
within an hour of leaving their 
seatsin the court room, consigned Tre- 
fethen to the gallows, and gave Smith 
liberty. Foremian Wood’s replies to the 
questions of Clerk Hurd were spoken in 
lov; and trembling voice; but the words 
fixed the fate of two Men. 

Unmoved, the ill-fated prisoner faced 
his judges.

It was 
scurcely « minute’s walk across the county 
grounds to the house of correction, butin 
that brief time a varied scene was enacted. 

The street was crowded with humanity. 
Mep, women and children were running 
hither and thither in front of teams, dodg- 
ing across lots and taking the nearest 
course to the prison entrance. 

The police in attendance forced a pas- 
sage through, and without a word being 
spoken by the multitude, the officers es- 
corted the prisoner within the iron door 
of the jail at precisely 6:28 o'clock. 

In the meantime, attended by a similar 
throng, Mr. Smith, in company with Mrs, 
Trefethen, started to board a horse car for 
Boston. 

At 6:45 o’clock the court house was de- 
serted, and one of the most memorable 
trials in the legal records of Middlesex 
county had passed into history. 

What a Juryman Said. 

LOWELL, Mass., May 5.—Charles Poor, 
the Lowell member of the jury, says: ‘We 
were three-quaeters of an hour considering 
the case in the jury room. The first mat- 
ter considered by us was, was there a mur- 
der committed? We discussed the ques- 
tion, of course, and then took a ballot. 
The vote was 11 to 1 that a murder had 
been committed. Then we took a second 
ballot, and tl ote was unanimous that 
Tena Davis was murdered. 

“Then came the question, who com- 
mitted the murder? A ballot was taken, 
and it was 11 tol that Trefethen, the ac- 
cused, was guilty. On the second ballot 
it was the unanimous vote of the jury 
that Trefethen was guilty. The verdict 
of the jury was that Smith was not guilty 
of committing the murder, and not guilty 
of being accessory before the fact. We be- 
lieved that Smith accounted for every mo- 
mantofhis time while the murder was 
being committed.” 

LEASE OF LIFE EXTENDED. 
Murderer Aliy Sentenced to Be Hanged 
the Third Tuesday in May, 1893. 

PrYMoutn, N. H., May 5.—‘‘Frank C= 
Almy, the sentence of the law upon you, 
convicted of murder in the first degree, is 


‘that you be imprisoned in the state prison 


at Concord until the third Tuesday of 
May, 1893, and that on said Tuesday of 
May, 1893, between the hours of 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon and 2 0’clock in the after- 
noon, within the walls of the prison, you 
be hanged by the neck until you are dead.” 

Chief Justice Doe thus announced the 
doom of the murderer of Christie Warden 
at 5:10 o’clock yesterday afternoon. A sec- 
ond time he has been sentenced with the 
penalty of death for asingle crime. Almy 
faced the chief justice in the court room 
when the solemn words were uttered. 

’T was nearly 4 o’clock when Attorney 
General Eastman and Lawyer Burleigh 
finished their arguments. Word came to 
move ina body on the courthouse, and 
soon within its walls was gathered the 
biggest crowd of this session, some 200 
men, women vud children. 

Judges on the bench again. Almy,hands 
and feet shackled, looked up calmly, with 
steady lip and eyes dried. 

Chief Justice Doe showed no sign of 
what he was to say. He soon began to 
read a statement of how the defendant 
had been heard before, degree of guilt 
found—not a word about a sentence in 
November—how his case had just been 
heard again, and declaring that the court 
found him guilty of murder in the first 
degree on evidence both new and old. 

Almy was asked if he had anything to 
say, and rising from his chair, nota 
muscle of his face moving, in a voice quiet 
but distinct, he thus addressed the court: 

“T want to say that I did not mutilate 
the girl. The first shot was accidental. I 
hope you will believe me. I hope you will 
alter my sentence.” 

Calmly he remained standing a few 
minutes, gazing at the chief justice, who 
turned aside to consult with his colleague. 
Almy got weary of being on his feet and 
sat down. Sitting he was when the sen- 
tence which opens this story was pro- 
nounced upon him.

‘©The issue has now resolved itself into 
the date upon which the bill of prices shall 
go into effect; and whether that be Jan. 1, 
as declared by the manufacturers, or May 
1, as insisted upon by the men, will be the 
contesting point from henceforth. 

“Both sides tonight stand as firm as 
when the question was first raised, and the 
sweeping declaration of the manufacturers 
has not weakened the men in their deter- 
mination one mite. 

“There are now in the neighborhood of 
5000 men out in New England, these being 
the quarrymen, pavers and a few hundred 
cutters. The remaining 10,000 workers are 
willing, judging from the remarks of union 
officials, to join their brother strikers in 
furtherance of the cause in which all are 
united. 

‘*Those men who will be affected by the 
lockout to be begun May 14, are the cutters, 
blacksmiths and polishers in Quincy, 
where the quarrymen are now out, and the 
workmen in all the departments at Barre, 
Concord and the granite ceutres of New 
England where the cutters are still work- 
ing since the quarrymen quit.

Attacked the Wrong Dog. 

There was a tremendous rumpus and 
excitement in a prominent drug store 
on Chestnut street, near Twelfth, the 
other day. A fair maid, strolling down 
the street with a large mastiff, stopped 
in the store for soda. The place was 
crowded, and among the crowd were 
twe other ladies with two other dogs. 

The other dogs were considerably 
smaller than the mastiff, but by a light- 
ning calculation they decided that by 
combining forces they might take a fall 
out of him. Instantly acting, the rum- 
pus began. 

In one-fifth the space of time it takes 
to write it the air was filled with snarls, 
yelps, barks, growls, dog hair, female 
shrieks, children’s howls and screams, 
soda water, muffs, small packages and 
male profanity.

The 
crowd scattered as if it had been an egg 
thrown against.a barn door, the big dog 
barked loudly and the old gentleman 
grew red in the face in his efforts to do 
verbal justice to his feelings, The ex- 
citement lasted until a reserve police- 
man came up and asked what the mat- 
ter was and was told nine different 
stories, all of which were wrong.

WEDNESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS 


At the Conference of Methodists—Fig- 
ures from the Episcopal Address. 

OMAHA, May 5.—A special session of the 
conference was held in the First M. E. 
church to organize committees. The fol- 
lowing comittees held meetings and or- 
ganized with the following chairmen: 
Book Concern, Amos Shinkle; itinerancy, 
Arthur Edwards; boundaries, one of the 
bishops to be announced later; education, 
C. H. Payne; revisions, J. B. Graw; Freed- 
man’s Aid and Southern Educational 
society, William Swindell; episcopacy, J. 
M. Buckley; Sunday schools and tracts, 
A. B. Leonard; tempora! economy, Wil- 
liam Lawreitce; state of church, John 
Wiley. The other committees postponed 
organization. 

The address states that the total mem 
bership of the churchis now 2,292,694. 
The Epworth League is highly praised. 
It has in the three years sprung up from 
naught to 8000 chapters, with 500,000 mem- 
bers. The address says: The continuation 
of foreign languages and customs in this 
country is wrong, and we are opposed to 
the teaching of foreign languagesin our 
schools. ‘The franchise should be more 
guarded,and foreigners should be required 
to serve a louger apprenticeship to secure 
it. We regard the legislation in congress 
to exclude the Chinese as inhuman. The 
centralization of wealth is denounced. 
Total abstinence is declared to be impera- 
tive and complete prohibition urgent. 
The address declares that the union of the 
church north and south is drifting closer 
and closer. 

The conference organized committees, 
A mass meeting was held last night in the 
interest of the Freedmen’s Aid and South- 
ern Educational! society. 


ENGLAND DOESN’T LIKE IT. 


Worrying Has Begun Over the Regis- 
tration of the Two Inman Liners. 


Lonpon, May 5.—It is possible that in- 
ternational complications may arise from 
the bill just passed by the American house 
of representatives, granting American 
registry to two steamships of the Inman 
line, in consideration of the company’s 
building in America two smilar ships. 
In a session of the royal labor commis- 
sion Mr. Ismay unofficially brought the 
matter to the attention of Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach and Lord Derby. Mr. Ismay 
explained the meaning of the bill and gave 
his views as to its probable effects. 

The three gentlemen had a long and 
earnest discussion of the subject. The 
bill, according to Mr. Ismay, is an at- 
tempt to recruit American shipping with 
the help of the Inman Iine. Lord Derby 
thought it aserious question. The result 
of such a transaction, he declared, could 
hardly fail to be injurious to England. 
Sir M. Hicks-Beach considered the new 
departure indicated by the bill a daring 
one on the part of the Americans, anda 
bold bid for the Atlantic trade; but he 
was unable to see how it was possible to 
Americanize ships flying the British flag 
and enrolled in the British’naval reserve us 
armed cruisers in the event of war. He 
thought it was certainly a curious ac- 
tion on the part of a friendly nation, and 
that complications would possibly result. 

If the bill becomes a law the admiralty 
will no doubt take action of some kind in 
the premises, to rectify the anomaly in re- 
spect to vessels of a line figuring in the 
British naval reserve, sailing under the 
American flag. 


DYING OF STARVATION, 


Awfal Picture of Misery Endured by 


{nhabitunts of Newfoundland. 


HALIFAX, May 5.—Information from 
the northern coast of Newfoundland 
depicts a wretched condition of affairs 
there. Owing tothe ravages of the grip 
last year the inhabitants were unable to 
gather their usual catch of fish. Just be 
fore navigation closed, the government 
sent the people of Flower Cove sixty bar- 
rels of flour. For five months they have 
been cut off from the outside world by 
ive. Early in February the people watched 
with horror the consumption of the last 
handful of flour. Whole families had not 
acrust of bread. There is not a barrel of 
flour on the whole coast between Bonne 
Bay and St. Anthony. Some people have 
already perished from starvation, and at 
the date of iast advices, March 26, a terri- 
ble condition of affairs existed. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION, 


The Conference Report Passes the 


House by a Wide Margin. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Mr. Geary pre- 
sented the conference report on the 
Chinese exclusion bill. He demanded 
the previous question on the adoption of 
the report, and notwithstanding the pro- 
test of Mr. Hooker it was ordered. After 
a short discussion, the house, by a vote of 
yeas 185, nays 23, adopted the conference 
report. 

The senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions reported an amendment to the sun- 
dry civil bill increasing the amount for 
the enforcement of the Chinese exclusion 
act from 250,000 Lo $100,000, 


DEEMING’S DOUBLE. 


Au Accomplished Rascal Who Has Just 
Been Sentenced to Death. 


Paris, May 5.—In the department of the 
Drome yesterday, Mathias Handelt was 
sentenced to death for killing Pere Ilde 
fonse Bursar in the Trappist monastry at 
Aigue-Belle, on the Arc. In the course of 
the trial Mathias was revealed a wretch of 
little less versatility than Deeming. For the 
last fifteen years he has passed from place 
to place ontke continent, killing, black- 
mailing and robbing without rest. He 
speaks all continental languages, and 
confesses to at least sixty crimes.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Powers Bill Assigned for Monday’ 
Savings Bank Deposits. 


BosToN, May 5.—In the house the 
Powers bill was assigned to Monday next 
on motion of Mr. Powers. Mr. Mellen 
withdrew his motion to reconsider and 
said he would try to amend the pernicious 
clauses of the bill. When it comes up he 
hoped the members wpuld realize the 
harm in the bill and vote to change it. 

Those members of the house who sup- 
ported the insurayce committee’s bill say 
that they were not surprised at Tuesday’s 
vote. Assoonas they saw that politics 
had entered into the matter, they knew 
that there was no chance for their meas- 
ure. It is believed now that the Powers 
bill will be amended, until there is little 
left of it, and that it wlll then be rejected; 
that, in short, the legislature will do 
nothing, and leave the endowment com- 
panies as it found them 


Mr. Harris made a correction in the 
record. Instead of voting against the 


Powers assessment endowment bill he was 
absent. Had he been present he should 
have voted for the bill. 

The committee on mercantile affairs re 
ported a bill to authorize municipal au- 
thorities to regulate the maintenance and 
use of pole. and wires within the limits 
of the highways. The removal of poles 
and wires may be ordered after a hearing, 
of which fourteen days’ nice must be 
given. An appeal may be taken within 
ten days tothe board of gas and electric 
light commissioners. 

Debate on the monthly deposits bill for 
savings banks was continued. By 88 to 87, 
the chair (Mr. Tucker) breaking the tie, 
the bill was substituted. The roll call had 
91 yeas to 97 nays. 

The water supply committee reported a 
bill authorizing Lexington to take the 
waters of Vine brook and its tributary 
springs. 

On motion of Mr. Butler the senate in- 
sisted on its amendment to the bill relat- 
ing to the docket of the superior court in 
Suffolk and Middlesex counties,and asked 
for a committee of conference. 

The petition of Lynn for leave to issue 
$150,000 additional water bonds was ad- 
mitted under a suspension of the rules. 

The senate refused to consider the rejec- 
tion of the bill pensioning state prison 
officers. 

The bouse provided a penalty for intimi- 
dation of lal rs oremployers. The grade 
crossing abolition bill was passed to a 
third reading A resolve against coal 
combinations was introduced. 

The acceptance of reports on state boards 
was refused reconsideration. Railroad 
men’s ten-hour law was refused a third 
reading.

Said to Be Contemplated by 
the President’s Enemies. 


SOME LIVELY SKIRMISHING 


Being Done Just Now on the Political 
Battlefield—Blaine’s Friends Haven't 


Abandoned the Scheme for His Nom- 


ination—Tom Platt on Harrison. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—There has been 
for several days marked activity on the 
part of the opponents of the president,and 
a conference is understood to have 
been arranged which is shortly to come 
off. It has not been fully decided where it 
is to be held, but it will probably be in 
Washington, it being the most central. 
At this conference will figure many prom- 
inent Republican leaders, among them 
Platt of New York, Clarkson, chairman 
of the national Republican committee, 
Quay, ex-Speaker Reed, Foraker and 
Dudley, Senators Wolcott, Teller and 
Stewart. There are others in the move- 
ment, but they are keeping in the back 
ground. 

Some of these disgruntled leaders have 
been seriously considering how they can 
best go to work to counteract the popular 
sentiment in favor of the renomination of 
President Harrison. They find themselves 
handicapped because of the fact that the 
opposition tothe president, with few ex- 
ceptions, comes from politicians like 
Platt and Quay. Asto the silver states, 
the opposit¢on to the president is due 
wholly to his stand on the money ques- 
tion. 

As to Ex-Speaker Reed, 

he is probably the only one of the active 
opponents of the president who stands well 
before the people. Reed, however, hasa 
grievance against the president growing 
outof the distribution of patronage,which, 
while many believe it to be a just griev- 
ance, does not add much strength to his 
opposition. The fact thatall of these men 
are thorough politicians, and comprise 
some of the best organizers in the Repub- 
lican party, causes some Republicans to 
believe that they may createsuch disaffec- 
tionas to turn the tide against the presi- 
dent. 

But this is hardly likely. It is evident 
from theirtalk that they have not aban- 
doned their scheme to nominate Blaine. 
One of these leaders said yesterday that 
they expected to get some expression out 
of the Maine statesman just on the eve 
of the convention indicating that in event 
of his nomination he would accept.

} Build—A Description. 

Quincy firemen are just now interested 
j in a new fire station. Land has been pur- 
chased for the same on Quincy avenue and 
plans willsoon be reported. A description 
of the plans for the new $35,000 station at 

| Fitchburg, which were adopted Tuesday, 
appeared in the Herald and is reprinted 
below: 

It will be of brick, with brown stone and 
granite trimmings, three stories high, with 
a frontage of 103 feet on Oliver street and 
69 feet on Elm street, and the hose tower 
will be 136 feet high. Romanesque is the 

style of architecture, and the house will 
have six doors for as many pieces of ap- 
paratus. 

The first floor will be in three sections. 
Section 1 will contain the chemical engine, 
when it is bought and the hose wagon; the 
second, the chief’s buggy, supply team and 
buggy of the superintendent of fire alarm; 
the third will be the runs of the hook and 
ladder and steamer. At the rear of each 
piece of apparatus are the stalls. 

The hose tower will be one of the largest 
in the state, and in section 3 arrangements 
are made to accommodate a full set of the 
longest ladders. 

The stable in the rear will be 14 feet 
wide, running the length of the entire 
building. Patent contrivances for hay and 
grain are to be put in, and when these are 
‘loaded’? they require no attention for a 
month at a time. 

On the second floor the chief has a pri- 
vate office, and the board of engineers have 
a general room. The rest of this floor is 
taken up in the dormitories, dressing and 
toilet rooms. 

The greater part of the third story will 
be used for the fire alarm, repeater and bat- 
tery rooms in connection with the fire 
alarm telegraph service. 

Hardwood finish willl be used through- 
out. Steam heat and gas will be used, and

Article 14, chapter 5, rules and regulations, 
provides that the thirtieth day of May shall 
be observed as Memorial Day. This year that 
event will take place on the fifth Monday in 
the month,and each postin the department 
will, ina manner best suited to its surround: 
ings, decorate the graves of our country’s de- 
fenders. 

Let each comrade sct an example in fealty 
to principles which, as an organization, we 
maintain, by absenting himself from all the 
places of amusement, thus showing to the 
world that our professions are not empty, idie 
declarations. ; 

Comrades, we were loyal when a threatened 
republic wanted defenders; let us not forget 
that loyalty to the dead is just as much a duty 
as loyalty to the living. 

(2). In accordance with a resolution adopted 
by the national encampment at Springfield, 
June, 1878, all national flags will be at half- 
mast on Memorial Day. 

@). The custom of posts attending divifie 
worship on the Sunday preceding Memorial 
Day is now regarded as a matter of course. 

(4). While it is true that the spirit of loyalty 
was a birthright to a large majority of the 
men who fought for the preservation of our 
national integrity and unity, it is also true 
that there are many children in attendance at 
our schools whose parents have come to these 
shores since the close of the civil war. 

For the benefit of such especialiy,and for 
the good of us allasa people, for the better- 
ment of those who are to follow and wha 
should be taught tolove the “old flag” and all 
which it represents, the commander of each 
post of the Grand Army in the department of 
Massachusetts is hereby earnestly requested 
to detail comrades to attend the schools dur- 
ing the week preceding Memorial Day, to talk 
to the scholars on their war experiences. 

It is not likely that any teacher will object 
to such a proceeding, yet it would be wise te 
arrange in advance for the events.

Au Old Man’s Sad Condition Due to His

Easter Lilies. 

The attention the florist pays nowa- 
days to the Easter lilies is a marked one; 
for not so many years ago the demand 
for the beautifully simple white flower 
was exceedingly small. 

They found the readiest sale with 
churches then, and it-was rare indeed 
to finda private house decorated with 
these flowers. Even the churches did 
not require s0 many as to make the pro- 
duction of the Easter lily more than a 
mere incident in the work of a florist’s 
gardener. Now it is a feature of his la- 
bors in the fall to pot thousands of bulbs. 

Besides the usual amount of care ex- 
ercised by a good gardener in raising 
flowers of any kind, these lilies require 
especial attention. Before or after the 
Easter season there is very little demand 
for the flower, and he must see to it that 
the buds appear just as Lent is ushered 
in. To have the plants flower several 
weeks before or not until the season is 
closing means a big financial loss, Plac- 
ing the plants in a dark room delays the 
budding until] the time arrives for them 
to be salable, and then the forcing be- 
gins.—Boston Transcript, 


LEADERS IN DOUBT. 


A MILD POLICY ADVOCATED 


Rather Than an Aggressive Conflict 

with Dominating Political Tufluences— 
Said to Be 
Fomenting Internal Strife, 


Democratic Senators 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—Colonel Watter- 
son’s latest pronunciamento, in which he 
states that the nomination of either 
Cleveland or Hill is certain defeat, has 
stirred up a most acrimonious feeling in 
both political camps. He has been here 
for some days and has very fully can- 
vassed the sentiment of the senate and 
house, and is very indignant over the cow- 
ardice of the leaders in being secretly 
against and publicly in favor of both can- 
didates, according to their preference. 
Among these very leaders, he says, are at 
least half adozen Democratic senators 
who will raise their standards in hopes 
that by some chance lightning may strike 
in their locality, and therefore 2re person- 
ally interested in fomenting tliese dissen- 
sions. 

The followers of ex-President Cleveland 
here and in New York have been quietly 
conferring among themselves as to the 
policy of the May convention of the anti- 
Hill Democrats in New York. Represen- 
tative Lockwood, who has just returned 
from Buffalo and New York city, re- 
marked that it would be 

4 Very Formidable Assemblage 
of Democrats. Ia his own district more 
than half of the Democratic party had 
subscribed to the people’s petition for this 
convention. ‘his, he said, would show an 
aggregate of about 150,000 names in favor 
of this meeting. 

The leaders are somewhatin doubt as to 
what course to pursue at the convention. 
His own judgment and that of many oth- 
ers was not to force an issuein the national 
convention by sending a contesting dele- 
gation. The wisest course under the cir- 
cumstances, he thought, would be to pass 
a series of strong resolutions setting forth 
the reasons for their action and calling 
upon the national convention not to be 
governec. by the intimidating and arbi- 
trary methods which had forced a packed 
convention and snap judgment at an un- 
precentedly early period, and before the 
people had an opportunity to express their 
views. He thought that such a policy 
would have more effect than an aggressive 
conflict with the dominating political in- 
fluences which have been antagonistic to 
the nomination of ex-President Cleveland. 

Looking for a Half Vote. 

There were other leaders in the move- 
ment in New York city, including ex-Sec- 
retary Fairchild and ex-Mayor Grace, who 
favored sending a contesting delegation, 
trusting to the Cleveland influence among 
the delegates to give them a half vote, 
thus neutralizing entirely the delegation 
elected in favor of ex-Governor Hill at 
Albany. RepresentativeLockwood thought 
that the convention would be conservative 
in their action and try to heal rather than 
aggravate the existing contentions, 


Thursday's Conventions. 


Vermont Democrats selected Dr. Han- 
rahan of Rutland to head the list of dele- 
gates to Chicago. The platform calls for 
free raw material and declares for Cleve- 
land. Bradford B. Smalley was nomi- 
nated for governor. 

Wyoming Republicans elected two 
women as alternates to the Minneapolis 
convention. 

West Virginia indorsed Harrison and 
vigorously denounced Democrats. 

Minnesota praised Harrison and Blaine. 

Kansas Republicans in‘ orsed Harrison 
and praised Blaine. 

Illinois paid a handsometribute to both 
Harrisonand Bla ine. 

Delaware’s representatives favor Harri- 
son, but will go uninstructed. 

Wisconsin Republicans indorsed the ad- 
ministration and went wild over Blaine’s 
name. 


CHINESE MUST KEEP OUT. 


The Exclusion Bill Signed by the Presi. 
dont and Now Becomes a Law. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Chinése bill 
was sent to the president, and with it 
went a delegation of members of congress 
to ask President Harrison to sign the bill 
at once. The bill reached the White 
House at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and was at once referred to the attorney 
general for examination. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock, after a confer- 
ence with Attorney General Miller and 
Secretaries Blaine and Foster, President 
Harrison gave the bill his approval The 
following statement was made in connec- 
tion with the announcement of that fact: 
“Upon an examination by the attorney 
general, he thought it avery grave ques- 
tion whether or not all existing restrictive 
legislation did not expire tomorrow,there- 
fore the necessity for prompt approval of 
the bill.” 


EXTENDED TO NEW YORK, 


City Employes Refuse to Handle Stone 
Quarried in New England. 


NEw YORK, May 6.—Two thousand men 
engaged in street paving and kindred 
trades[{ will probably go on strike unless 
the contractors consent not to use stone 
from quarries operated by members of the 
Boss Granite Workers’ association, which 
has locked out over 2000 men in the 
various New England quarries. The men 
who threaten to strike belong to the 
Knights of Labor, and have been appealed 
to to assist the locked-out quarrymen. A 
meeting was held here last evening at 
which delegates fram the locked-out men 
attended, and explained the situation. It 
is probable that most of the contractors 
will obviate the difficulty by using stones 
from other quarries during the trouble at 
the New Enyland quarries. 


Military Changes at Amherst. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—First Lieutenant 
W. M. Dickinson, Seventeenth infantry, is 
detailed as professor of military science at 
the Massachusetts Agricultural college, 
relieving First Lieutenant I. W. Cornish, 
Fifth cavalry,who will remainat Amherst 
until Sept. 15 next, and then join his 
troop.

WRECK ON THE ATCHISON. 


Train Plunges Through a Bridge—Seven 
Killed and Many Injured. 


Fort Maprisoy, Ia., May 6.—Without 
warning, inthe midst of a frightful storm, 
the easthound transcontinental express on 
the Atchison railroad, filled with human 
beings wrapped in slumber, plunged 
through a trestle, weakened by rain, ai 
about 1:45 o’clock yesterday morning, be 
tween Revere and Medillin, Mo. It was 
very dark. The express had come through 
from San Francisco. 

At 6:40 Wednesday night the train, com- 
posed of a postal car, a baggage car, 
smoker, chair car, tourist sleeper and two 
Pullman coaches, commenced its run from 
Kansas City to Chicago. All went well 
untila pile and trestle bridge over the 
Fox river at Revere was reached. This 
bridge was about 175 feet long and 30 feet 
high. Heavy rains had swollen the tor- 
rent which rsged beneath the rails, and 
the water had carried the bridge out of 
line, yet left it standing. With wheels 
turning slowly the train crawled on the 
bridge. ‘The engine crossed in safety, but 
not the balance of the train, for the bridge 
went down, only the engine and rear 
sleeper remaining on either end of the 
abutments, 

The other part of the train was precipi- 
tated into the swiftly flowing waters in 
the ravine Leow. Five cars with their 
load of human freight and the remains of 
the bridge sank together in one mass of 
crushed timbers, torn and twisted iron 
work and mangled humanity. Seven 
sank in the wreck to die. Twenty-six are 
known to have been injured. 


UNCLE SAM’S AID ASKED 


In Rehalf of Irish Americans Impris- 
oned Abroad fer Political Offenses. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—General J. R. 

O’Beirne and Thomas St. J. Gaffney of 
New York,in compliance with the request 
of the Political Prisoners’ Amnesty as- 
sociation of Ireland, called on Secretary 
Blaine, to ask the friendly interposition 
of this gzovernmentin the matter of ob- 
taining the release of Irish-American citi- 
zens, now held as prisoners in Great 
Britain. Secretary Blaine manifested 
considerable interest in the matter, but in 
advance of a legal presentation of the 
case he was not willing to indicate what 
action he would take. The present move- 
ment is based on facts developed by recent 
accusations in the house of commons 
against Inspector Black, who was chiefly 
instrumental in securing the conviction 
of the Irish Americans now in British 
prisons. Immediate steps will be taker 
to present their cases formally to the 
state department. 


RELIGIOUS LEGISLATION, 


Yesterday's Proceedings of the Metho- 
dist General Conference. 

OMAHA, May 6.—Bishop Waldron pre- 
sided at the morning session of the Meth- 
odist conference. Rev. J. Jessie Kilpat- 
rick of the Detroit conference led de 
votional exercises and the secretary read 
the journal of the p revious day. 

After the journal had been corrected, 
the conference decided to resume the or- 
ganization of committees. A committee 
on general conference district boundaries 
was added to the list. Dr. Earl Branston 
requested the conference to authorize him 
to hand in his report on the Western Book 
Concern. He was authorized to report to 
the proper committee. The work of or- 
ganizing the committees then proceeded. 
The report of the committee on conference 
claimants was referred to the committee 
on temporal economy. 


RECIPROCITY NEEDED, 


New Brunswick Merchants Find That 
the McKinley Bill Hurts Them, 


OTTAWA, May 6.—Speaking of the con- 
dition of business in New Brunswick 
Senator Snowbali said that the McKinley 
tariff had crippled the business of export- 
ing fresh fish, as dealers were now obliged 
to pay freight charges and duties in ad- 
vance upon consignments of fresh fish 
shipped from points in New Brunswick 
for the Boston and New York markets, 
and if the consigument happened to spoil 
the exporter lost the first cost, freights, 
dnty and all. Many business men, who 
were considered in excellent circumstances 
a year ago, had been obliged to assign, 
while others were hard pressed. The want 
of some kind of reciprocity with the 
United States was being keenly felt by 
all classes in New Brunswick. 


The Floor Gave Way. 

New York, May 6.—A temporary floor 
on the first story of the new Havemeyer 
building on Church street broke beneath 
a weight of mortar placed upon it, and fell 
upon five hod-carriers who were in the 
basement. Two of the men were instantly 
killed. The three others were extricated 
alive.

Text of the Lesson, Ps. Ixxxiv, 1-12—Mem- 
ory Verses, 9-12— Golden Text, Ps. ixxzlv, 
4-—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


lL “How amiable are thy tabernacles, 
O Lord of Hosts.” See David’s love for 
fiod’s dwelling place, the tabernacle in 
which He was pleased to dwell among the 
children of Israel The instruction to 
Moses was, “Let them make me a sanctu 
ary, that I may dwell among them” (Ex. 
xxv, 8,22). Amiable is the same as be 
loved or well beloved, and is so translated 
in Deut. xxxiii, 12; Isa. v, 1. The title 
“Lord of Hosts” is first found in I Sam. i, 
3, and is first heard ffom the lips of Han 
nah in the same chapter (verse 11) ina 
time of great distress. It is a name full of 
comfort to all who are helpless and alone. 
See it four times in the psalm. 

2. “My soul longeth, yea, even fainteth, 
for the courts of the Lord; my heart and 
my flesh crieth out for the living God.” It 
was not the house that he thought so 
much of, but the living God who there 
dwelt among His people Israel. The reason 
why he so earnestly desired this—one thing 
—was that he might behold the beauty of 
Jehovah (Ps. xxvii, 4). He had a holy ap- 
petite for God Himself. 

8. “Yea, the sparrow hath found an 
house, and the swallow a nest for herself, 
where she may lay her young, even thine 
altars, O Lord of Hosts, my King and my 
God.”” There were two altars, one for sac- 
rifice and one for incense, signifying 
Christ’s work of ntonement whereby we 
are saved, and His work of intercession 
whereby we are kept. He envies the 
birds, worthless and restless, who feed 
and live about the tabernacle. Or possi- 
bly he speaks of the neglect of these altars 
upon which the birds now make their 
nests, and his soul sighs because of such 
sin of Israel.

5. “Blessed is che man whose strength is 
in Thee, in whose heart are the high 
ways” (R. V.). Before we can have much 
joy in the Lord we must learn that He 
alone is our salvation and our strength and 
our song (Ex. xv, 2; Ps. cxviii, 14; Isa. xii, 
2), and must learn to say, “My soul wait 
thou only upon God” (Ps. Lxii, 1, 2, 5, 6, 7). 
Then shall we findin heart and life the 
highway of holiness or wholeness to God 
(Isa. xxxv, 8, 10). 

6. “Passing through the valley of weep- 
ing they make it a place of springs; yea, 
the early rain covereth it with blessings” 
(R. V.). The dreariest paths and dryest 
places on earth become places of springs 
and blessings by the very presence of those 
who can say to God “All my springs are in 
Thee” (Ps. Ixxxvii, 7). They become in- 
deed the life and light of the world because 
of the presence in them of Him who is the 
Life and the Light. They areas trees by 
the waters, they do not see when heat 
cometh, nor cease from yielding fruit (Jer. 
xvii, 8; Ps. i, 3.) 

7. “They gofrom strength to strength; 


every one of them in Zion appeareth before | gy 


God.” The people of Israel journeying to 
Jerusalem three times in the year to keep 
the various feasts, as God had appointed 
(Ex. xxiii, 14-17), and their joy on the way 
made glad the land (Deut. xvi, 11, 14, 15, 
16). All true Christians journeying through 
this world to the New Jerusalem should 
bring joy and gladness as they journey.

' LONDON, May 7.—The granting of Ameri- 
| can registry tc thesteamsn:ps City of New 
York and City of Paris has aroused an un- 
| expected storm of opposition here. At 
first the action of congress was regarded 
| as voluntary &ad was discussed as a harm- 
| lees piece of presumption on the part of 
| United States. 
| Theexplanation of the significance of 
the bill by Mr. Ismay of the White Star 
| line to Sir Micheal Hicks-Beach opened 
British eyes to the situation. The an- 
, houncement by cable yesterday that the 
Inman people had requested congress to 
grant the right in question, and expected 
to officer and man the two steamships 
| with Americans, elicited strong protests 
from the afternoon dailies and broughta 
| crowd of reporters to the offices of the In- 
man line agents. 
The Inman line managers declared that 
the action of congress would not affect 
| their company any more than it would 
others. The only advantage the permis- 
sion granted could be to them was that it 
would enable them to trade between 
American ports, especially on the Atlantic 
coast. This privilege at present, however, 
would be of little practical value, as com- 
petition in the coast trade was so keen al- 
| ready that there was no inducement for 
| the company to invest capital in it.

A STUBBORN FIRE. 


It Starts in the Basement of a Large 
Factory, but is Promptly Discovered. 


The early discovery, coupled with the 
prompt and efficient work of the fire de- 
partment, prevented what promised to be 
a serious fire in the shoe manufactory of 
John E. Drake & Co., on Baxter street, 
last evening. 

It was a minute or two past 8 o’clock 
when John Heffernan started down the 
> 
private way near the building leading to 
his home. As he passed along his atten- 
tion was attracted bya bright light in the 
basement of the building, and realizing the 
seriousness, h+ rushed to Box 34 and gave 

the alarm. 

The depariment quickly responded and 
in less than five minutes from the time of 
the first blow uf the alarm a stream was 
being thrown into the basement which at 
this time was all ablaze. 

The room is not a large one but was 
filled with leather chips, some of which 
were in bags, but the greater part were 
loose, and the dense smoke from these not 
ouly completely filled the entire building 
but made it almost imgossib's for the fire- 
men to remain inthe room. They stuck 
to it however, and soon had the fire under 
contro! although it was sometime before 


that among the chips was out. 
A postin one corner also bothered the 


firemen and seemed tofdefy all attempts to 
extinguish it with a large stream of water, 
and another line of hose was carried to the 
back of the building where the stream was 
reduced to a lawn hose, and with this the 
place was reached and extinguished and at 
9.40 o'clock the recall was sounded. 

Just what caused the fire is hard to de- 
termine, but it is supposed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 

A look intothe basement this morning 
showed that the escape from a serious fire 
was a narrow One and had it been later in 
the evening, the whole building must have 
been doomed. The floor over the basement 
was all charred, as were also the posts, and 
from appearances the fire must have started 
on top of the chips in one corner. The 
loss will not amount to a great deal; at 
the mest not over $50. 


Cinders. 


The alarm coming as it did when many 
people were on the street, attracted hun- 
dreds, who were content to stand and 
watch the building, for they could see no 
fire. 


The bell on the First church did not 
strike. 


Chief Ripley was oue of the early arriv- 
als, as was also Engi peers Packard, Wil- 
liams and Newcomb. 

Hose + had some difficulty in getting a 
horse, but nevertheless made good time, 
arriving in seven minutes. 

Deputy Langley and several officers kept 
the crowd back from the rear of the build- 
ing, but their services were not nearly as 
effectual as a hose which burst and wet | 
down a crowd which stood over it. 


This is the third time this building has | 
been on fire. 

After the fire Chief Ripley and Engineer | 
Packard went into the tower of the First 
church,and found that the timbers used on 
the stageing had been placed in sucha 
manner that the hammer which strikes the 
blow on the fire alarm circuit could not 
move aa it was held fast.

That Manufacturers Will Break the 
Contract by Lockout. 


CUTTERS FORBIDDEN TO HURRY 


Anxiety for a Settlement—Little or No 
Excitement, but a Considerable Think- 
ing—The Situation in Other Granite 


Centres. 


A week from tonight the granite busi- 
ness of Quincy will be at a standstill, 
unless an agreement is reached throughout 
New England between the manufacturers 
and the workmen. Neither side in Quincy, 
so faras can be learned, has taken any 
steps toward reconciliation since the mani- 
festo of the New England Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association.

Among the local business interests, the 
storekeepers, there is much anxiety. 
There is too much credit when business is 
good, and they fear the result of a long 
lockout and strike. 

The claim of the cutters, that the man- 
ufacturers will be violating the agreement 
entered into a year ago, by ordering a lock- 
out without giving three months notice, 
seems to be well founded, and yet it 
would be a matter of only a few days, now 
that the quarrymen have struck, when 
the supply of stone would be exhausted 
andthe cutters would have to quit. 

Anticipating that some of the manufac- 
turers would be anxious to finish certain 
stone and ask cutters to work overtime be- 
fore May 14, the Union is reported to have 
voted last evening to fine all members $25 
who thus hurried work. 

The shut down of the granite business 
means a loss of at least $2000 per day and 
$100,000 per month to the wage earners of 
the city. 

A Globe dispatch from Barre, Vt.. says: 
The trouble is making great damage to 
every business here, the granite industry 
is the town’s chief support, and a closing 
of the sheds means thousands of dollars 
damage to real estate owners and mer- 
chants. The pay roll of the granite manu- 
facturers May 1 was $100,000. It is esti- 
mated that the two days’ strike has al- 
ready cost the town $50,000. 


Lecture on Geology. 

Prof. John Moore gave a lecture last 
Wednesday evening in the Presbyterian 
church. The subject was Geology and 
Creation. Rey. Mr. Ramsay presided, who 
introduced the lecturer in an appropriate 
manuer. The audience was of a highly 
intelligent character, and showed an ap- 
preciative interest in the subject and 
lecturer. The speaker said geology is in 
reality history, the history of our globe as 
recorded in itself. This branch of science 
eminently abounds in facts, of which a 
century and less ago, we were ignorant. 
A brief and vivid description was given of 
the great periods in the history of this 
earth, which without doubt embraced many 
millions of years. 

There are three general classes of rocks 
constituting the earth’s crust, the iqueous, 
aqueous and metamorphic. The first 
class was originally in the form of lava, 
cooled and hardened generally under great 
pressure. Such as granite, which is com- 
posed of three main ingredients, quartz, 
felspar and mica. Sometimes hornblend 
so-called, takes the place of mica, which 
gives the rock a dark appearance. Such 
is often called synenite, and the Quincy 
stone is largely of this kind. The trap or 
basalt is likewise a fire made rock, but of 
much later origin than the granite. The 
three stratified or water-made rocks, con- 
stitute a very large part of the earth’s 
crust, These were of very slow formation, 
and must have required past periods of 
time. In them are found the fossil 
remains of tens of thousands of animals 
that lived in other periods. These rocks 
are specially historical. On these are 
legibly displayed the foot-prints of the 
Creator. 

Prominent among the third class of 
rocks is marble, which was originally 
formed under water and by volcanic heat, 
it became changed so that it is really 
crystalized limestone, The great periods 
which preceded the present, were prepara- 
tory to the human, in which we now live. 
Man was the last and grandest work that 
came from the Creator’s hand. He has 
been here for only comparatively a short 
time. The Mosaic history and geology 
both declare the recent origin of our race. 

It was remarked in closing that we find 
all through the geologic ages, a perfect 
system which shows that there is a personal 
mind in the universe. Where there is 
order there must be intelligence and 
thought,—thought implies a thinker and a 
thinker implies mind and personality.

Interest in the investigation was in- 
creased by the appearance of Lawyers 
Hurlburt of Lyan and Moulton of Salem 
at the Newburyport courthouse in the 
interest of some one, but who, they de- 
clinedtosay. They talked with Mr. Cur- 
ran and also with Aldermen Bolton and 
Martin. 

The presence of counsel at this stage of 
the investigation, and before anyone has 
been indicted, is accounted for from the 
possible fact that witnesses felt that they 
should not answer certain questions, 


IN COWBOY STYLE. 


Two Dranken Men Fire Scores of Bul- 
lets at Every One Tiey Meet. 

BaAnGon, Me., May 7.—Herbert Beatty,a 
Canadian, and George Spencer of Milford, 
went on a raid after the cowboy fashion 
They filled up with Maine’s prohibited 
whisky, and started for Pushaw.

ABOUT $15,000 TAKEN. 


Grafton Bank Case Comes Up in Court, 
but the Hearing is Postponed. 
Boston, May 7.—Chester T. Linley, al- 
leged defaulting president of the Grafton 
National bank, came before Commissioner 
Hallett, but his case was continued till 
May 13 at request of his counsel, no ob- 
jection being made by the United States. 
Bail was fixed at $15,000, the same as be- 
fore, and his bondsman is Erastus Jones, 
who was surety in the first instance. 
Bank Examiner Gatchell says that the 
bank is still in his hands, no receiver hav- 
ing been appointed, and that payments by 
debtors of the bank are being made 
daily. He does not wish to state what the 
exact deficiency will be, but says that it 
will not, in all probability, exceed $15,000. 


Strike of Freight Handlers. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., May 7.—The freight 
handlers of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road in this city voted last night to strike 
foran increase in their wages from 15 
cents to 17 1@cents an hour. The trouble 
has been pending for some time. The 
freight handlers in the other houses have 
voted not to handle any freight trans- 
ferred from the Albany road, and the men 
at the Boston end of the road have taken 
similar action. The strikers are endorsed 
by the state Knights of Labor. 


The Plush Workers’ Strike. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 7.—For over 
three hours yesterday President Stead 
and other officers of the plush factory 
were in conference with a committee of 
the striking workmen. The meeting was 
not encouraging to either side. The pros- 
pects of a settlement, Mr. Stead said after 
the meeting, were very remote, as the con- 
cern did not intend to deviate from the 
stand they had taken. The strikers ap- 
pear to be as far from coming back to 
work as ever. 

Death Was Accidental. 

WATERTOWN, Mass., May 7.—Medical 
Examiner Swan of Cambridge was sum- 
moned on the death of Willie Reardon, 
who was killad by falling on a pitchfork 
in P. J. Kelly’s barn Thursday afternoon, 
Dr. Swan examined the dead boy and in- 
terviewed the Clohessy boy, who was 
playing with Reardon at the time of the 
accident, and concluded that Reardon’s 
death was accidental.

METHODISTS GET EXCITED 


Over the Signing of the Chinese Excla- 
sion Bill by the President, 

OmAHA, May 7.—The Methodist confer- 
ence spent the morning in the reading of 
minutes and itemizing many resolutions, 
appeals and memorials. The action of 
President Harrison in signing the Chinese 
exclusion act within a few hours of its 
delivery to him was severely criticized by 
the delegates and created much excite- 
ment in the conference.

HONEST ELECTIONS. 


Stringent Bill to Prevent the 
Buying of Honors. 


PUBLIC MUST KNOW FACTS 


In Connection with Money Contriba- 
tions to Campaign Funds or Commit- 
tees—Unan'mous Report Presented to 


the Massachusetts Legislature. 


Boston, May 7.—Senator Smith, chair- 
man of the committee on elections, has 
presented to the legislature the unani- 
mous report of that committee, a bill pro- 
hibiting money contributions to campaign 
funds or committees, in certain cases, and 
providing that in all cases they shall be 
publicly accounted for. Under the pro- 
visions of this act no person shall, in order 
to promote his own nomination, directly 
or indirectly contribute and promise to 
pay any valuable thing, except for per- 
sonal expenses for travelling, writing, 
printing, postage, telegraphing, etc., but 
these are limited to those which are 
directly incurred and paid by him. 
Neither is he allowed to promise to ap- 
point or secure the appointment, nomina- 
tion or election of another person to office 
in order to promote his own nomination 
or election, except tnat he may announce 
or define his own choice or purpose in re- 
lation to an election in which he may be 
called to take part, if he shall himself be 
elected to the public office for which he is 
a candidate. 

A person nominated may make a volun- 
tary payment or promise of money to a 
political committee for the 

General Purposes of the Committee, 
but such committee must consist of three 
or more persons engaged in aiding or de- 
feating the success of a political party or 
principle. It must have a treasurer, who 
isa voter, who must keep a detailed ac- 
count of all moneys which shall be re- 
ceived by or promised to the conimittee or 
disbursed by it. And this accounting ap- 
plies to persons acting on behalf of the 
comunittee. 

The treasurer of such committee, where 
the sums received or disbursed exceed in 
the aggregate 220, shall within thirty days 
after election file a statement setting 
forth all the receipts, disbursments and 
liabilities of the committee and of every 
person acting inits behalf. Such state- 
ment such include the amount in each 
case received, the name of the person or 
committee from whom it was received and 
the date of its receipt, and, except where 
such expenditure or disbursement was 
made to another political committee, shall 
clearly state the purpose for which it 
was expended or disbursed. The state 
ment shall also give the date and amount 
of every existing unfulfilled promise or li- 
ability, both to and from such committee, 
remaining uncancelled and in force at the 
time the statement is made, with the 
name of the person or committee to or 
from whom the unfulfilled promise or lia- 
bility exists, and 

Clearly State the Purpose 

for which the promise or liability was 
made or incurred. And every other per- 
sonwho receives or disburses money as 
provided above toan amount exceeding 
$20, except for personal expenses when 
himself a candidate, shall make a return 
as provided above in the case of a commit- 
tee. And all paymeuts of money must be 
made in the person’s own name. 

No committee or person is permitted to 
solicit money from any candidate, and 
candidates are prohibited from making 
payments or promises of payments on any 
such demands. 

The statements of receipts and expendi- 
tures must be made to the clerk of the 
city or town in which the political head- 
quarters are maintained, aud jurisdiction 
is given to the superior courts to compel a 
compliance with these provisions. 

All statements which are filedin ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act 
shall be preserved for not less than fifteen 
monthsfrom the time of the election to 
which they relate, and shall during that 
period be 

Open to Public Inspection 
under reasonable regulations. 

Every payment, unless less than $8, 
must be vouched for by a receipted bill, 
which must be preserved for six months 
from the election to which they relate. 

Penalties are affixed for violation of the 
different provisions of the act, varying 
from a fine notexceeding $1000, or for im- 
prisonment in jail for not more than one 
year, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

The act, which is to go into effect on 
Jan. 1 next, applies to all public elections, 
except elections of town officers in towns, 
and applies to elections on the part of the 
general courts and of city councils, to 
caucuses and conventions for the nomina- 
tion of candidates to be voted for, and for 
the nomination of candidates to be voted 
for at such elections. 

Legislative Proceedings. 

A bill was reported in the house to en- 
able Boston to pension firemen. 

The bill to increase the term of mayors 
to two years was passed to a third read- 
reading in the senate. Newspaper report- 
ers are to be left out of the World’s fair 
delegation. 


Hawaiians Want to Join Us. 

SAN FRANcIsco, May 7.—Lansing B. 
Mizner, ex-United States minister to 
Guatemala, who has been spending some 
time in the Hawaiian islands, has re- 
turned to this city, and in an interview 
Stated that the question of annexation to 
the United States was being very gener- 
ally discussed at the islands. 


Old Troubles Renewed. 

PARIS, May 7.—The government has 
deprived six bishopsof their salaries for 
interfering in the last elections by issuing 
addresses to the Roman Catholic electors. 
This is said to be the beginning of the 
separation of the church and state in 
France. 


Italian Cabinet Crisis. 

RoME, May 7.—Marquis Rudini an- 
nounced the resignation of the cabinet in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday, King 
Humbert, he added, reserved his decision 
in the matter, and in the meantime the 
present ministers would continue in office.

GRAND LARCENY 


Charged Against ex-President Pinkham 
of the Bank of Harlem, 

New York, May 7.—Charles H. Pink- 
ham, Jr., who up to two years ago was 
president of the Harlem bank, and who ts 
at present a general agent of the Equita- 
ble Insurance company, was arrested on a 
charge of grand larceny in the first degree. 
The charge grows out of a transaction in 
1889, and came to the surface in the recent 
work of consolidating the Harlem bank 
with the Hamilton bank, when bad and 
doubtful assets aggregating $70,000 were 
found. 

The complaint on which the indictment 
was found sets forth that on Aug. 3, 1889, 
when Pinkham was president of the bank, 
he gave two promissory notes to A. H. 
Wood, the theatrical man, whois now in 
prison for his connection with certain 
swindling schemes. The notes bore a 
face value of $7000 and $7500 respectively. 
It is alleged that Pinkham, on the same 
date, issued his check on the Harlem bank 
for $14,500 in exchange for the two notes 
of Wood. This check was made payable 
to the Harlem bank. 

Pinkham accommodated several others 
in the same way, and by these transac- 
tions the bank is said to have been a suf- 
ferer to the extent of $23,000. Pinkham is 
also charged with loaning himself $9900 on 
a note of E: H. Corey. Pinkham was held 
in $7500 bail. 


LOWLANDS SUBMERGED. 


Immense Damage Caused by Floods in 
Illinois and Iowa. 

PEoRIA, Ills., May 7.—The dyke of the 
Lamarsh drainage district in the lower 
ehdfof this” city, gave way last evening, 
flooding the district, which is 5 miles long 
by 21-2 wide. This was all reclaimed land 
and under cultivation. About fifty fam- 
ilies live in the portion affected, and it is 
feared some have perished. The break is 
600 feet long, and the damage to property 
will amount to thousands of dollars. Res- 
cuing parties are arranging to go from 
Pekin. The Illinois river is higher than 
it has been before since 1844. 

KEOKUK, Ia., May 7.—The Mississippi 
river has been rapidly rising for the past 
two days, approaching the extreme high 
water mark. ‘the lowlands are submerged 
and crops rvined. Farmers have taken 
their stock end families to high ground. 
The small levees along the Des Moines and 
Fox rivers have broken, and large tracks 
of lands are submerged. The muin levee, 
protecting 11,000 acres, is yet safe. Alex- 
andria, Mo., is surrounded by water, and 
travel and traffic is conducted by skiffs, 
The railroad tracks are submerged in 
places. 


CONDITION OF TRADE, 


Rain Has Caused Depression in the West. 
Business in General “Picking Up." 
NEW YORK, May 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 

Weekly Review of ‘Trade says: Business 
has been much: retarded throughout most 
of the western states by un®sual and con- 
tinned rains. The movement of products 
is thus delayed, though only temporarily; 
collections are retarded; seeding in many 
quarters is interrupted, though, on the 
whole, fairly advanced for the season, and 
distribution of goods ischecked. A some- 
what betcer tone appears at the south,and 
business at the east is fairly active for the 
season, although in some lines dull and 
depressed. Money is everywhere abun- 
dant, in part because the demand is 
smaller than usual, but this is in a meas- 
ure due to the unusual conservatism of 
the trade, buyers making many small 
purchases instead of larger purchases, and 
waiting mbre carefully for actual distri- 
bution.

HARTFORD, May 9.—St. Joseph’s cathe- 
dral was dedicated yesterday will all the 
pomp, circumstances, power and resources 


| of the Roman Catholic church. The ser? 


vices began at 6 o’clock in the morning 
with the consecration of the cathedral 
proper and the main altar by Bishop Mc- 
Mahon, assisted by nineteen priests. Then 
followed in succession, one hour later, the 
consecration of the five side altars, each 
consecrator being an eminent divine, 
assisted by six priests and five laymen. 
At 10:30 o’clock the pontifical high mass 
was celebrated by Archbishop Williams 


| of Boston, assisted by Very Rey. Vicar 


General James Hughes and by thirteen 
priests. 

The entire body of attending arch- 
bishops, bishops, monseignors, heads of 
seminaries, colleges, religious orders, and 
300 or more priests, clad in their ponti- 
ficial robes, marched from the bishop’s 
residence into the cathedral by the main 
entrance. The sermon was preached by 


| Archbishop Hennessey of Dubuque, Ia. 


An elaborate musical program was ren- 
dered by a quartet from New York, and a 
choir of 100 selected voices, with the St. 
Cecilia orchestra of New York. In the 
afternoon at4o’clock Bruno O. Klein of 


| New York gave an organ recital which 


lasted about an hour. Large audiencea 


| thronged the cathedral all day. 


Inthe evening the cathedral was brill- 
jantiy iiluminated for the pontifical ves- 
per service. The celebrant was Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York, assisted by 
Mgr. Farley of New York and nine priests, 
The sermon was preached by Bishop 
Healey of Portland, Me. The vesper serv- 
ice closed the consecration ceremonies, but 
many in the large crowd lingered to gaze 
upon the brilliant effects of the dazzling 
interior of the cathedral, as lighted up. 

[St. Joseph’s cathedral is one ofsthe most 
magnificent and imposing structures of the 
kind in this country. It was projected more 
than twenty years ago and has been fifteen 
years in buiiding. It was projected by the 
late Bishop McFarland, who died about 1874. 
There are now over 200,000 Roman Cathol'es in 
the state, most of whom have contributed in 
some way to the erection of the cathedral. 
The building cost about $500,000 and is entirely 
free from debt. It is of the early pointed 
gothic style of architecture,and is 264 feet long 
north and south by 178 feet wide in the tran- 
sept, and 95 feet wide in the nave. Thetwo 
towers onthe front add 60feet tothe width 
ot the massive building on Farmington avenue. 

The price paid for the land was $75,000, 
which included the iand on which the convent 


| stands. Ground was broken Aug. 50, 1876, and 


the first stone was laid Sept. 30, in that year. 
The corner-stone was laid with grand and im- 
pressive ceremonies,April 29, i877. There were 
15,000 people present, and 122 carloads came 
by rail from various parts of the state. The 
basement was blessed by Bishop Galberry,who 
succeeded Bishop McFarland, Feb .10, 1878. 
He died suddeygy in New York about three 
years after, ana was succeeded by the present 
head of the diocese, Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Lawrence T. McMahon, who was consecrated 
in the basement of the cathedral, Aug. 10, 
1879. Under his management and supervision 
the great work, began twenty years ago, has 
been brought to completion.]

The Present Labor Trouble. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


The trouble among the granite workers 
of this city begins to assume rather a 
serious aspect. Unless large concessions 
are made before next Saturday, many 
hundreds of men will be thrown out of 
employment, and as far as the granite 
trade is concerned business will be at a 
standstill. 


The main issue in this dispute is not so 
much arise of wages to the quarrymen,

lout rather, shall all bills of prices date 
from the first of January as the manu- 
facturers wish, or shall they date from the 
first of May, as at present and as the work-

men wish. 


The arguments on both sides may be | 


briefly stated thus:—Qhe manufacturers 
claim that most of the large contracts are 
in the market during the first three months 
of the year, and if the price of labor is not 


settled before that time they cannot figure } 


with any degree of accuracy upon them, 
and thus business is very much injured. 

On the other side the workmen assert 
that if settlements were to be made at the 
first of January the employers could dictate 
their own terms, because at that time of 
the year business is usually dull, and mea 
could gain absolutely nothing by a strike, 
nor in fact by any other means, 

Now with regard to the manufacturers 
reason for changing the date of settlement. 
I cannot see that it is of such vast im- 
portance as they claim. Whatever influ- 
ence it may have in reference to large 
building contracts, it certainly has little to 
do with the usual run of monumental work 
in Quincy. It is well known that manu- 
facturers are figuring upon work every 
month in the year, and it never seemed 
to me that there was any extraordinary 
number of estimates made in the early part 
of the year, rather the contrary. 

However, assuming that the manufac- 
turers have a grievance in this matter, it 
must be allowed that workmen have good 
reason to fear the results of this arrange- 
ment if it came to be the rule. The most 
reasonable way out of this difficulty is, in 
my opinion, to submit the whole matter to 
the decision of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion, 

It is admitted on all sides, that a 
strike is a barbarous method of settling a 
dispute, and a lock-out is equally as bad. 
The amount of misery brought upon help- 
less women and children by these means 
ought to make men pause, and consider 
well what the outcome will be of their 
intended action, and it must be borne in 
mind that whichever side refuses to 
submit their cause to arbitration, on them 
will rest the responsibility of a strike of 
lockout, which will doubtless prove disas- 
trous to the best interests of the granite 
business generally. No body of men, be 
they employers or workmen need fear to 
submit their cause to arbitration, in fact a 
refusal to do so, would imply a doubt as to 
the justice of their cause; that they wished 
to gain their ends by might and not by 
right. Hoping that this dispute will be 
amicably settled at an early date.

Why should circumstantial evidence be 
considered more reliable in the one case 
than in the other. 

John D. Long in opening his argument 
began by asking the jury to consider all 
the evidence that had been presented to 
them, not with the presumption that a 
murder had been committed, but on the 
theory that Miss Davis had died by suicide. 
This “‘theory’’ the learned counsel set him- 
self to prove. It was a theory and only a 
theory of innocence that he pleaded for.

TURNED INTO LAKES. 


Vast Territories Inundated in 
Many Places. 


SPRING CROPS ARE RUINED. 


Houses, Barns and Live Stock Carried 
Away by Resistless Torrents—Reports 
of Meavy Damage in Missouri, Ill- 
nois, Kansas and Other States. 


Kansas City, May 9.—Accounts are 
coming from all over western Missouri 
and eastern Kansas of overflowed streams. 
In some localities towns have been flooded 
and some damage is reported to dwellings. 
The floods came so suddenly in other dis- 
tricts that the farmers had no time to pre- 
pare for it and much of their stock has 
been drowned and washed away. Grow- 
ing crops have been badly damaged and 
thousands of fields must be replanted. In 
Saline county all the streams are reported 
out of their banks and the whole country 
has been turned into alake. Some houses 
have been washed away and much stock 
has been lost. 

Along the Platte river and the One 
Hundred and Tworiver,the whole country 
has been inundated, and honses and barns 
have been destroyed. In Livingstone, 
Grundy and Mercer eounties, the Grand 
river and its forks have flooded the whole 
country, and the district from Chilicothe 
tothe Iowa line is one sea of water. All 
the crops have been washed out for miles 
throughout the Grand river valley and 
much stock has been lost. All the rail- 
roads in the district have been more or 
less damaged. ‘Traffic is greatly delayed 
andin some cases has been abandoned. 
The Wabash bridge has been strained out 
of line so that no trains can pass over. 

In Oklahoma Territory a steady rai 
has been falling for twenty-four hours,and 
half the streams in the territory are ont 
of their banks. Many bridges have Ween 
washed away. Nearly all the overland 
mails have been abandoned. The Santa 
Fe has suffered several washouts, and 
trains are badly delayed. A small cy- 
clone accompanied the rain north of 
Guthrie, and did considerable damage. 
Three houses were carried some distance 
by the cyclone and badly damaged. Many 
barns and other buildings were destroyed. 
There was no loss of life as far as known. 

All trains from every direction, with the 
exception of the Rock Island and Union 
Pacific, from the west, are late in arriving 
in this city. All are delayed by unsafe 
bridges, landslides or washouts. The rain 
continues with unabated steadiness, The 
Missouri river, which is very high for this 
season of the year, is rising rapidly, and 
there is much apprehension lest it goon 
the rampage and increase the already 
heavy damages by floods. 


OUTLOOK IS SERIOUS. 


Rising Waters in Illinois Threaten an 
Immense Amount of Damage. 


Peoria, Ills, May 9.—Thousands of 
people have visited the inundated districts 
surrounding this city. The river is still 
a raging torrent, with a roar that can be 
heard for a long distance. It now registers 
£1 feet 7 inches, a rise of 7 inches in 
twenty-four hours. It is believed the 
river will not rise much more, but the 
strong wind which prevails is dashing the 
water so furiously against the bank that 
many bridges are likely to be washed out. 
The railroad companies have large forces 
at work guarding against this. The dam 
at Henry threatens to go out, and should 
is do so, the devastation along the river 
will be’ appalling. In the Lamarsh dis- 
trict the destruction continues. Many 
houses have been floated off or dashed to 
pieces by the drift wood, and by the time 
the water goes out nothing will he left 
but debris. The residents have lost every- 
thing they had. Several warehouses here 
are surrounded by water and threaten ev- 
ery minute to be carried away. 


INDIANA’S FLOOD. 


No Human Lives Were Lost, but the 
Damage to Property is Enormous, 
Fort WAYNE, Ind., May 9.—Reports of 
extensive devastation by the waters of the 
St. Joseph, St. Mary and Maumee rivers 
continue to come in. Not less than 500 
farms on the lowlands were overflowed, 
anda great deal of timber that was eut 
for the mills went down the streams, 
Louis Isaby, a farmer living on the banks 
of the Maumee, four miles below Fort 
Wayne, lost all his horses, cows, hogs and 
sheep iv the flood, besides several acres of 
cordwood. No human lives were lost, as 
the rise was gradual, giving all a chance 
toescape. While the river is still high 
above its banks, the waters are receding 
and if the weather remains fair the danger 
isover. he families who moved out of 
their houses on the lowlands of Fort 
Wayne cannot be induced to move back. 


A May Snowstorm, 

RUSHVILLE, Neb., May 9.—Snow has 
fallen during the past thirty-eight hours 
toa depth of sixteen inches. It will be 
severe on cattlein the sand hills, and will 
retard farm work. About three-fourths 
of the small grain is in, and the first sown 
is up and looks fine. 


Looks Hopeful. 

KEOKUK, Ia., May 9.—The situation 
between this city and Quincy is slightly 
improved, the water falling considerably. 
There has not been any change for the 
worse at Alexandria. The wind is blow- 
ing a gale and may cause further damage. 


On the Spread. 
RURLINGTON, Ia., May 9.—The Missis- 
tippi river has spead out over many miles 
ot lowland on the Illinois side. The Bur- 
lington railroad officials have about suc- 
ceeded in getting their traffic business 
ktraizhtened out. 


Worshippers Out in Force. 

New York, May 9.—The little French 
church of St.Jean Baptiste this city, where 
a fragment taken from the wrist of St.Ann, 
mother of St. Mary and the grandmother 
of Jesus, is lying, was crowded yesterday. 
Thousands of the lame and deformed vis- 
ited the church and kissed the relic.

Nearly 2,500 Immigrants on One Ship. 

There came to Baltimore recently the 
largest number of immigrants ever 
landed from one ship in any port of 
America from a foreign land. When 
the steamer Oldenburg, Captain Gathe- 
man, from Bremen, was made fast at 
Baltimore and Ohio pier 9, Locust 
Point, 2,493 men, women and children 
came over the gangplank into their 
adopted country. They were a hardy, 
respectable looking throng. Schumacher 
& Co., agents of the ship, paid $1,246.50 
to the custom service as the per capita 
tax upon the immigrants. There were 
not over 200 among the immigrants who 
had not been born in Germany. About 
100 were Russians, and a few were 
Scandinavians. 

The nearest approach to the number 
brought by the Oldenburg was 2,430 
immigrants landed here in April, 1891, 
by the Weimar.—Baltimore Sun. 


One Way of Stopping a Runaway.

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‘A STUDENT'S STORY. 


He Talked with Tena Davis 
Just Before Her Death. 


A SCRAP FROM A NOTEBOOK 


—_— 


Which May Substantiate the Claims 


Made by the State or Bring Forth 
Interesting Possibilities in Favor of 


Trefethen—Other News Gathered in 


the New States. 


England 


Bostoyx, May 10.—The Herald says: ‘The 
Herald has discovered a piece of news in 
the Trefethen murder case which may 
prove of the greatest importance. It has 
found a man who talked with Tena Davis, 
on Sullivan square, just before her disap- 
pearance—he is quite positiveit was on 

| the very night she was drowned in the 
waters of the Mystic. 

This young man had known the unfor- 
tunate girl long and well, and lived 
within astone’s throw of her when she kept 
store in Charlestown. His story 1s of al- 
most equal interest to the government 
and to the defense. 

If the evening of the interview were 
fixed on Dec. 22, it would strengthen the 
story told of Tena’s meeting with Tre- 
fethen that evening on Malden bridge. If 
the interview occurred on Dee. 23 it would 
cast a doubtfon the buggy story of the 
state, but would weaken the defense’s 
theory of suicide, and leave the letters 
that so damaged Trefethen still unex- 
plained. 

Winford Doyle is a law student. “Iam 
not much of a reader of the newspapers,” 
confessed Mr. Doyle, “and whileI knew 
that Tena Davis was dead, 4 didn’t know 
the trial was on until it was practically 
ended. As the arguments went on it oc- 
curred to me that the only time I had seen 
her since her removal from Charlestown 
was shorthy before Christmas. When I 
went home after the trial I began to look 
up my notebooks, and found one that I 
aad carried last Christmas time. I turned 
over the leaves, and there found written 
on the margin Tena’s address in Everett, 
just as she gave it to me that night I saw 
her. It was written right with my Christ-

Boston, May 10.—George G. Merry, the 

variety actor, who tried to kill Ethel 

Beaumont on Harrison avenue, recently, 

came up for sentence yesterday afternoon. 

He had but little to say, merely asking 

for clemency. Judge Bond imposed a 

sentence of five years in state prison. 

Merry was associated with Miss Beau- 
mont in the illusion business, and became 
jealous of a stage hand at one of the local 
dime museums. Going home one night, 
he told Miss Beaumont he was going to 
commit suicide because he thought she 
did not love him as she did the new ac- 
quaintance. Thenhe pointed a revolver 
at her and fired, the ball taking effect in 
her back, 

Merry yesterday rehearsed the shooting, 
and frequently appealed to his victim to 
prove that he was telling the truth. Dur- 
ing his recital he did not once take his 
eyes off the young woman. Heis as much 
infatuated with her as ever. 

James Courtney was charged with 
breakiug and entering. He had served 
three terms in the state prison, and so, 
coming under the habitual criminal act, 
received the statutory sentence of twenty- 
five years in that institution, three days 
to bein solitary confinement and the re- 
mainder at hard labor. Courtney is about 
50 years of age, with iron grey hair, and 
looks more like a staid business mam than 
a criminal of the worst type.

‘BLAINE 1 THE MAN 


Whom the Anti-Harrison Men 
Want to Run. 


SHERMAN IS IN THE RACE. 


. 
A Deal Alleged to Have Been Made by 
Piatt Which Will Benefit Ex-Governor 


Foraker—Doings of Conventions in 


Different States. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—It is evident 
from the conversation of the gentlemen 
who have been parties to the conference 
in opposition to the renomination of 
President Harrison that they have con- 
cluded to shape their operations so as to 
nominate Secretary Blaine and trust to 
his acceptance. Those who are nearest 
the secretary, Washburn of Minneapolis 
and Boutelle and Manley of Maine,express 
the opinion that if nominated without 
any previous understanding or negotia- 
tions he will accept. 

The statements which are being dis- 
seminated as to the methods by which the 
managers of the anti-Harrison movement 
intend to carry out their schemes is the 
merest guesswork. The only fact they 
openly announce is that they are deter- 
mined to accomplish their purpose. Ex- 
Speaker Reed, in alluding to this subject, 
said thatit was a little remarkable that 
from the president’s own showing he only 
claims about 500 delegates out of 698, with 
no candidate in the field opposing him. 
Ex-Senator Platt and his anti-Harrison 
colleagues say they do not propose to pro- 
claim what they are going to do witha 
band of music,but when the time to strike 
comes, it will be found they have kept 
their own counsel sacredly and have done 
their work effectively. 

The president’s friends are not relaxing 
their efforts. They do not appear to be 
disturbed, but are making their own 
plans. It has been ascertained thut in the 
confidential understanding between the 
anti-Harrison managérs the tactics upon 
which they wiil most rely for success will 
be an attempt to stampede the convention 
for Blaine or the candidate whom they 
may agree to take up. To prevent this 
is the main purpose of the managers of 
the president’s interest. They realize the 
danger of an emergency of this character, 
and therefore they will guard against 
such a movement. 

A close friend of the president remarked, 
in referring to these efforts to draw Blaine 
into the convention struggle, that if his 
name is presented to the convention with 
any satisfactory indication that he will 
take the nomination he will undoubtedly 
be nominated. This the president and his 
friends have understood from the begin- 
ning but they have not the remotest idea 
that he will accept the nomination under 
any circumstances. The reserve candi- 
date of the anti-Harrison managers in 
event of their failure to beable to carry 
out their Blaine program is Senator Sher- 
man. 


A Sherman-Foraker Deal. 

A story is being circulated around the 
Capitol, growing from the conference of 
anti-administration Republicans in this 
city, Saturday. It is to the effect that 
Mr. Platt authorized, or requested Mr. 
Moorehead of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette to say to Governor Foraker of 
Ohio, that if he (Foraker) would present 
the name of Senator Sherman to the Min- 
neapolis convention, as a candidate for 
the presidency, the state of New York 
would castits vote for him. Governor 
Foraker’s support for this scheme was set 
upon the idea that if nominated, Senator 
Sherman would resign, and Foraker be 
sent to the senate in his place. The story 
continues that McKinley was approached 
upon the subject, but declined toaid the 
sch eme. 


Connecticut Democrats Convene. 

NEW HAVEN, May 10.—The friends of 
ex-President Cleveland control the Demo- 
cractic state convention which was opened 
here this morning. The friends of 
Senator Hill and the ex-president fought 
battles in the Hartford and Fairfield 
county caucuses, and in both the Cleve- 
land men won. 

The friends of Cleveland and Hill had a 
prolonged and bitter siruggle in the Hart- 
ford county caucus, and afterward car- 
ried it into the First congressional district 
caucus, the Hill men being worsted every 


time.t In the First congressional district 
caucus, Tolland county voted solidly 
against Eaton and the Cleveland men 


won the day. Colonel W. H. Stevenson, a 
Hill man, locked horns with E. C. Bene- 
dict, a New York banker, and resident of 
Greenwich, who is a strong personal 
friend of Cleveland, in the Fairfield 
county caucus. Benedict won by a vote 
of 61 to 18. 

Judge Walsh of New Britain is tem- 
porary president of the convention and 
General Edward E. Bradley of New 
Haven permanent president. The plat- 
form declares against free silver and for 
tariff revision and for a revision of the 
state constitution. 


New Mexico is for Free Coinage. 

ALBUQERQUE, N. M., May 10.—At the 
Democratic territorial convention to name 
delegates to the Chicago convention.a fight 
opened up between the friends of Cleve- 
land and Hill, the latter being the choice 
of the radical silver men. Resolutions 
were adopted after a very animated dis- 
cussion between the silver and anti-silver 
advocates, the former finally carrying a 
majority of the votes. The delegates are 
uninstructed. Resolutions relate almost 
wholly to advocacy of free silver coinage. 

Quite a little excitement was created by 
A. C. Corwell, a delegate from Grant 
county, who went crazy and had to be 
locked up in jail after destroying $1000 
worth of property in the new Commercial 
elub rooms. 


Majority for Cleveland. 

CAPE CHARLES, Va., May 10.—The 
Democratic convention at Northampton 
county elected ten delegates, six of whom 
are Cleveland men. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration was strongly endorsed. The dele- 
gates were uninstructed. 


Harrison and Blaine Endorsed. 
MISSOULA,Mon., May 10.—The Republi- 
can state convention sends an uninstructed 
delegation to Minneapolis on a strong sil- 
ver platform. Both Harrison and Blaine 
are endorsed for wise statesmanship. 


Cyclone in Arkansas. 

MORRILLTON, Ark., May 10.—A cyclone 
passed over this section, doing consider- 
able damage to property. Two men were 
killed. The cyclone’s track was over half 
a mile in width and four miles in length. 
Trees, houses and outbuildings were over- 
turned and crops were badly damaged.

chase, and gives no indication as to what 
the city expects to pay, in marked contrast 
to the amendment cffered by the Council- 
man from Ward Two, who would place the 
limit at $550,000, which he thought would 
be sufficient to pay the award, and tbat 
future Councils could get authority to issve 
bonds for improvements and extensions. 
Just the objection which the Councilman 
from Ward Two made the most important, 
therbye Le made doubly so by his amend- 
ment. 

Individually, citizens may think that 
$500,000 will be about the size of the 
award, and there are more who think it 
should be less rather than more, but 
whether it is $490,000 or $600,000, the city 
will then have a leeway of $550,000 to 
$350,000 for improvements and extension. 
It will expend only such portion of this 
amount as is needed and two-thirds of the 
City Council vote. We see no good reason 
why there should be any limit to the 
amount of indebtedness the city may incur 
for water works any more than for a 
schoolhouse, city hall or other improve- 
ment. The Mayor and City Council who 
are elected to represent the people will be 
careful to keep the debt and tax rate down. 
The city was authorized to go into debt 
two and one-half per cent. of the average 
valuation, but it has not done it, and per- 
haps never will. It was authorized to 
issue bonds to the amount of $400,000 for 
a sewerage system, but it will be some 
time before it does. So will the limit on 
the water bonds.

Nickerson | Interview with a Promisent Granite Manu- 


facturer of the City—He Sheds New Light 
on the Stand of the New England Associ- 
atlon—No Trouble With Cutters. 


The manufacturers held a meeting Tues- 


day evening, when the situation was dis- 
cussed at length and the resolution of the 


New England Association, which was not 
well understood was explained. 

A prominent manufacturer in coaversa- 
tion with a representative of the LEDGER 
said: ‘*There seems to be a misunder- | 
standing in regard to the resolution passed 
by the New England Association in regard 
to the closing of the yards May 14. 

This resolution refers only to those 
men who are out on a strike, and therefore 
in Quincy it refers only to the quarrymen. 
There is no trouble in this city between the 
manufacturers and the granite cutters as 
both are satisfied with the present bill of 
prices, and the manufacturers have violated 
no agreement with the cutters in Quincy. 

The agreement is that should either side 
desire any change three months’ notice 
shall be given. This resolution has there- 
fore not been sent tu the Quincy cutters, 
nor will it be only to the quarrymen who 
have brought about this trouble. 

When questioned about the closing of 
business the gentleman said. The quarry- 
men are out all over New England, some 
yards are already out of stock, others have 
enough to last a week or so, and instead 

‘of having the yards close one at a time it 
was decided to have the yards uniform 
in closing, and therefore the 14th was 
selected so as to bring matters to a head 
and have the difficulties settled as soon as | 
possible. 

In regard to therumor that this was a 
movement on the part of the larger man- | 
ufacturers to crush out the small 
this gentleman said the subject, as far as| 
he knew, had never been thought of and} 
was a rumor started outside by some evil | 
disposed person, as was also the rumor 
that some of the manufacturers were | 
against the resolution. Of course there | 
are a few dissatisfied ones, but the manu-| 
facturers will stand firm to the position | 
now taken by them. 

The manufacturers have no wish he said, 
to crowd the men but this January first 
clause was necessary in order to properly 
carry on their business and would benefit 
the men as well as the manufacturers. 
The men when they saw that the prospects 

were for a busy season could demand and 
receive as much if not more than they do} 
now, and he thought if the men could be} 
talked to individually, they would see the 
justice in what the manufacturers asked | 
for. He had talked individually with his 
employes and there was not one but what 
agreed that it was no more than fair that 
the manufacturers should have some 
rights.” 

A statement has been made that there 
will be no lockout Saturday, and that 
everything will be settled satisfactory 
before Monday.

No Doubt but That from Forty to Fifty 
Men Have Lost Their Lives—Two Boys 
the Sole Survivors of the Catastrophe. 
Many Vamilies Left Penniless. 


Rosyy, Wash., May 11.—A terrible gas 
explosion occurred in the slope of mine 
No. 2, of the Northern Pacific Coal com- 
pany at this point, in which the Joss of 
life has exceeded in number that of any 
other disaster ever chronicled in the 
northwest. The exact nature of the ex- 
plosion or the circumstances that led to 
it, will probably never be known, since it 
is helieved every miner who was at work 
in the slope has perished. 

It is not known how many men were in 
the vicinity of the disaster, but it is be- 
lieved that between forty-five and fifty 
were on the three levels affected by the 
explosion. A large relief force is at 
work, and two bodies have been recovered. 
These men were working nearest to the 
opening, and at some distance from the 
point where it is supposed the explosion 
occurred. Most of the men were 1500 and 
2000 feet further in the slope and in the 
immediate vicinity of the accident. There 
is no doubt, either in the minds of miners 
or the company officials, that 

Every Man Was Tastantly Kiiled, 

The Roslyn mine is one of the largest in 
the state, supplying the western division 
of the Northern Pacific and Union Pacific 
roads with coal, and hasa capacity of 
20,000 tons aday. The explosion occurred 
justastwo gungs were shifting at 1:30 
o’clock. ‘Two boys who were inthe tun- 
nel escaped, but they are the only ones 
from either ga far recovered alive. 
It is feared tiiat the explosion has closed 
up the shaft, that the mine is on fire and 
that it is impossible to recover the bodies.

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FOUNDRY BURNED. 


The Loss Estimated at 
$70,000. 


The Largest Fire the City Ever 
Experienced. 


The Fire Alarm Failed and Water Was 
Not Very Handy, 


Few People Even in Wollaston Aware of 
the Confagration in Their Midst. 


The alarm from box 61 at 3.25 this 
morning, was turned in for the largest fire 
that this city has ever experienced,—the 
burning of the Wollaston Foundry Co.’s 
extensive plant. 

At about 3.15 as Watchman Winlock was 
going his rounds he discovered a portion 
of the boiler room on fire and immediately 
had an alarm pulled in from the nearest 
OX. 

Before the department arrived the 
great wooden shell of a building was o.¢| 
mass of flames. The Atlantic Chemical 
was the first piece of apparatus on hand, 
but its tiny stream was useless against such 
a hot fire. The steamer, Hose 1 and 2 and 
the Hook & Ladder, Chief Ripley, Assis- 
tant Engineer King, Williams and Richard- 
son followed in a few minutes after the 
alarm. 

The foundry is situated some 1200 feet | 
from a hydrant or any other water avail- 
able for fire purposes. The nearest 
hydrant was located en Hancock street, 
and Chief Ripley had two lines of hose 
ran across the fields and railroad tracks 
and over fences, and also a line from the 
steamer, which was located on Farrington 
street. 

The fire had gained such a start before 
the alarm was turned in and the apparatus 
arrived that nothing could be done to stay 
the headway of the flames. All of the 
buildings, with the exception of the build- 
ing formerly occupied by the Thayer Hot 
Water Heater Co., were totally destroyed, 
throwing seventy men out of employment 
and making a loss of $70,000. Of this 
$70,000 loss, $30,000 will fall on the Wol- 
laston Foundry Co., of which Mr. A. A. 
Lincoln of Wollaston is the treasurer, and 
the balance $40,000 is on patterns, which 
were not owned by the foundry company, 
but were stored there. 

The principal owners of the patterns are 
the Emerson Piano Co., Vose & Sons Piano 
Co., Goodyear & McKay Sewing Machine 
Co., and the Whittemore Shoe Machine 
Co., allof Boston. The Foundry Company 
was insured for $20,000.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The “Day Bill’ Ordered to a Third 

Reading—Grade Crossing Bill Passed. 

Boston, May 12.—The house, without a 
word of debate, advanced one stage the 
bill to restrict the sale of intoxicating liq- 
nor by innhelders and common victuallers 
by a vote of 9% to 43. This billis essen- 
tially what was Known as the Day bill 
last year, and prescribes that “no sales of 
intoxicating liquor shall be made by the 
licensee, his servants or agents, to be 
drunk on the premises described by the 
license except to guests who have resorted 
tothe premises for food.” An attempt 
was made to securea rollcall, but with- 
out success. Mr. Keliher moved a recon- 
sideration, and probably members will be 
placed on record when the bill comes up 
onthe engrossment stage. It is pretty 
certain that it will pass the house, but 
the chances are that it will be killed in 
the senate. The bill, if its purposes were 
carried out to the letter, would wipe the 
saloon from the commonwealth. 

A remonstrance was presented from 
thirty-two people of Ipswich against grant- 
ing the $10,000 te Carney hospital. It is 
in printed form, and appears to be the 
forerunner of others of thesame sort. In 
fullit is as follows: “We, the under- 
signed, taxpayers and citizens of Massa- 
chusetts, respectfully petition your honor- 
able body not to grant the request of the 
Carney Hospital corporation for an ap- 
propriation of $10,000, believing it to be an 
unwise, unjust measnre.” 

The senate bill to change the grade 
crossing law so that the consent of the 
railroad commissioners, instead of rail- 
road directors, shall be reyuisite for a 
change of grade, was passed to be en- 
grossed wichout debate. The bill for the 
abolition of grade crossings in Northamp- 
ton was ordered to athird reading without 
debate. 

On passing the saiary bill of the Will- 
jiamstown police court over the governor's 
veto there were 7 yeas and i8l nays. A 
Similar vote was taken on the salary bill 
of the juscize of the Fourth district court 
of eastern Middlesex. 

The strolling band bill was passed and 
then killed inthe house. The bill regu- 
lating sleeping car companies was passed. 

Reconsideration of the railway em- 
ployes’ ten-hour bill was refused in the 
senate.

FOUR PISTOL SHOTS 


Which May Result in a Murder 
at East Boston. 


CONFIDING WOMEN DUPED 


By a Swindler Who Has Been Playing 
for Big Stakes at Fail River—A Well- 
Known Haverhill Heiress Indicted for 
Perjury—Bold Counterfeiters Come to 
Grief at Man 
Wants $10,000 for a Lost Leg—Glean-

Boston, May 12.—James Lavery of 26 
Lexington street, East Boston, yesterday 
afternoon took George Moore, the colored 
steward of Alderman Sullivan’s schooner, 
Star of the Kast, to his house, and when 
Moore refused to comply with his peremp- 
tory demand for his money, shot him— 
probably fatally. ‘That is Moore’s version 
of the affair, and that he was shot there 
can be no doubt, as he is now at the city 
hospital, with four bulletsin his body. 
Lavery disappeared just after the shots 
were fired. 

According to Moore’s story, the affair 
was a particularly high-handed attempt at 
robbery. He says that he met young 
Lavery around the docks yesterday, and 
that they had some drinks together. The 
young fellow then invited his com- 
panion to _ his home, where a 
“growler’ was produced. After drinking 
the beer, Moore says that he lay down on 
the bed, and that young Lavery then de- 
manded his money, knowing that he had 
been paid off that morning. 

Moore refused togiveitup—although he 
asserts that the demand was reinforced by 
the exhibition of a cocked revolver, anda 
threat to blow him off the face of the 
earth unless he complied. He grappled 
with the lad, and the two had a lively 
scuffle, in the course of which he was 
shot in the back of the neck, the bullet 
passing clean through and coming out of 
his chin, breaking his jawbone. He fell, 
and he siys Lavery then fired three shots 
at him, and left the room. 

The fugitive is 20 years old,5 feet 6 
inches in height, weighs about 125 pounds, 
and was dressed in a black cheviot suit, 
with a dark derby hat. He seems to have 
been the black sheep of his family, as the 
rest of his kindred are highly respectable 
people aud bear excellent reputations, 


AN ACCOMPLISHED SWINDLER. 


A Jailbird Has Been Breaking 
River Hearts and Pocketbooks,. 

FALL RiveR, Mass., May 12.—Thomas 

Lacroix, who has a family iu Newport, 
Vt., has been breaking the confiding 
hearts of Fall River maidens for two 
~weeks past. He has became engaged to 
at least four of them and made one un- 
successful attempt at marriage. He has 
obtained money under false pretences,and 
in two cases stolen rings, from nearly all 
of the young ladies to whom h- became 
affianced, and,as a result of his escapades, 
was lodge l in jail by Detectives Perron 
and Feeney 

Accoriny to Detective Perron, Lacroix 
two years ago, while sitting up witha 
sick neighbor in Sherbrooke, Can., stole 
the invalid’s silver watch, a $10 bill and a 
gold watch. He tried to steal another 
mans, horse and buzgy and ride over the 
line to this country, but was caught, and 
served two months in jail. 

After doing more time for other offenses 
he went to Lowell. While there he stole 
& woman’s gold watch, and was arrested 
on two charges of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. On being sentenced to 
jail for twelve months, Lacroix cultivated 
the acquaintance of one of the officers,and 
one day decamped, serving only twoof the 
twelve months. 

Lacroix came to the city some eighteen 
months ago, and stole a watch chain from 
Henry Dubois, with whom he was board- 
ing. He decamped, but not before he had 
stolen a gold watch from Alexis Casista. 

Since Sunday the detectives have se- 
cured enough evidence against Lacroix to 
send him to prison. Perron says twelve 
complaints will go to the grand jury, and 
he has enough to make twelve more. In- 
nocent females trusted Lacroix blindly, 
and are now mourning the fact.

A SENSATIONAL CASE. 


Helen Wilson, a Well Known Haverhill 
Heiress, Indicted for Perjury. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., May 12.—The pro- 
curing of an indictment by the Essex 
county grand jury against Helen Ger- 
trude Swasey Wilson of this city for per- 
jury has caused a great sensation in this 
and other cities where the defendant is 
known. Gertie Swasey, as she 1s better 
known,is the heiress to the Swasey estate, 
one of the largestin the city. She was a 
royal entertainer,and this, with a natural 
passion for the stage, made her known 
throughout the profession. 

The indictment was secured by one 
Richmond Broadnax, a colored man, em- 
ployed by her asa coachman until about 
ayearago. Shortly after his discharge 
she had him arrested, charged with the 
larceny of several things, among others 
a dress Skirt, which had been found on the 
person of a relative of Broadnax. 

He swore that Miss Swasey-Wilson gave 
the skirt to him, and this she denied. He 
was held forthe grand jury, but the su- 
perier court acquitted him, and the pro- 
ceedings for perjury were at once insti- 
tuted, Broadnax claiming that she per- 
jured herself in ber denial of his claim. 

It is now said that some of her witnesses 
have turned, and are favoring Broadnax, 
and some sensational evidence is expected.

THE PASSION PLAY. 


A Large Audience Attend the Lecture by 
J. J. 

The Passion Play of Oberammergau, the 
subject of an illustrated lecture by Rev. J. 
J. Lewis, having met with such a grand 
success recently at the Congregational 
church, was repeated at the First church, 
Wednesday evening, with even greater 
success. Seldom does the old church con- 
tain such a large audience. Rev. D. M. 
Wilson introduced the lecturer. 

tev. Mr. Lewis is a fine speaker, and by 
the aid of 100 or more excellent views, 
gave an interesting description of the great 
play which is given at Oberammergau 
every ten years. He started at Munich 
and illustrated the route of the traveller to 
the pretty village, inhabited jn 1890, by 
1400 people. About 650 of these take part 
in the drama, Two years previous to the 
performance the principal characters are 
chosen, as the individuals personating 
Christ and others must allow their hair to 
grow for that length of time, and prepare 
for their parts. Frequent relearsals are 
held. It is remarkable from the 
shown how well all the parts are 
sented in feature and act. The 
play is divided into parts aud each 
with a tableau during which a chorus sing. 

The Farewell of Jesus and Mary, the 
Last Supper, the Crowning with Thorns, 
the Death of Jesus, the Descent from the 
Throne and the Resurrection and Ascen- 
sion were vividly portrayed. 

The rendition of ‘Palm Branches’’ on 
the organ, and ‘‘’ Tis Midnight’’ by selected 
voices, added to the interest.

A Tribute to Whitman. 

It was a pretty sight to see the contin- 
ual cluster of people in front of a Broad- 
way window opposite Union square, for 
the window contained the portrait of 
the “good gray poet,” the late Walt 
Whitman, and at the time all that was 
mortal of him was being borne to the 
little tomb of his own selection. This 
was the tribute of the passing throng to 
his immortality. All day long the peo- 
ple paused and looked and silently 
passed on, nodding approvingly. 

It was the ‘‘ Walt” of fifteen vears ago 
—the hale, robust, leonine man, who 
then sought the daily companionship of 
acertain Washington street car driver, 
and could be seen standing beside the 
latter on the front platform discoursing 
upon the philosophy of life. The world 
might reasonably envy that car driver, 
who was not only permitted to love and 
have the companionship of the poet, but 
was himself highly esteemed for what 
he was. They were often seen walking 
in the fields and woods together. 

The world has greatly changed toward 
the poet since then, thanks to foreign 
appreciation, and the dear old man went 
to his simple grave known toall the cul- 
tured nations of the earth. Nobody is 
likely to contest his will, for he left be- 
hind him only the record of an undying 
love for all created things.—New York 
Herald. 


An Automatic Cutout. 

An new design in automatic cutouts 
for electric lighting instruments has re- 
cently been brought out. The instru- 
ment is so arranged that the current 
passing through the solenoid attractsa 
core which is attached to an arm about 
which it swings. When the current ex- 
ceeds a certain limit the core is drawn 
into the solenoid and raises a lever, 
which in turn releases the switch and 
opens the circuit. If, as in the case of 
stationary motors supplied from central 
stations, the current is suddenly cut off 
when changing from one machine to 
another, the circuit is automatically 
opened by the tension spring which en- 
gages the small lever by withdrawing 
the core from the solenoid and thereby 
raising the lever, which releases the 
switch the same as when overloaded. 

The tension spring is so arranged that 
it can be made to open the circuit for 
any predetermined amount of current, 
One of the main features of the cutout 
is that it does away with all fuses, 
which is usually a large item of expense 
in central stations. It can readily be ap- 
plied to railroad circuits by using mag- 
netic blowouts at the switch contact. 
The cutout has been given practical 
tests and found to work very satisfac- 
torily.—New York Telegram.

Why Many Treatments Fail. 

“The fault is not of the art, but of the 
patient,” is the phrase that may be ap- 
plied to those diseases in which the most 
correct measures taken under favorable 
circumstances fail to accomplish their 
purpose, because the patient himself 
does not or cannot co-operate with them. 
No treatment can relieve the smoker 
from his throat catarrh,so long as he 
persists in his habit. 

This aspect of the case is especially 
pertinent to the nervous disorders which 
are one of the growing scourges of our 
age. Incapacity and vacillation, the 
force of outer influences or the pressure 
of business too often intervene to inter- 
rupt a cure which was otherwise fairly 
possible.—Professor H. Nothnagel in 
Popular Science Monthly.

yet been disclosed. The secret has been 
well kept, and it was only yesterday that 


aninkling of what took place was di- 


vulged to a Republican senator who is 
very friendly to the president, but who is 
also a devoted frieud of Secretary Blaine, 
It appears that acomplete understanding 
was had among all who participated. 
They are now engaged in secretly carry- 
ing out their plan of operations, corre- 
spondence and other methods. 

The ticket they agreed upon is Blaine 
They do not propose to con- 
sult with Secretary Blaine or any of his 
friends. All they askis that Blaine will 
observe a strict silence. They do not re- 
quire any action on his part. They pro- 
pose tonom®mte him, and Pennsylvania 


has been selected to take the lead in the 
movenmcnt. New Yorkis to follow with 
almost, if not all, her seventy-two votes. 


It is expected that the other large states 
which are known to be friendly to Blaine 
will swing into line, and that his nomina- 
tion will be made on the first ballot. 

The selection of Rusk has been made in 
deference to the wishes of the farmers in 
the northwest, and willinsure all of the 
now regarded doubtful states, like Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Michigan, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota and Kansas, where the Alliance 
swept the Republican party from their old 
political moorings.

CARDINAL MANNING’S SUCCESSUR 


Dr. Herbert Vaughan Appointed 
Archbishop of Westminister by 
Pope Leo XII. 


The Right Rev. Herbert Vaughan, who 
has been nominated to succeed Cardinal 
Manning as Archbishop of the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of Westminster, was 
born at Gloucester, April 15, 1832, and 
came of an ancient and powerful family.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE, 


Efouse Favors One Liquor Bill and Re- 
jects Another—Other Matters, 
Bostox, May 13.—-The first matter in 
orde the house was the motion of My, 
Keliter to reconsider the vote whereby the 
Day liquor bill to prevent the retail sale 
of liquor, except with bona fide orders of 


food, was or lered toa third reading. Mr, 
Keli aid it was a most Sweeping bill 


Mr. Charles dwelt at some length upon 
the strinzent character of the bill. Mr, 
Durant said the fight would com@on the 
next stage of the bill. Time would be 
wasted to debate it now. The vote on 
reconsil-riid: was 68 yeas to 85 nay. 

The rcx! matter was the bill to prevent 
the sale of liquor where games are played. 
No debate occurred. The pending amend- 
ments were rejected without a count, and 
the bill was defeated by a vote of 55’yeas 
to 88 nays on passing itto be engrossed. 
On neither of these bills was there any ef- 
fort to get a rolleall. 

Ought to pass was reported by the 
finance committee on the Cape Cod canal 
bill. 

Reference to the next legislature was 
reported by the committee on cities on the 
order relative to pensioning policemen 
and firemen injured in the discharge of 
duty; on the order to exclude the county 
debt and tax of Boston; onthe order rel- 
ative to the cancellation of sinking fund 
oblications of Boston. These were all ac- 
cepted. 

The committeee reported inexpedient to 
compel each city to provide, at an expense 
of not less than $15,000, a building for 
workingmen and women, which shall 
contain meeting hall, reading rooms, bath 
rooms and rooms for recreation. 

Politics was brought up in the discus- 
sion of the new registration of voters in 
the senate. It was finally passed to a third 
reading. 

The bill for a2cent a mile fare on rail- 
roads was advanced a stage in the house. 
The measure to abolish street bands was 
rusurrected and sent to a third reading. 


THE METHODISTS. 
A Grist of Resolutions Debated and 
Acted Upon by the Conference. 


OMANA, May 13.—At the M. E. general 
conference the roll of conferences was 
called for the offering of resolutions and 
memorials. Dr. Lanahan offered a reso- 
lution providing that the bishops might,in 
following the rules already in vogue,count 
five yearsin every ten for the appoint- 
ment of the itinerant ministry. This is to 
permita minister to be returned to a 
charge after the lapse of five years. A 
resolution was introduced by the book 
agents of the church calling for a revision 
of the church law relating to the manage- 
ment of the publishing houses. It went to 
the committee on book concerns. A resolu- 
tion was introduced declaring that there 
should be two more assistant secretaries 
elected for the Freedman’s Aid and South- 
ern Education society, and that at least 
one colored man should be elected as an 
assistant secretary; referred to the com- 
mittee on freedman’s aid. 

A resolution was introduced favoring 
the amalgamation of the Freedman’s Aid 
and Southern Educational society and the 
Educational scciety; referred to a special 
committee for consideration. Another 
freedman’s aid resolution was made de- 
claring that the expenditures and debt of 
the organization was largely increased 
during the past four years, despite the 
fact that the receipts had also greatly in- 
creased. An investigation and report on 
the causes were demanded; referr ed to the 
freeman’s aid committee. 

The constitutional question, which has 
taken up much time, was finally disposed 
of by the adoption of a resolution by a vote 
of 293 to 190 to postpone the whole matter, 
to print the matter of the constitutional 
matter in the church papers, and to take 
up the question again at the next general 
conference. ms

The limitation 
of the billto offices where the annual com- 
pensation is above 3109 leaves more than 
34,000 ofices exempt from personal visits 
by the inspectors, but the provisions 
regarding political interference apply to 
all the offices 

It is estimated by the committee that 
the extreme cost of the proposed sys- 
tem wonld be 350,000 for thirty inspectors, 
and that probably the present force of in- 
spectors would need but a slight increase 
in nu: rs to curry out the provisions of 
the bill in connection with their other du- 
ties.

AGREEMENT BROKEN 


Manufacturers’ Commit- 
tee so Declare. 


They Therefore Order the Quincy 
Yards to be Closed. 


The Resolutions Adopted Last Evening 
Printed in Full Below. 


Meeting of the New England Granite Asso- 
ciation in Boston This Afternoon. 


The executive committee of the Quincy 
Granite Manufacturers Association adopt- 
ing the following resolutions. They declare 
that the agreement has been broken, and 
order a suspension of business in accor- 
dance with the resolution of the New 
England Association, to take place tonight.

Quincy, Mass, May 14, 1892. ) 

The Executive Committee of the Granite 
Manufacturers Association of Quincy, 
Mass., at a meeting May 13th, authorized 
the following notice to be sent to members: 

Whereas,—This Association, under date 
of Sept. Ist, 1891, passed a resolution and 
sent a copy of the same to the Granite 
Cutters’ Union of Quincy, to the effect 
that no strike should be instituted, or a 
settlement forced of apy trouble between 
employer and employe, without first bring- 
ing the same to the attention of the Joint 
Executive Committees, as previously re- 
quested, providing in the same that in case 
of a failure to do so, the Manufacturers 
Committee should order a suspension of 
work in any onall yards, to remain closed 
until opened by a vote of this Association, 
and 

Whereas,—The Granite Cutters’ Union, 
in reply, submitted a proposition that a 
District Committee Le appointed by each 
Association to make settlements of any 
difficulties, which proposition was accept- 
ed and agreed to by this Association, under 
date cf Sept. 15, 1891, and 

Whereas,—These agreements have been 
violated in a number of yards, in instances 
where men have been stopped working by 
the action of the delegates of organized 
labor, and such men have stated to their 
employers that they were themselves will- 
ing but would be fined by their union if 
they continued to work; and 

Whereas,—In a number of yards men 
have refused to cut stone which have been 
quarried since the strike of the Quarrymen 
in Quincy, for the reason, so given, that 
their union had voted not to cut any so- 
called ‘scab’ stock, and Blacksmiths bave 
refused to sharpen tools for same; and 

Whereas,—The action of the Quarrymen 
is a great injury to our business and has 
deprived the quarry owners of quarrying 
their usual amount of stock, and by the 
concerted action on the part of the Cutters 
and Blacksmiths, and their refusal to work 
upon even the stone our members are 
able to quarry, the Manufacturers cannot 
continue their business but for a few days 
longer—some having now been obliged to 
let nearly all their men go,— 

The Executive Committee, after investi- 
gation, and by the power and authority 
vested in them by the votes above referred 
to, hereby declare that the agreements 
have been disregarded and broken; 

Therefore, and in conformity with the 
votes of the New England Association, you 
are hereby ordered to close your yards and 
shops to all organized labor on the morn- 
ing of the 16th inst., the same to remain 
closed to such labor until reopened by a 
vote of this Association.

LEVEE GIVES WAY. 


Large Tract of Illinois Farming 
Land Under Water. 


MANY PEOPLE HOMELESS. 


Lowlands Flooded and Crops Ruined In 
and Arkansas. 
Rivers Still 
Rising— The Worst Yet to Come.

St. Lovis, May 16.—The long-expected 
break in the levee in tie Illinois side, op- 
posite this city, has come at last, aud 40,- 
000 acres of farming land are submerged, 
and hundreds of people are driven from 
their homes. Near East St. Louis the 
break was made in the embankment of 
the Cologne railroad. This caused a tor- 
rent to pour through, flooding an area of 
farming land fifteen miles long by three 
wide. The water did not enter the main 
part of East St. Louis, but flooded some 
of the outlying suburbs. The East St. 
Louis Jockey club track is under ten feet 
of water, and considerable difficulty was 
experienced in saving a number of horses, 
so sudden was the rush of the water. <3 

Venice, a small village east of St. Louis, 
is flooded. The inhabitants have threat- 
ened the levee which protects Brooklyn, 
another village.so that the water may run 
off through the town. An armed force of 
fifty men was onthe embankment last 
night guarding the levee. 

Up the river as far as Columbia bot- 
toms the appearance of suffering from the 
rapidly rising flood were evident. The 
squatters stood on the bank, their gaze 
directed to some humble roof just visible 
above the flood. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock a dwelling 
down stream with a rush and struck one 
of the abutments of the Merchants’ 
bridge. It was cut in two as neatly as if 
the work had been done bya circular saw. 
The bridge is being subjected toa tre- 
mendous strain from anincessant bom- 
bardment of heavy debris, trees, logs and 
other flotsam and jetsam brought down 
by the flood from remote points. 

At 8o’clock the body of a white man, 
hatless and coatless, passed through the 
arch. The tracks of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy from the water works 
northward, that were free of water, are 
now submerged,and skiffs can easily cross 
them. The water brought down by the 
sewers and culverts is backed up west of 
the Wabash track to John avenue. 

An elevator official states that witha 
very little additional rise, every river bank 
grain elevator in this city or on the east 
side will be forced toclose. The river is 
running through the farmers’ elevator 
building, and it is feared the building may 
be destroyed. 

The Missouri Pacific shops have two 
feet of water ia them. The Sv. Louis 
paper and cotton compressors have about 
completed moving their cotton out of their 
cellars, but estimate their loss from dam- 
age and extra labor at 215,000. 

In Carondelet much damage is being 
done. The Glendale zine works kave sus- 
pended operations. Hundreds of poor 
people have been driven from their low 
quarters to shelter offered by friends.

Minnesota Farmers Suffer. 

Sr. Paut. May 16.—The upper Missis- 
sippi river has been rising rapidly, owing 
to heavy rains. From Grand Rapids and 
Atkin come reports that the lowlands are 
flooded for miles and that many farmers 
will lose all the seed they have put in the 
ground. It is so late that they will not be 
able to plant again. The tributaries of the 
Minnesota are all reported bank full. In 
St. Paul, on the West Side, the cellars of 
many houses are already full. 


Looks Gloomy tn Missourl. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 16,—The 
Missouri river has overflowed the Callo- 
way bottoms, flooding many farms and 
driving hundreds from their homes. The 
worst is yet to come, for an immense rise 
is coming from above. The Osage is 
above its banks, the Gaconde is running 
over for miles back and the Moreau is 
flooding the bottoms. The rivers are now 
all within a few inches of the disastrous 
flood of 1881. 


Crops Ruine din Arkansas. 

Vanpuren. Ark.,May 16.—It has rained 
here nearly incessantly for two weeks. 
The Arkansas riveris higher than it has 
been since 1885 and itis rising six inches 
an hour. The botcoms are inundated and 
farmers are moving out. Two washouts 
are reported on the Kansas and Arkansas 
Valley railroad sixty miles west of here.

ATTRIBUTED TO NIHILISTS. 


Discovery of Extensive Plot to As- 


susinate Russia’s Ruler. 


BERLIN, May 16.—Details of a plot vo 
kill the czar were made public in several 
journals this morning. A week ago two 
French detectives arrived at the Gatchina 
and began a carefnl investigation of the 
place, in the diszuise of a coachman 
and the other as an assistant cook. Two 
days after arrival they reported 
that the palace had been found to 
be undermined, that the underground 
chamber beneath the ezar’s sleeping room 
was already half filled with explosives, 
and that the nihilists back of the plot 
would have started the explosion doubt- 
lessly the next time the czar slept at the 
palace had they not been frightened away 
by the signs of discovery of their plot 

The undermining had been done by 
means of a tunnel which led to a hill not 
3 from tl pagice, and which 
st have been the work of many months. 
ks and boring tools were found 
in the side of the hill. 
was concealed by a large 
rock, zrouud which the sod was laid so 
carefully as not to betray its frequent dis- 
turbance. The plotters must have worked 
at night and have left before daybreak, as 
all the surrounding country is carefully 
watched. This plot was known in a gen- 
eral way to exist, yet the czar’s police 
were unable to discover its details or even 
to fix its location definitely. The cellars 
and grounds of the Gatchina palace were 
carefully examined, and, upon finding 
nothing, the detectives decided that the 
conspirators had not yet begun to act 
The Paris detectives were then summoned.

Johnny Dobbs, a Notorious Bank Barg- 
lar, Dies of Consumption. 


NEW York, May 16.—Johnny Dobbs, 
aged 60, died of consumption yesterday in 
Bellevue hospital, where he was brought 
by afriend Friday. Dobbs then gave his 
name as John Kenyon, but was recog- 
nized by a detective. 

Dobbs has been associated with some of 
the most daring safe breakers, and many 
well-known bank robberies in all parts of 
the country have been attributed to him. 
In 1874 he was convicted of burglary in 
Connecticut, and was sentenced to the 
Wethersfield prison. He escaped soon af- 
ter, but in !S80 he was arrested in Phila- 
delphia while trying to dispose of some of 
the be stolen from the Manhattan 
bank of this city.

Boston, May 16.—Last week was not 
favorable for the early growth of crops,ac- 
cording to the New England weather serv- 
ice’s regular report, but the rains were 
needed. A report from northern New 
Hampshire says that lumbermen were 
about to pay off their drivers, but that the 
rain has given them new heart. In many 
places in the northern states very little 
seeding has been done; grass starts slowly, 
and stock has to be fed from the barns; 

Potatoes are be- 
ing planted in southeastern Maine and in 
all central districts in New England; they 
are coming up in the south. Corn ground 
is being prepared, and alittle has been 
put in in Connecticut; some sweet corn is 
already up in the most favorable fields.

The Twin Cities. A Widow's Claim. 


The Brockton Enterprise has the follow- 
ing on the labor trouble: 

“Quincy and Woburn are two unfortu- 
uate cities. Quincy is threatened with a 
lockout of all her granite workers by 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association. 
Woburn’s leather shops will probably shut 
down June 1, for two months, to curtail 
production. 

‘Laying aside the causes of the threat- 
ened shocks to the business life of the 
two cities and looking only at the probable 
effects, and the blackness of the cloud over 
these two cities can be perceived at once. 
Brockton knows what a long lockout and a 
long strike means, and wants no more of 
either. The evil effects are long enduring; 
the gains are seldom of any importance, 
and are in no way commensurate with its 
losses. 

*‘Any body of men, whether employers 
or empioyes, that deliberately votes to shut 
down a great industry for any length of 
time commits something very like a crime 
against the Stite. Legally such an act has 
its excuse; morally it seldom has—it might 
be said, never, because of the fact th « the 
evils of such a:course so far outba’ «nce the 
good that only damage is inflicced.

GODFREY DEFEATS LANNON, 


The Much-Tulked-Of Contest Settled in 


Four Rounds Before a Crowd of 


Twenty-five Ball 
Win

who had behind him when the winning 
post was passed some of the best handi- 
cap horsesin the country. A prominent 
millionare turfmen approached Mr. Mor- 
ris a few days a ayo, while the latter was 
at the track watching Judge Morrow 
work, and remarked that, in view of the 
horse’s good work, it was a pity that he 
was not first class. ‘‘Well,’’ said the old 
trainer, meditatively stroking his chin, “I 
won the Kentucky Derby with Apollo and 
he wasn’t in the first two classes, but he 
was fit.” Then, nodding toward Judge 
Morrow, he added, “that’s what that old 
horse is.” And his word was proven true 
when, ina most exciting struggle, Judge 
Morrow flashed by the wire first and won 
the great race. 


JUDGE MORROW. 

There were certainly 30,000 people at the 

track, aud they filled the grand stand, 
lawn and betting ring to overflowing. 
The ring just before the first race was a 
sight. Above all could be seen floating 
seas of greenbacks that were being wildly 
waved at the bookies by the frenzied peo- 
ple as they tried to get their money down. 
The handicap candidates presented a 
pretty appearance as they paraded past 
the grand stand on their way to the post, 
and they were greeted with rounds of ap- 
plause and murmurs of admiration. 
Longstreet was a hot favorite in the bet- 
ting. He opened at 4 to 5,and at that 
figure he closed. Russell, Judge Morrow, 
Pesarra and Raceland followed in order 
in the betting, while against most of the 
others a long price could be obtained. The 
winner’s price varied from 6to 10toi 
against. 

There was quite a long delay at the post, 
but the horses were finally sent away with 
Longstreet in the read. After him came 
Fairview, Pesarra, Raceland, Clarendon, 
Banquet, Judge Morrow, Russell, Port 
Chester, Madstone, King Maker and George 
W in the order named, but well bunched. 
Passing the stand Fairview was leading 
by five lengths and was going ut a tre- 
mendous clip, with the evident intention 
of making a runaway race of it. At the 
half-mile post he was ten lengths ahead 
and his backers were jubilant. Russell 
headed the second division, half lapped by 
Raceland, Pesarra and Longstreet, all 
lengths apart. Judge Morrow was right 
at their heels. At the mile Russell had 
overbauled and passed Fairview, who died 
as suddenly as he had gone to the front, 
and Pesarra had passed Raceland and 
Longstreet. At this point Judge Morrow 
began to make his move, and McLaughlin 
endeavored to do sowith the favorite, 
Longstreet, but failed, and acry went up 
that the favorite was beaten. 

Turning into the stretch Russell was 
leading by a length, Judge Morrow was 
second, lapped by Pessara and Raceland. 
At the last furlong post Russell stiil had 
his headin front of Judge Morrow, but 
the Morris horse was running well within 
himself, while Russell was laboring hard 
and receiving punishment. In the final 
sixteenth Russell gave it up, and it looked 
like un easy victory for Judge Morrow. 
He was fated, however, not to win with- 
out a terriffic struggle, for Taral on Pes- 
sara, shot his mount up to him almost at 
abound. Then began a terrific struggle 
to the wire, during which the crowd sat 
spellbound. Both the jockeys and the 
horses strained every nerve,and it was un- 
certaia which horse would win, so evenly 
did they appear to be matched at this ex- 
citing point in the race. 

But Pessaras’ wonderful burst speed 
told on him, and just before the pole was 
reached Judge Morrow’s head showed in 
front, and so they passed under the wire. 
Russell finished third, three lengths 
away, while Longstreet, the favorite, fin- 
ished absolutely last. A. Covington, the 
clever little lightweight jockey, rode the 
winner in masterly style. 

The fractional time of the race was as 
follows: First quarter, 0.23s.; half, 0.47 1-4; 
three-quarters, 1:14; mile, 1:42 1-2, and 
mile and a quarter in 2:08 3-4. 


FOUR ROUNDS SETTLED 
Godfrey Comes Out the Victor in the 
Fight with Lannon. 

New York, May 17.—The large crowd 
that was looked for to attend the boxing 
contest between George Godfrey and Joe 
Lannon at the Coney Island Athletic 
club did not turn out. The small attend- 
ance was attributed to Longstreet’s failure 
to win the Biooklyn handicap, on the 
theory that the patrons of boxing are big 
betters, and the big betters were generally 
backers of the favorite that did not win 
the horse race.

Only four rounds were fought, but they 
were of the warmest species. The men 
were plainly in to fight out a grudge, and 
they went at each other with all the vim 
that wasin them.

Occasionally, 
Lannon would land a punch with his 
right hand in Godfrey’s stomach, but the 
colored man never lost his smile, and sent 
back as good as he received. He knocked 
Lannon down clean in the fourth round, 
and again went down with him in aclinch, 
in which Godfrey thumped the white man 
several times before falling. Lannon was 
plainly groggy as he tried to rise from the 
knockdown. He was thoroughly played 
out from the blows on the ribs and face 
that Godfrey had put upon him. 

Just before the end of the fourth round 
Godfrey rushed his man to a_ corner, 
smashed him against the ropes and 
punched him hard and often. After the 
Long sounded Godfrey continued to punch 
and landed a stiff right-hander on Lan- 
non's ribs.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE, 


The Connecticut River Road Veto—Pro: 
hibitionists and the Ballot. 


Boston, May 17.—The Democrats of the 
house had a conference in the blue room, 
some fifty persons taking part. No action 
was taken, but speeches were made by 
nearly all present. The measures princi- 
pally considered were the Day liquor bill 
and the registration bill. The sentiment 
was unanimous in favor of opposing both 
of the hills mentioned above. 

Mr. Smith opposed suspending the rule 
in concurrence to admit in the senate the 
petition of the Prohibitory party for cer- 
tain amendments as to the per cent. of 
voters a party must have to entitle its 
nominees on the state ticket, and suspen- 
sion of the rule was unanimously refused. 

in the house Mr. Mellen made an ex- 
planation of his position on the Connecti- 
cut River railroad bill and the governor’s 
veto. A Democratic daily in Bostou had 
misreported him on the vote on passing 
the bill over the veto. He was not ab- 
sent, as charged, and he had been on record 
for sale of stock at auction,and had worked 
fur 1t for years. Mr. Lawrence moved 
to reconsider the vote on the veto of the 
bill. Mr. McCall repeated his position of 
last Friday that the Boston and Maine 
road bill last year had the same provi- 
sion as this which he vetoed. Yet he 
signed that bill. Mr. Moriarty defended 
the course of the governor. Mr. Buckley 
thought the motion to reconsider was a 
piece of peanut policy. Mr. Tucker said 
that he had always voted for the sale of 
stock at auction, butit was not made a 
Democratic party issue last year, because 
of certain Democratic changes of votes in 
the house to the side of the Boston and 
Maine bill. Mr.Mellen was against recon- 
sideration. Mr. Warren thought Mr. 
Mellen’s interpretation of the governor’s 
course was nearer right than Mr. McCall’s. 
The public appreciates and endorses the 
points mad2 by the governor. By a large 
vote the house refused to reconsider. 

The supplementary report of the rapid 
transit commission was sent in by the 
governor and referred to to the rapid tran- 
sit committee. 

Mr, Mayhew presented a petition from 
the prohibition state central committee 
that any political parties whose average 
vote for the three years next preceding 
shall average 3 per cent. of the total vote 
for governor for these years shall enjoy all 
the rights and privileges now given toa 
party that casts 3 per cent. of the vote for 
the governor for one year. The petition 
was referred to committee on election 
laws, with instructions to report within 
two weeks. 

The bill for two-year terms for mayor 
was passed toa third reading in the sen- 
ate, and the proposed govervor’s mansion 
was referred to the next legislature. 


IT LOOKS BRIGHTER. 


Missouri River Floods Not Likely to Do 
Any More Damage. 


Sr. Louis, May 17.—The Missouri river 
has reached its height at Kansas City 
and Herman, and is now slowly falling. 
The crest of the flood is about twenty 
milesfrom the mouth of the Missouri 
river and is slowly making its way toward 
this city. The Mississippiis expected to 
begin falling at this point today. The 
rise here will not exceed twoinches. The 
river here now registers thirty-five feet, 
which is two-tenths of a foot higher than 
the crest of the flood in 1883. 

All the levees and embankments 
between this city and the mouth of the 
Missouri are intact and unless an un- 
expected strain occurs will be able to 
withstand the rushof the flood. Relief 
boats are busily engaged in rescuing peo- 
ple from islands that are covered with 
water and carrying them to places of 
safety. So far but two fatalities are re- 
ported and these were the results of fool- 
hardy attempts to swim across the river. 

The Bowman dyke, which protected a 
large section of lowlands on the north and 
east sides of East St. Louis, has broken, 
and hundreds of acres of land are now 
submerged. The residents were warned 
and escaped.

ROBERT C. WINTHROP. 


Hale and Hearty at Eighty-three 
Years of Age. 


Robert C. Winthrop, of Boston, Mass., 
the oldest living ex-Speaker of Congress, 
| was 83 years old on May 12. Mr. Win-

Detective Haberlin of Pawtucket tele- 
phoned to the authorities at Springfield 
to detain Mr. Perry, as be was suffering 
from derangement. In the meantime Mr. 
Perry had arrived in Springfield, and was 
detained until his cousin, Arthur R. 
Perry, «1 Mr. Haberlin arrived. The 
sight of a familiar face was most 
grateful to the bewildered man. His 
money was found to be all right, but he 
had lost his overcoat. 

Mr. Perry has only a vague recollection 
of the occurrences of the past week. He 
said last night that the last thing he re- 
membered on the day he disappeared was 
purchasing meat at Whitney’s market, 
about 5 o’clock. He does not remember 
calling at the stable for his horse and car- 
riage, ner searching for them, nor leaving 
them on Broad street. He does not re- 
member taking the train ‘that evening. 

The first clear recollection he has of any- 
thing which occurred since last Tuesday 
night was that last Sunday afternoon he 
awoke in a village in western New York. 
He started for home and arrived at Albany 
Sunday evening. Realizing the uncertain 
state of his mind, he went to the chief of 
police in Albany and asked permission to 
leave his money with him. The officer, 
however, directed him to a hote), and told 
him that his money would be safe, and 
that he would be cared for until he felt 
better. 

Monday morning he left the hotel for 
Boston on anearly train. He thinks he 
must have lost himself again and stopped 
off somewhere, for he had not reached 
Boston until late that evening. Yester- 
day morning he lost his head again, and 
was soon traveling back over the same 
way he had followed the day before. Mr. 
Perry seems cnite himself, and with the 
return of the sieep of which he has been 
deprived so long, will probably soon be 
entirely recovered. 


CHRISTIAN SOCIALISM. 


Congreguationalists Discuss Methods for 
Spreading the Gospel. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 18.—The nine- 
teenth annual meeting of the General As- 
sociation of Massachusetts Congrega- 
tional Churches began at North church in 
this city. After an address of welcome by 
the pastor, Rev. F. Barrows Makepeace, 
the meeting organized by the election of 
Rev. DeWitt S. Clark of Salem as modera- 
tor and Rev. Francis J. Marsh of Walpole 
as scribe. A memorial was presented 
from the New Jersey general meeting in 
regard to representation of churches in 
the American board, and was referred toa 
committee. Another was presented from 
the Essex south conference asking that ac- 
tion be taken to induce absent church 
members to transfer their membership. 
The subject of discussion was ‘How can 
the church best impress itself upon the 
community for Godliness?” 

Rev. W. W. Jubb of Fall River spoke 
on the need of having the church enter 
into social matters. It has treated the 
people tov much from the intellectual 
side, and has neglected their temporal 
wants. He drew a vivid picture of the ex- 
isting irregularities, but said that social- 
ism was impracticable and unbearable. 
There must be inequality, and the true 
socialism is that which tries to prevent 
this inequality from having evil results. 
This is Christian socialism. The theme 
was carried on by Rev. John S. Scudder in 
a description of the remarkable “institu- 
tional” church at Jersey City, of which he 
is pastor. This church seeks to outdo the 
saloon in attractiveness by offering inno- 
cent amusements. There are 
alleys and pool tables, gymnasiums and 
baths, ball games and tennis courts. In- 
dustrial training is also carried on so far 
as the means of the church allow. In this 
way the membership of the church has 
been greatly increased, especially among 
young men. 

Rev. Dr. Reun Thomas of Brookline 
spoke of preaching, specifying the neces- 
sary qualifications for the ministry. <A 
worship service was held, at which Rey. 
Dr. S. E. Herrick of Boston preached on 
faith, giving a short theologieal argument 
for the existence of God.

FAMOUS PHYSICIAN DEAD. 


Dr. Pliney Earle, Who Gained Renown 


in the Treatment of the Insane. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., May 18.—Dr. 
Pliney Earle, for twenty-one years super- 
intendont of the Macenchusctts hocpital 
for the insane in this city, died last night 
at the hospital, where his residence had | 
been 
1885, He was born at Leicester, Dec. 31,189. 
He was graduated from Pennsylvania uni- 
versity, spent several years abroad, paying 
especial attention to the treatment of the 
insane, became superintendent of the 
Friends’ hospital for the insane at Frank- 
ford, Pa.; afterward was medical superin- 
tendent at Bloomingdale asylum, and pro- 
fessor at the old Berkshire Medical insti- 
tute at Pittsfield. He wasappointed to the 
superintendency of the state hospital here 
in 1864, and besides making that institu- 
tion a financial success, gained the highest 
reputation as an alienist and reformed the 
practice of statistics of such institutions 
throughout the world. He was one of the 
most famous and progressive doctors of 
insanity mm the world. His publications 
are numerous and he was a member of a 
great many medical and alienist societies 
in this country and Europe.

IN CLOSE QUARTERS. 


Presidential Conspirators are 
Beginning to Worry. 


BLAINE THEIR ONLY HOPE, 


If He Declives the Nomination Quay 
and His Friends Will Submit to the 


Inevitable — Chairman Clarkson De- 


clares That He Will Keep Out of the 


Contest—College Republican League, 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—It is expected 
that several important developments will 
come to the front this week in the matter 
of the presidential nominatiqn. General 
Clarkson, chairman of the Republican 
national committee, has started from Hot 
Springs, Ark., and will arrive here on 
Friday of this week. He comes to hold a 
conference with the Republican leaders 
who are opposing Harrison’s renomina- 
tion. He also desires to get his national 
committee in shape. With the organiza- 
tion of the convention at Minneapolis, the 
present national committee goes out of ex- 
istence. It is understood that Clarkson 
does not desire to remain atits head on 
account of his health. If Harrison should 
be renominated, he will be superseded by 
some friend of the president’s. The gentle- 
man selected by the president’s friends 
for this positionis G. Sloat Fassett of 
New York. 

The intriguers are'assiduously at work 
and are now convinced that unless they 
can get Blaine to accept the nomination 
without insisting upon absolute unan- 
imity they will be routed in all their schem- 
ing. Senator Quay, who has been the 
prime mover in the attempt to frustrate 
the renomination of Harrison, said signifi- 
cantly that he must find a stronger manu 
than Harrison to present to the conven- 
tion, or he will be renominated. The only 
man who can fill that important require- 
ment, after a careful canvass of all the 
names which have been proposed, is 
Blaine. If he insists, after all the appeals 
and arguments which have been presented 
to him, there is nothing left, he added, for 
us to do but to acquiesce in what 
now seems inevitable. It will thus 
be seen that the conspirators against the 
president are driven to very close quarters, 


CLARKSON 1S NON-COMMITTAL 


But Doesn't Appear to Be a Very Strong 
Harrison Man. 

CuIcAGO, May 18.—J. S. Clarkson, chair- 
man of the Republican national commit- 
tee, is in town, en route from Hot Springs 
to New York, He was somewhat sarcas- 

ic regarding the stories printed as to his 
hostility to President Harrison. “I have 
not looked at a newspaper nor touched a 
particle of correspondence for two 
months,”’ said he in reply to a question, 
“and therefore I cannot have fixed up 
many schemes. The truthisIam going to 
Minneapolis to vote for some one, but I 
don’t care to state for whom I will vote. 
The 7,000,000 of Republicans who will be 
represented at Minneapolis have not made 
up their minds regarding a candidate.

He declined 
to pick the Democratic nominee, but said 
that whoever he was, he would be beaten.

HIS WINGS CLIPPED. 


Kaiser Finds an Opportunity for Expell- 
ing an Objectionable Journalist. 


BERLIN, May 18.—Herr Von Wesselitski 
Bojodarovitch, editor of the Allgemeine 
Reichscorrespondenz, has been expelled 
from Prussia for making false statements 
concerning the sultan’s health. Several 
days ago he published an article to the 
effect that the sultan had been ailing for 
Some time; that he had at length felt it to 
be his duty to communicate it to all per- 
Sons near the throne to prepare them for 
tmergencies. This news was telegraphed 
toevery capital in Europe, and caused 
scores of leaders to be written upon the 
approaching crisis in Turkey and its bear- 
ing upon the eastern question. 

The Prussian government undoubtedly 
was glad to have an excuse for the expul- 
sion,as Herr Von Wesselitzki Bojodaro- 
vitch has long been regarded asa dan- 
gerous character. He came here six years 
ago, after having been expelled from 
Herzgovina for intriguing under va- 
rious aliases against the Austrian gov- 
ernment. By his callous presumption, 
supported by the attractions of his tal- 
ented American wife,he eventually gained 
access to the highest circles. Heisa re- 
markable conversationalist and rendered 
himself exceedingly objectionable to the 
government by drawing unguarded state- 
ments from diplomatists and high officials 
on social occasions, and then utilizing his 
information in his business. 

After he had embarrassed several digni- 
taries and let out prematurely many gov- 
ernment secrets, the Prussien government 
began warning every diplomatist upon his 
arrivalin Berlin to have nothing to say 
to the editor of The Reichscorrespondenz. 
He is said to be a cousin of the Prince of 
Montenegro.

OMAHA, May 18.— At the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference the com- 
mittee on itineracy made a_ report 
recommending abolishing the five-year 
limit on the appointment of pas- 
tors. The report favored the per- 
mitting of bishops to appoint pastors 
every year without reference to the place 
to which the ministers had been assigned 
the year previous. 

The committee on the state of the church 
made areport calling upon the govern- 
ment, the state officials, the Methodist 
Episcopal church and ail good citizens ‘‘to 
arise in their might and abolish the in- 
dignities and outrages that are put upon 
the colored people and upon the white 
peopleEwho love to work for the salvation 
of the colored race in the southern states.’’ 
Dr. Queal, Dr. Payne and others made 
vehement speeches,calling upon the Meth- 
odist church to stand firmly for the rights 
of the colored race. Dr. Myley advised the 
conference to be moderate in the language 
employed. ‘We are not perfect ourselves, 
brethren, except in words,”’ said he. The 
report was adopted by a rising vote, every 
delegate in the conference rising to his 
feet. 

The order of the day was the election of 
officers. Dr. Sanford Huot and Dr. Ho- 
mer Eaton were elected agents for the 
New York Book Concern. Messrs. McCabe, 
Peck and Leonard were elected missionary 
secretaries. Rev. John M. Reid was made 
honorary secretary of the missionary so- 
ciety. Dr. Earl Cranston and Dr. Curtis 
were elected book agents for the Cincin- 
nati Concern. 


PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


Two American Vessels and Their Crews 
Missing—Other Disasters. 

St. Jouns, N. F., May 18.—It is believed 
that two American vessels, the Centennial 
and the Vesta, bound for St. Jacques with 
bait for the Banks, were lost in the recent 
storm with all on board. Nething has 
been heard of the vessels, and wreckage 
coming ashore and passed by other ves- 
sels is thought to be from the Centennial 
and the Vesta, - 

The bark Parejero, one of the finest 
vessels owned in Newfoundland, was to- 
tally wrecked on the northern head of 
Betty harbor. She was valued at over 
$20,000. She was bound from Barbadoes 
for St. Johns, with a cargo of molasses 
valued at over 220,000. Of thecargo noth- 
ing was saved. The crew of eleven barely 
escaped with their lives. The captain was 
accompanied by his wife, who, with the 
others, endured great hardships and suf- 
fering. 

SAVANNAH, May i8.—The Norwegian 
bark Try, from Arendal, landed at this 
port Captain Chisholm and the crew of 
ten men of the bark Benjamin Dickerman 
of Boston, which was abandoned May 12. 
The Dickerman was lumber laden. After 
the crew had been taken off the wreck was 
set on fire, being dangerous to navigation. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 18. —The Caspian 
sea steamer Alexander Wolcow, left a 
Persian port for Baku toward the end of 
March. No doubtis now entertained that 
she foundered in a hurricane on March 29. 
The Wolcow did not carry a single 
lifeboat, an her 250 passengers are given 
up as lost.

A Recipe for Cleaning Furniture. 

Now house cleaning time, some 
housewife may be looking with a half 
satisfied air at her clean honse, filled 
with pieces of dingy looking furniture, 
who, if she must depend upon limited 
means and herself for results, might be 
pleased with a recipe that I have used 
with good results. 

Take of boiled oil four ounces, turpen- 
tine two ounces; put in a large mouthed 
bottle and shake well. Then add two 
ounces of muriatic acid, shake well 
again, let stand three days, always 
shaking before using; apply with old 
canton flannel sparingly, then rub hard 
and quickly, and you get a nice polish. 
Then if her carpets and lounges have 
grown old and faded looking, and cannot 
be replaced by new ones nor made over, 
she may brighten them up wonderfully 
by taking a bucketful of warm rain wa- 
ter in which is a generous portion of 
beef's gall, say a half pint; use a large 
flannel cloth, wring out of the water 
very frequently, and go all over the ar- 
ticles until thoroughly cleansed.

The beef’s gall can be gotten of any 
butcher, and should be placed ina quart 
of alcohol to cutit. It may be used as 
needed, and may be replenished for a 
time by adding more alcohol as the first 
quantity is used off.

Sterilized Milk for the Sick Poor, 

A cominittce of public spirited women 
in this city has undertaken an interest- 
ing experiment. With the active co- 
operation of the Good Samaritan dis- 
pensary, at Essex and Broome streets, 
these women have been trying to teach 
tenement house inmates how to guard 
their little ones against the forms of dis- 
ease peculiar to the heated term-of the 
year. 

Many of these forms of sickness have 
their origin in germs containod in the 
daily supply of milk. To kill these 
germs is the object, and the result of a 
process known as sterilizing. The ster- 
ilizing machine is expensive, however, 
and the sterilizing of milk, even ona 
wholesale scale, adds to its cost. 

To remove this obstacle and bring 
sterilized milk within the reach of the 
poor people, the women’s committee 
purchased a sterilizing plant last sum- 
mer at an expense of $400. It supplied 
45,000 bottles of the milk to 575 sick 
children during the summer, and it pro- 
poses to continue the good work this 
year.—New York Letter. 


For Mothers and Their Children, 
The board of lady managers proposes 
to erect near the Women’s building at 
the fair a children’s home or comfort 


\Red Cross relief to Russia and to study | pavilion for mothers and children. It 


is proposed to raise the sum required 
for maintaining and building this refuge, 
where children can be well cared for 


while their parents view the exposition, 
by subscription; and the collection of 
funds in the different states is progress- 
ing well. The managers are desirous 
of obtaining a full list of all organiza- 
tions conducted by women for charitable, 
intellectual, philanthropical, sanitary, 
industria] and moral reforms. 

England has a carefully compiled vol- 
ume of such statistics regarding women’s 
work, but no record has been made as 
yet in this country. Women have been 
signally honored in the preparations for 
the fair, and are very successful in the 
progress of the work in thetr depart- 
ment.—Exchange. 


Planting Sweet Peas. 

Those who wish to enjoy a great pleas- 
ure in the summer would do well at this 
season to start a sweet pea plantation. 
A small area set aside for the purpose, 
well dug and fertilized, and planted in 
rotation like the regular garden peas, 
will give a plentiful yield of these lovely 
flowers which are deservedly such great 
favorites. By planting a row every 
week from now until July they will last 
allsummer. As they grow they should 
be ‘“‘bushed” in the same way as their 
utilitarian sisters; and while you are 
about it keep a corner of your ground 
for some scarlet runner beans, which 
are grown on poles like the other beans. 
—New York Tribune. 


Care of House Plants, 

Do not let plants that have blossomed 
through the winter, and which you in- 
tend to use another season in the house, 
go on blossoming. See that they get at 
their summer's work as soon as possible. 
That work is to rest. Encourage them 
todo nothing but recuperate. Do not 
give rich soil or large amounts of water, 
for these encourage vigorous growth. 
You wantthe plants to remain as nearly 
dormant as is consistent with health. 
Cut back well. Prune into something 
like symmetrical form and keep watch 
of them as growth is made. Pinch back 
whenever it seems necessary to do so to 
secure good form.—Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal. 


A Brave War Nurse. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Richards, whose nota- 
ble services as surgeon gencral’s nurse 
in charge of field hospitals of the Second 
Army corps during the war, won the 
warm praise of the several commanders 
of the Army of the Potomac and the de- 
yotion of the soldiers, died at Philadel- 
phia recently in her seventy-second year.

Dr. Overand of Springfield Believed to 
3e Responsible for It. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 19.—Dr. David 
G. Overand of this city was arrested, 
charged with committing an abortion on 
Edna E. May, a member of the senior 
class of Wesleyanacademy at Wilbraham, 
who died at her home there yesterday. It 
is claimed that the operation was per- 
formed by Dr. Overand in this city 
Tuesday, and Dr. Webber of Wilbra- 
ham and Dr. Squier of this city were 
called to the case early yesterday.

few of them had been notified. The first | 
intimation was a volume of water spread- | 
ing over the banks to a depth of thrve feet 
ing a mist of foam before it. In 
utes the water best risen above | 
ors and cer eral chonsand pe opto 
yoo the higher ground. The 
four feet iu an hour and a half, 
9 o'clock continued to rise 
but not so rapidly Probably 
one-third of the inhabitants of the city 
live on the low ground which {fs over- 
flowed.

The relief committee has the names of | 


fifteen persons known to have been 
drowned, and authentic reports of the 
drowning of three or four times that num- 
ber. Only one body has been recovered. It 
is believed that the death list 
number less than a hundred. The waters 


gale all day, is quieting. The Floyd val- 
ley, a mile wide in places and five miles 
through the manufacturing and railroad 
district of the city,and thickly dotted with 
homes, is now a sceng of desolation. There 
are probably 700 families in the valley, the 
majority living in small houses, and as 
there was no warning the most they could 
do was to save themselves and leave their 
possessions 

A rescuing corps was organized by citi- 

zens and the homeless promptly cared for. 
Hundreds of houses were swept away en- 
tirely. Over a half-mile of paving on one 
street was destroyed. All the railroad 
yards, machine shops, warehouses, lumber 
wards, stove works, foundries, shoe fac- 
tories, Gu +e-le and many retail business 
houses were submerged. Cue of the leading 
hotels is surrounded and all the depots are 
inaccessible. The cable line stopped and 
the elevated railroad is the only means 
left of reaching eastern suburbs, All 
packing houses are flooded and four 
bridges are carried away. Nota railroad 
train can reach the city. Inthe afternoon 
fire in the flooded district added to the 
horrors. 

The total loss in the city is estimated at 
$1,000,000 to $2,000, 000, 

There is only one telegraph wire working 
out of thiscity and that runs to Omaha. 
‘his makes it impossible to adequately 
tell the story of the flood. Itis the worst 
flood ever known here. Reports from the 
country indicate widespread damage. 


Levee Threatens to Give Way. 

PINE Buiurr, Ark., May 19.—The Ar- 
kansas river at this place has risen five 
inches, and great fears are entertained, as 
the Fort Smith rise is just reaching here. 
Five hundred men are at work on the 
Clayton place, one mile below here, but it 
will be impossible to hold it longer than 
today. Many acres of rich cotton land 
are now submerged and the river has cut 
100 feet off the bank across the river from 
this city.

These 
temperaments are on the increase, and 
they are largely due to the excessive use 
of meat.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Sioux City, Ia., May 20.—At the ordi- 
nary stage of water the Floyd river is as 
insignificant a stream as ever meandered 
in pastoral quietude. But swollen by the 
continual rains until its well-defined 
banks were obliterated,it was in poor con- 
dition to carry away the immense flood of 
ch fell from the cloudburst.

In the Floyd 
bottoms are the packing houses and most 
of the manufacturing plants of the city, 
and the little homes that naturally cluster 
about the workshops. About 400 head of 
cattle and 600 head of hogs were drowned | 
at the stockyards. | 

A public meeting was held at the court 
house, which was attended by all the 
wealthy men of the city. Committees of 
workers were appointed for all features of 
relief and sufficient money subscribed to 
meet immediate necessities. 

Sleeping places werefound for every 
refugee. The ladies of the city met in 
one of the principal halls. and at once 
filled it with tables and began serving 
meals. Several thousand were thus 
served, and after their meals, those insuf- 
ficiently clothed were taken to another 
hall, where clothing was forthcoming and 
fitted out. So it may be said that in spite 
of the 2sverwhelming floods which riddled 
the workingmen’s quarters of Sioux City, 
all were fed and clothed and housed. It

He 
does not confine himself to the familiar 
arguinent that they who vote must in

He contends that, even if female voters 
are placed in the same category as adult 
male voters who have passed the mili- 
tary age, there are special grounds on 
which their influence in legislation is to 
be deprecated. One of their most ami- 
able weaknesses, their propensity to 
compassion, might, he thinks, have 
grievous consequences in parliament and 
in the courtroom, that is to say, both in 
the framing and in the enforcement of 
The fact that with them feel- 
ing is relatively a more powerful insti- 
gator of action than is reason, consti- 
tutes, in Mr. Spencer's mind, a grave 
disability. In a word, he takes for granted 
that England would be flooded with 
what in this country we call crank legis- 
lation if women had the right to vote. 

But while the female suffragists have 
lost Mr, Spencer and Mr. Gladstone, 
they have gained Mr. Balfour, and they 
evidently think that the latter, being 
young man with a long public career 
before him, will ultimately outweigh the 
loss of the other two. Besides, with the 
spread of socialism among the trade 
unions, they are likely to gain the sup- 
port of workingmen who have hitherto 
been indifferent to their claims. It is 
certain that they are not in the least dis- 
heartened by last week’s defeat, but 
look forward cheerfully, as we have said, 
to a renewal of the contest next year 
under more auspicious conditions.—New

8. “But Daniel purposed in his heart that 
be would not defile himself with the por 
tion of the king’s meat, nor with the wine 
which he drank.’ This portion of the first 
verse of our lesson is the Golden Text for 
the day; we therefore give a little extra 
space toit. We see Daniel, one of a com 
| pany of young Jews, carried captive in the 
third year of Jehoiakim, in the palace of 
the king of Babylon, in training to stand

in due time before the king as one of his 
wise men. While being taught the wis 
dom of the Chaldeans they are to be nour 
ished with food and wine from the king’s 
table. Daniel determines that 
companions will not defilethemselves with 
food which has been offered to idols, for 
they are true worshipers of the only living 
and true God, and understand that what- 


jever is not offered to Him is offered to 
devils (Ley. xvii, 7; Deut. xxxii, 17, I Cor. 
x, 20). All true believers are commanded 


to do all things, even their eating and 
| drinking, to the glory of God (I Cor. x, 31), 
and this one command covers the whole 
temperance question for the Christian. 

9 “Now God had brought Daniel into 
favor and tender love with the prince of 
the eunuchs.’ When any one determines 
to glorify God and serve Him only, the 
|way will be prepared. When a man’s 
ways please the Lord he maketh even his 
enemies to be at peace with him (Prov 


} xvi, 7). See the story of Joseph, Gen 
| xxxix, 21, Acts vii, 9, 10. and remember 
} that the eyesof the Lor* run to and fro 


throughout the whole earth to show Him 
self strong on behalf of all whotrust in 
Hins (11 Chron. xvi, 9) 

10. “And the prince of the eunuchs said 
junto Daniel, | fear my lord the king.” 
Danie! feared no man, neither did he fear 
| death, but he did fear to offend his God 
The fear of man bringeth a snare, but 
whoso putteth his trust in the Lord shall 
be safe (Prov. xxix, 25) How often the 
fear of manor the desire to please man 
leads people into sin, the only remedy is to 
know the living God and liveonly to please 
Him 

11, 12. “Prove thy servants, | 
thee, ten days, and let them give us pulse 
to eat and water to drink.” A simple 
vegetable fare which they conld be sure 
had not come from the king’s table, nor 
been dedicated to devils. On such food 
Daniel felt he could ask the blessing of 
his God and expect it. Let Christians test 


all their eating and drinkiny, all their 
home entertainment and church enter- 
tainments, by the honest question from the 


heart, Can I conscientiously ask the bless 
ing of God upon this? And it will tend to 


glory of God. Daniel’s conduct made him 
seem very peculiar in the eyes of some 
others, but he remembered that Israel was 


all people (Ex. xix, 5). And 
above all things to please God. 

13. “Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and as thou seest, deal 
with thy servants.” The child of God may 
be sure that the blessing of God shall be 
made manifest, so that others shall be com 
pelled to behold it. Assurely as the work of 
the devil is manifest in those whoare giv 
to strong drink, so surely shall the work of 
God be manifest in those who honor Him 
even in their eating and drinking. The 
testimony of Jesus is, “If any man serve 
me, him will my Father honor” (John xii, 
26) 

14. “So he consented to them in this 
matter and proved them ten days.” The 
church at Smyrna was to be tried ten days 
(Rev. ti, 10), signifying a perfect trial. The 
ten plagues upon Egypt, the parables of 
the ten pounds and the ten virgins seem to 
indicate responsibility, and judgment in 
proportion to responsibility. As the num 
ber seven indicates perfection in reference 
to God, it may be that the numbers four, 
ten, twelve refer to perfect dealing with 
mano in various ways. 

15, 16. “And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter in 
flesh than all the children.” The blessing 
of God will be manifest evenin our bodies 
It is marvelously manifest in the appear 
| ance of those whose bodies were once given 
to strong drink and sin in the service of 
the devil, but who have been rescued by 
the grace of God and made servants of 
Christ. Being made free from sin and 
become servants to God, they now bear 
|} fruit unto holiness aud are ashamed of 
} the former things, the end of which was 
death (Rom. vi, 21,22). As to the mani- 
festation of Christ in such as are possessed 
by Him, see how they glorified God in 
Paul (Gal. i, 16,24) and how they took 
knowledge of the apostles that they had 
been with Jesus (Acts iy, 13) 

17 “As for these four children, God gave 

them knowledge and skill in all learning 
and wisdom, and Daniel had understand 
ingin all visions and dreams,” No doubt 
they studied, but He that is perfect in 
| knowledge was with them (Job xxxvi, 4) 
jand helped them and taught them many 
| things not to be found in any books of the 
| Chaldeans. God is norespecter of persons; 
He still giveth wisdom to all who sincerely 
j ask Him (Jas. i, 5). There is no capital 
that can compare with a heart and head 
right with God; a pure heart and a clear 
head sanctified and enlightened by the 
Holy Spirit through the merits of the Lord 
Jesus Christ is the greatest of blessings. 
But this no one can haye who is given to 
much wine (Eph. vy, 18; I Cor. vi, 10). 

18, 19. ‘‘Now at the end of the days, the 
prince of the eunuchs brought them in 
before Nebuchadnezzar, and among them 
all was found none like Daniel, Han- 
aniah, Mishael and Azariah; therefore 
| blood they before the king.” The food and 
wine from the king’s table, and all the wis 
dom of Babylon, could not do for the others 
what the God of Daniel could and did do 
for those who relied upon Him and yielded 
their bodies to Him. Happy are those who 
can truly say, “My soul, wait thou only 
upon God, for my expectation is from Him” 
(Ps. lxii, 5). Then as to standing before 
the king of Babylon, they were conscious 
that they stood also before the King of 
Kings, and could say, with Elijah, “The 
Lord God of Israel liveth before whom I 
stand” (I Kings xvii, 1. Seealso Luke i, 19). 

20. “And in all matters of wisdom he 
found them ten times better than all the 
magicians and astrologers that were in all 
| his realm.” In reference to the dreams 
| and the writing on the wall of chapters ii, 
iv, v, there was no comparison, for all the 
magicians failed, and only the God of 
heaven gave the interpretation through 
| His servant Daniel. There are those who 
think that a little stimulant in the form of 
strong drink does helpa man’s mind and 
brain; but the only stimulaut that Daniel 
knew or used was “The power of God and 
the wisdom of God” (I Cor. i, 24).

London Children Have to Work Hard. 
The testimony of Mr. Lakeman, fac- 
tory inspector, before the committee on 
the store hours bill sitting at London, 
revealed the terrible fact that the ordi- 
nary time of boysand girls behind the 
counter is eighty-four hours a week, or 
fourteen hoursa day. But he knows of 
neighborhoods where the are 
kept open for ninety-six hours a week, 
or an average of sixteen hours a day. 
All the employees are expected to be 
present during the whole day, beginning 
at 6 a. m. and lasting till 10 at night. 
The lower the neghborhood the longer 
the hours during which @1e stores are 
kept open. In some parts where labor- 
ers dwell stores will be open on Satur- 
days from 6 a. m. till midnight. Mr. 
Lakeman said that anemia, dyspepsia, 
and even varicose veins were produced 
in girls of sixteen to eighteen years 
through long hours in stores. On busy 
days the employees were not allowed 
more than ten minutes for dinner out of 
their sixteen hours of work a day and 
no time for tea. The majority of store- 
keepers, he said, would hail with joy a 
law enforcing a uniform limit of keep- 
ing stores open.—Chicago Herald.

respectful toward their parents, which 
did not tend to increase the love and 
interest of friends. 

It was seldom that the evening hour 
was a happy or restful one, for the moth- 
er, worn and weary with the many per- 
plexities and cares of the day, was too 
often unable to be merry with or atten- 
tive to her children. Their voices and 
their noise disturbed her and the moth- 
er’s fretted spirit was contagious. The 
little ones were hurried off to bed with an 
uninterested nurse, and Mrs. Barstow’s 
sigh of relief was significant. When I 
left one home with reluctance, where 
the order, the repose, the easy hospitali- 
ty had cheered and delighted me, I was 
ready to leave the other, where even 
my own spirit became fretted before the 
day set for my departure. 

In the quiet of my own home, and by 
that cheery blaze in the twilight hour, 1 
said aloud: “And all this difference 
which made one home so delightful to 
visit and the other so much less agree- 
, can be accounted for by the order 
and promptness and harmony in the one, 
and the disorder and dilatoriness and 
friction in the other. The good cheer 
and respect shown to parents in the one 
and the lack of it in the other; the ease 
of entertaining in the one, the burden 
of it in the other; the time which the 
parents devoted to their children in the 
one home, the absence of such devotion 
in the other; the happy, peaceful spirits 
in the one, the fretted spirits in the 
other; the close fellowship between par- 
ents and children in the one and lack 
of such sympathy im the other; all this,” 
I said, “is the result of good early train- 
ing, or a lack of it, in such habits as 
must have a powerful influence in every 
home, which will be felt through life.”

| 
A Meeting to be Held in Boston This After- 
noon —Everybody Anxious to Learn the 
News—Move for a Compromise Hoped. 


PULLING 


All eyes are turned today to the meeting 
of the New England Granite Manufacturers 
Association in Boston, and the DAILY 
LEDGER proposes to give Quincy people 
the news tonight if any action is taken. 
Be on the lookout therefore for an Extra, 
which will be issued before six o'clock if 
there is any news to print. 

A Hera!d dispatch of Monday says, ‘‘It 
was stated this morning that this week 
would see a considerable extension in the 
big strike. The granite cutters, and pavers 
and the paving block cutters have decided 
to work together in their mutual interest 
during the present strike in order to make 
a stronger fight. This plan they have had 
in view ever since the beginning of the 
troubles, but, owing to the strained rela- 
tions between the granite cutters and the 
pavers, brought about until 
yesterday. 

“*A joint committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives from all the unions, has now 
been formed, and met for the purpose of 
perfecting the alliauce at 10 o'clock this 
morning. At this meeting it was said the 
names of several

“It was estimated that this will increase 
the ranks of the strikers in this city and 
Brooklyn more than 500.

Move the Headquarters 


Of the National Granite Cutters’ Union 
from Concord, N. H., to this city. M. B. 


Clancy, a member of the national executive 
board, has come to this city and will direct 
to large extent the work of the joint com- 
mittee, of which he has been made a 
member. 

‘“* The strikers say that with the concer- 
ted action which will he begun today, they 
fully expect tu force the New England As- 
sociation to withdraw its demands within 
two weeks. They are anxiously awaiting 
the result of the meeting of the associa- 
tion, which is to be held in Boston to- 
morrow. It is thought the association will 
then decide to offer a proposition for a 
wage scale which shal! be signed on Jan. 
1, and last for five or six years. 

“The strikers, however, will not accept 
such a proposition, nor any compromise 
which names Jan. 1, as the date for sign- 
ing the scale. They announced today that 
they would concede a six months’ notice 
to the employers of any intended change, 
provided they would sign the scale on May 
1. The contractors, however, say that 
they will not accept the proposition. 

“The men who were yesterday sent to 
Albany by the granite cutters to inquire in- 
to the advisability of ordering a strike on 
the capitol returned today. They reported 
that, although the stone in use at the capi- 
tol came from the blacklisted quarries, they 
had decided to let the men remain at their 
work. This decision they explained by 
saying that the stone work was not done 
by contract, and that if the men were 
ordered out, Mr. Perry, the superintenent, 
could use the appropriation for buying iron 
work or some other materia], thus throw- 
ing the granite cutters out of work entire- 
ly. They will be required to contribute to 
the treasury, however, from the wages 
they receive, 

“ The granite cutters have gained what 
they term 

A Signal Victory 


in this city, McAllister & Brown, who 
are supplying stone for a building on 
Franklin square, in the vicinity of Broad- 
way, and who attempted to deliver some of 
their stone last Saturday, were unable to 
do so, This morning the architect and 
contractor announced that they would fin- 
ish the building in iron, as they found it 
utterly impossible to go on with the grar- 
ite work, 

“From statement made by a representa- 
| tive of the Quarrymen’s Union this morn- 
ing, it seems that, notwithstanding the 
Statments of the leaders in this city, the 
present strike originated in a question cf 
wages. Early in March the quarrymen 
|at Westerly, R. L, asked their employers 
| for an increase of wages. They had been 
| receiving about $1.75 per day and deman- 
jdek that it be increased to $2.05. They 
| further requested that this scale be made 
| universal. To these demands the empiloy- 
| ers would not agtee, and the men went out 
on April 1. 

“Then, when the New England Con- 
| tractors’ Association held its April meet- 
| ing in Boston, this subject was brought up, 
and the owners of the Westerly quarries 


|intreduced and strongly advocated the en- | 


tire change of the wage scale system. By 
this statement of the trouble in the quarries, 
‘and by the alleged misconstruction they 


put upon it, saying that the demands of 
their employers was but the first step in a 
general rebellion of the employes against 
employers, the New England Association 
was led to introduce the January system as 
a means of checking immediately any sub- 
sequent trouble in regard to wages. 

The Exact Amount of Work 
Which is being done in the New England 
was also ascertained from the representa- 
tive of the union. From this description 
it appears that the statements of Mr. Pierce 
to the effect that the work was going on in 
his quarry are in a measure true. The 
bookkeepers have been called upon to run 
the hoisting engines, which they do in a 
wonderful manner. The assistant clerks 
in the business departments are now em- 
ployed in the loading and unloading stones. 
The office boys endeavor to keep the totals, 
and the apprentices cut a few blocks of 
stone. Between their united efforts they 
manage to get out about a car-load of 
stones every day. 

“The propositions which have been re- 
ceived from owners of quarries who are 
not members of the New England Associa- 
tion to run their quarries on a co-operative 
system, are finding great favor with the 
union men. It is probable that several of 
the offers will be accepted this week. 

Is it Conspiracy? 

‘* A delegation of leaders in the granite 
workers strike called on Dist.-Atty. Nicoll 
today, and submitted the question whether 
the New England Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association was not guilty of criminal con- 
spiracy in combining to control the price 
of stone in this city by locking out its em- 
ployes. 

“*Mr. Nicoll did not give a decisive ans- 
wer, but to a reporter subsequently said 
that, if the statements made to him related 
facts that could be substantiated, the asso- 
ciation was guilty of conspiracy.” 


The Cape Ann Company. 

The story that the Cape Ann Granite 
Company has declared the lockout off is 
not verified at the company’s works, says a 
Gloucester dispatch tothe Herald. The 
company has nearly completed the work 
for the Boston court house. There remains 
to be done the polished stone work for the 


centre corridor. This will occupy fifty | 
men about a month. Last Friday the 
company asked the men if they would 


finish this work at the old prices and old 
hours.

for approval. Sanction to do the work 
came today, and a committee of the stone- 
cutters notified the company that they 
will be ready to go to work on this job 
tomorrow. Otherwise there is no new 
phase to the lockout.

Lienard, a tapmaker, living with his 
family in the Rue de la Roquette. A 
Toom in the house was cleared of every- 
thing and the parrots were let loose in 
it. An epidemic among the birds almost 
immediately declared itself. Many died 
every day, till at the present moment 
there are only two of them surviving. 
On the 16th inst. M. Dubois went into 
the wine shop occupying the ground 
floor of the house amd kept by M. Bar- 
nasson, and remained there four or five 
hours writing letters. 

On the following day Mille. Mangrel, 
M. Barnasson’s niece, aged twenty years, 
fell ill, and six days later she died of in- 
fectious pneumonia. M. Barnasson, a 
man of robust health, soon fell ill and 
entered the St. Antoine hospital, where 
he died yesterday of the same disease. 
M. Lienard, the wife of M. Dubois’ 
friend who had housed the parrots, was 
also attacked by infectious pneumonia, 
and entered the same hospital on the 
8th inst., and died a few days afterward. 
One of her daughters entered the hos- 
pital on the 9th inst., and died seven 
days subsequently. As for M. Lienard 
and his two other daughters, they all 
caught the disease and are now lying 
dangerously ill at the St. Antoine hos- 
pital. M.and Mme. Boussage, living at 
Montmartre, who paid a visit to their 
friends the Lienards, after the arrival 
of M. Dubois and his parrots, both caught 
the fatal disease. 

Mme. Boussage is already dead, and 
the life of her husband is despaired of, 
M. Wasseur, a jeweler living in the Rue 
de la Roquette, who bought one of M. 
Dubois’ parrots, is also dangerously ill. 
M. Vacher, living at St. Maurice, who 
bonght a pair of the same birds, is like- 
wise very ill with pneumonia, and M, 
Chapuis, a workman in the employ of 
M. Lienard, entered the St. Antoine 
hospital yesterday morning. The sani- 
tary authorities are now, though rather 
late, moving in the matter. The house 
in which the parrots were kept has been 
thoroughly disinfected.—Paris Cor. Lon- 
don Standard.

BLAINE IN NEW YORK 


Gives Reporters a Chance to 
Talk with Him. 


AN OMEN OF ACCEPTANCE. 


Ex-Senator Blair and Other Politicians 
Think He Will Not Disappoint His 
Morrison, ‘‘Pioneer 


a Candidate for 


Friends—Colonel 
of Tariff Reform,"’ 
First Place on the Democratic Ticket. 


New York, May 24.—Secretary Blaine 
arrived here from Washington at 9:40 
o’clock last night. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Blaine, and went directly to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. The corridors were 
filled with persons waiting to catch a 
glimpse of the distinguish statesman. 
Among those who loitered about the ho- 
tel, uncertain as to what reception would 
be accorded them, were over two score of 
newspaper men. As the secretary, with 
his wife on his arm, passed upward to the 
rooms set apart for them, there was much 
speculation among the scribes as to 
whether he would be visible tothem again 
during the evening. Mr. Blaine kindly 
relieved them of all suspense by sending 
word that he would be pleased to meet 
them allinaroom adjoining those pre- 
pared for him. 

In twenty minutes after his arrival he 
was the center of a group of reporters, 
whom he greeted pleasantly. As he stood 
there, straight as an arrow, with a clear 
and vigorous expression. seemingly con- 
scious that his eye movement was being 
critically noted, there was nothing to in- 
dicate anything but that of a man in com- 
plete health. His voice was strong and 
clear, and he moved about shaking 
hands with those closest to him,he stepped 
briskly, as if to show that he was physi- 
cally equipped for any emergency. When 
asked the object of his visit, he said: 

“I will be perfectly frank with you, 
boys. I intend to treat you fairly, as I 
have found the newspaper men always 
treat me fairly. My visit here has no 
political significance whatever. Iam here 
for several reasons, all of which are of a 
private nature, and have no relation to 
politics or public business.” 

“Is it true that your visit here is for the 
purpose of having an operation performed 
on your eyes?”’ was asked. 

“Yes, that is one of the reasons. Not,” 
he added quickly, ‘‘that it is an absolute 
necessity, but I concluded it would bea 
good thing todo. Another reason, which 
I am glad to say induced me to visit New 
York, was my desire to see my little 
granddaughter.” 

When asked in reference to his health, 
Mr. Blaine replied with asmile: “I am 
just as well as I look, and I don’t believe 
that I look like a confirmed invalid, dol?” 
and he laughed good naturedly. His ap- 
pearance and his pleasant greeting put 
everyone in good humor, and aftera few 
commonplace remarks, the crowd retired. 
The apparent readiness of his invitation 
to the newspaper fraternity was taken as 
an evidence of his willingness and anxiety 
to show the public that he was again a 
a well man and able to bear the burden of 
presidential honors. When it became gen- 
erally known that he had granted an audi- 
ence to the press, everyone accepted it as 
an omen of acceptance on his part. Con- 
sequently much jubilation prevailed 
among the Republican politicians of small 
and high degree who were about the 
hotel. Ex-Senator Blairof New Hamp- 
shire received the news with apparent sat- 
isfaction, and remarked, iu bis character- 
istic way: 

“I guess the best thing that can be done 
is to put Mr. Blaine in nomination. I 
don’t think he would disappoint the ex- 
pectations of,those who would like to have 
him accept.” 

Among others who echoed these senti- 
ments were ex-Congressman Henry G. 
Burliegh, who was especially happy anc 
activein impressing his seneiments on 
every one with whom he came in ou ict, 
and Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Bussey, Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Spaulding, Collector Hendricks, Fred- 
erick W. Gibbs. John D. Lawson and a 
host of others.

DARK HORSE LOOMS UP, 


Illinois Democrats Want Colonel Mor- 
rison to Run for President. 


CHICAGO, May 2%4.—Colonel William R. 
Morrison, chairman of the interstate com- 
merce commission and for many years 
chairman of the ways and means commit- 
tee of the federal house, has suddenly 
forged to the front as a somewhat formida- 
ble presidential candidate. The new Demo- 
cratic state committee met in this city 
and most of the Illinvis delegates to the 
national Democratic convention and poli- 
ticians from all quarters of the state 
asembled here. The forty-eight delegates 
from Illinois are instructed to vote asa 
unit in the national convention and recom- 
mended to favor the nomination of Sena- 
tor Palmer in case it should bedeemed ex- 
pedient to come west fora candidate. It 
now appears certain, however, that 
Colonel Morrison and not Senator Palmer 
is the choice of a decided majority of the 
Illinois delegates and that after a primary 
ballot for Cleveland and a complimentary 
one for Palmer it is the intention of that 
majority to throw the solid su pport of the 
forty-eight votes of Illinois to Morrison. 
Under the unit rule, imposed by the state 
convention, thfs can easily be done. 

Colonel Morrison himself was in the city 
yesterday, and was busy during most of 
the day receiving visitors and holding 
conferences with political leaders. To the 
press he maintained silence as to his pres- 
idential prospects, but his friends insisted 
that he would receive the support of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Texas, Kentucky and in- 
deed nearly all the solid south, whenever 
the Illinois delegation should present his 
name to the Chicago convention. State 
Committeeman Brinton, the leader of the 
Morrison forces, said that Morrison was 
the inevitable heir to the Cleveland vote, 
whenever the nomination of the ex-presi- 
dent should appear impracticable. He 
said Morrison was the pioneer in the great 
tarif reform movement, had an excellent 
military record, and had always been right 
on all great public questions.

It is claimed by the 
friends of Smith that, while stones and 
bricks were sent flying about the officers, 
they were but manifestations of public 
disapproval of the mannerin whic h Smith 
was treated 

A warrant for the arrest of Deputy 
Sheriff Plummer, charging him with mak- 
ingabrutal assault against Smith, was 
taken out yesterday afternoon, but was 
not served. The matter will probably rest 
where it is until it is determined how 
Smith's injuries will result. The officers 
say they were badly haudled by the crowd 
of Smith’s friends, and that they were 
forced to act with great promptness. 


ONLY TWO SALOONS, 


Citizens of Ayer are Becoming Tired of 
the Present License System, 


AYER, Muss., May 25. — The license 
regime has been “on”? three weeks, and it 
has been very much “‘on,” too, for it is so 
long since the town went for license that 
the opportunity to buy liquoris being 
very much improved. 

The two licensed places are near to- 
gether near the depot, and a tremendous 
“transient” business has been done ever 
since May 1,so much so, in fact, that the 
depot has become a public loafing place, 
and itis very disagreeable for ladies to 
pass through it without an escort.

LESSONS IN PATRIOJISM 


To Ve Impressed Upon Young Folks 
Through tie Grand Army, 

ALBANY, May °5.—It looks as though 
the Grane Army -© going to enlist for 
the public school celebration of Discovery 
Day, Oct. 12. Commander -in-Chief 
Palmer is enthusiastic over the Grand 
Army posts becoming the patrons of the 
schools in the coming universal celebra- 
tion. He is working in harmony with the 
executive cominittee of the national Co- 
lumbian public school celebration. One of 
the aims of this celebration is to impress 
the 13,000,000 public school pupils with a 
powerful lesson in patriotism. 

General Palmer believes it is the duty of 
the Grand Army to throw its aid in favor 
of this movement.

Manufacturers Apparently in No Harry 

for a Settlement -Association Firm in 
Its Stand That Business Shall Not be 
Disturbed in Spring. 

The ad lies; promised by the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers’ Association as a re- 
sult of Tuesday’s meeting has been issued 
and is given in full below: 

“ The Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion have not thought it best to make any 
public statement until the unions had fully 
presented their case and it was known 
what action would be taken by affiliated 
trades. 

The Quarrymen’s loca! union at Wes- 
terly, R. I., on the ist of April demanded 
that all capable quarrymen, drillers and 
derrick men should be paid no less than 23 
cents per hour. 

The employers were paying ‘‘capable”’ 
quarrymen $2 per day or 22 2-9 cents per| 
hour, aud some experienced and extra men 
were paid more, while inexperienced and 
les3 capable men received 18 cents and up- 
ward, according to their ability. 

The union, however, determined that 
there were ‘‘none other than capable men 
at work in Westerly, and that no man 
should receive le3s tan 23 cents per hour.”’ 

This demand was not agreed to, and the 
men struck, since which time no quarrying 
has been done in Westerly. In this case, 
as in many others, the trouble commenced 
with the demand that the least capable and 
the most capable men should all receive 
the same wages, while the employers de- 
sired to pay each man all he could earn.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Members of the House Object to Closed 
Doors—The Cape Cod Canal. 


BosTon, Muy 26.—The greater part of 
the forenoon session of the house was 
given to a matter aside from the regular 
business pressing upon the legislature. 
Some very plain language was uttered in 
the course of the long debate by Mr. Ben- 
nett, who delivered some severe raps at 
Speaker Barrett, without naming him, 
however, or violating the rules of debate. 
When Mr. Bennett took his seat, Mr. Mel- 
len rushed to the defense of Mr. Barrett, 
and his eulogistic remarks evoked warm 
eprlause, especially from his fellow Demo- 
erats. Mr. McCall had called up his plan 
to change the house rules so that the 
speaker should no longer have power to 
close the doors at his pleasure and thus 
imprison members. He did not believe 
that it was constitutional for the speaker 
to imprison the members against their 
will. By rising vote of 75 to 106, and by 
rollcal! of 63 to 127, the house refused to 
change the rule. 

Mr. Rideout moved to reconsider the re- 
jection of the Cape Cod canal bill; he 
understood that the main opposition was 
to the state aid clause. That clause might 
be struck out. In order to give further 
time he moved to table the motion to re- 
consider. This was carried, 56 to 51, anda 
rolicall was refused. 

The committeefon cities reported a bill 
to codify and amend the Boston building 
laws. It embodies many details desired 
by the building and insurance men. 

The water supply committee reported a 
bill to authorize the appointment of 
water commissioners for the _ city of 
Quincy, and to provide for the purchase 
of the property and franchises of the 
Quincy Water company. 

In the senate the opinion of the attor- 
ney general was received to the effect 
that the new registration bill is constitu- 
tional. The communication was or- 
dered printed and placed on file. 

Mr. Baker moved to reconsider the en- 
grossment of the bill to regulate the safe 
deposit loan and trust companies, so that 
it might be amended so as to apply only 
to such companies hereafter incorporated. 
Reconsideration prevailed and the word 
“hereafter”? was then put into the bill 
and the bill was engrosse1. 

The house order for a joint special recess 
committee to investigate the matter of 
state printing was tabled. 

The house killed Torrens’ land transfer 
bill, and the senate pigeonholed the gas 
investigation. 


VICTIMS OF THE SCHNEIDERS. 


Children Find the Dead Body of 
Woman op the Outskirts of Vienna. 
VIENNA, May 26.—Children playing in 

the Haspel Wald, on the outskirts of this 

city, found the naked body of a woman 
half covered with leaves and loose dirt. 

This is undoubtedly the fifth victim of the 

servant girl murderers, Franz and Rosalie 

Schneider. The body is considerably de- 

composed and apparently was _ buried 

shortly before the arrest of the Schneiders. 

There are still evidences of death by 

strangulation. 

The appearance of the body corresponds 
with that of the girl supposed to be the 
victim of the Schneiders, but not 
aucullumca indietments against 
them, because no trace of her or her rela- 
tions with the murderers could be found.

The machine is the invention of Angus | 
Campbell, who was born in Hamilton, 
Ontario, resided in Chicago for some} 
years, but is now of Waco, Texas, where | 
the machine has been developed, and has } 
been picking cotton for the past three | 
years. 

The experiments were carried on for 
the first two years in a small machine- 
shop built for that purpose, where from 
six to ten mechanics were employed. 
The last year the work has been done in | 
a large factory, owned by the company, | 
equipped with the latest improved ma-}| 

| chinery at a cost of $50,000, which money | 
was furnished by the citizens of Waco, | 
who had seen the machine at work in the

MARCELLUS BAKER’S FUNERAL, 


Billy Frazler Preaches Over the Rody 
of His Deceased Friend. 

Boston, May 27.—One professional pugil- 
ist preaching a funeral sermon over the 
body of another, while the grave was open 
to receive it, was the spectacle which was 
Witnessed yesierday by the assembled 
friends of the late Marcellus Baker, the 
pugilist, who <tied in this city a few days 
ago. 

The beautiig cemetery at Forest Hills 
never contained a more mostly gathering 
in appearance, nor one whose grief for a 
departed friend appeared to be more sin- 
cere. Standing in the midst of that 
strange assemblage, Billy Frazier, the 
man who abandoned the ring for the pul- 
pit, and then returned to pugilism, lifted 
his voice to plead for the soul of the man 
whose life had gone out while he was in 
the grasp of the world. 

His clear, pathetic tones touched the 
hearts of the men who knew himas a 
fighter, but not as a preacher. He dwelt 
on the mystery of life and the problem of 
death, which is past the understanding of 
man. There was no voice from beyond the 
grave to answer us, he said, but tothe 
listening heart the voice of God was heard, 
telling of the life hereafter. 

Tears came to the eyes of his hearers as 
the speaker referred to the many good 
qualities of the friend who had left them. 
After the coffin was lowered into the 
grave, Frazier repeated from the Revela- 
tions: “I heard a voice from heaven, say- 
ing unto me, blessed are the dead who die 
in the Lord—” and as he ended the words 
which promise a resurrection. he added: 
“You were my friendJin life,and I am yours 
in death. Farewell, farewell till the res- 
urrection morn.” 

Then, while all knelt, he offered up a 
silent prayer. So ended thestrange scene, 
whose like has probably never been seen 
before.

The New England Town Hall. 

Thursday was a proud day for the town 
of Lincoln, a new and beautiful Town 
Hall being dedicated. This city furnished 
the orator, Dr. William Everett, and we 
copy the following sentiments from his 
address: 

“The dedication of a new hall in 
a Massachusetts township, by the munifi- 
cence of one of her own sons, is thoroughly 
cuaracteristic of our community, and is a 
living indication of that spirit of local 
independence, of pride and satisfaction 
in one’s own peculiar home which has 
built up New England and given her a 
unity in variety such as few countries on 
earth can show. * * ° * 

“And now, fellow citizens, before we 
finally dedicate this place to public uses, 
let us set before ourselves the full meaning 
of a New England town hall. The consti- 
tution of our towns involves two ideas, not 
invented by us, but carried out by us with 
a thoroughness never found in any other 
nation. First, local self government, 
whereby a reasonable compact territory, 
inhabited by a reasonably homogeneous 
population, shall manage the chief inter- 
ests of its daily public life as it pleases, 
without control from a central authority. 
Second, membership in one national whole, 
where each part contributes something, 
and which derives from the union of all 
the parts an existence higher and stronger 
than that of their mere sum. 

“*Fellow-citizens, your house is ready for 
your use. It is the fruit of the enter- 
prise, the industry, the probity, the gener- 
osity of your own honored son. Jealousy, 
boisterousness, intrigue, frivolity, fanatic- 
ism, meanness, corruption, such thoughts 
have no place in your hall or in your town. 
Gentleness, thoughtfulness, honor, sacri- 
fice, public spirit, these are the watchwords 
which ought te be on the lips and in the 
heart of every citizen. Sound learning, 
strong sense, stirring language, broad hu- 
manity, devout aspirations, such ought to 
be the aim of every teacher who appeals to 
you from this platform. And may the 
blessed eye of God, which looked down up- 
on this stately hill when your fathers first 
struck the plough into the slopes, still look 
with immortal love on the children in old 
Lincoln Green.” 


Mr. Williamson Endorsed. 


An interesting letter written by Senator 
Hoar, during the canvass for the post- 
mastership of Boston has just been made 
public. It indicates clearly the high esteem 
in which Senator Hoar held our townsman 
Mr. E. E. Williamson, of Wollaston.

The Ames “Interview.” 

The reputed interview of ex-Governor 
Ames, of which much has been made, 
turns out to havea very slight basis for 
anything authentic.

Memory Verse, 44—Golden Text, Heb. 
lv, 13—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


86. “This is the dream, and we will tell 
the interpretation thereof before the king. 
Daniel offered to show the king both the 
ilream and the interpretation if he would 
give him time. Then Daniel and his com- 
panions gave themselves to prayer, and 
the secret was revealed unto Daniel in a 
night vision (verses 16-19); after which 
Daniel stands before the king, and giving 
all the credit to the God of heaven he tells 
the dream and is now about to give the in- 
terpretation (verses 27-35). Consider Jo- 
seph in a similar way glorifying God (Gen. 
xli, 15, 16). And as to dreams see Gen. XX, 
8; xxxi, 24; xxxvii, 5, 9; xl, 5; I Kings iii, 5: 
Dan. iv, 5; vii, 1; Math. i, 20; ii, 12, 19, 22. 

87. “The God of heaven hath given thee 
a kingdom, power and strength and 
glory.” Not by his own might had he ob 
tained it, but God had given it to him. 
One of the greatest facts of this book is 
that “The Most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever 
He will” (chapter iv, 17, 25, 32). There is 
nothing good which we possess which God 
has not given to us (Jas. i, 17); and His 


| gifts are bestowed upon us that thereby 


we may glorify Him. We are expected to 
glorify the God in whose hands our breath 
is and whose are all our ways (chapter 
Vv, 23). 

88 “And hath made the ruler over them 
all. Thou art this head of gold.” Weare 
reminded of the original dominion given 
to Adam (Gen. i, 28) whereby he was to 
magnify God; but as he failed, so all his 
children have failed, and shall fail till He 
come, the king who shall reign in right 
eousness, the last Adam who shall subdue 
all things unto Himself and be king over 
all the earth (Isa. xxxii, 1; I Cor. xv, 45, 25 
Zech xiv, 9; Rev. xi, 15). 

89. -“"And after these shall arise another, 
and another, which shall bear rule over all 
the earth.” One great peculiarity of the 
kingdoms designated by the metals of this 
image is that they were to have dominion 
overthe known world. Their authority 
was to be world wide. The two world 
powers to succeed the Babylonian were, 
without a possibility of mistake, the Medo 
Persian, and then the Grecian. This the 
Spirit plainly states in chapters v, 28; viii. 
20, 27. 

40. “And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron, forasmuch as iron breaketh 
in pieces and subdueth all.” It is equally 


}clear that the next world wide dominion 


after the Grecian was the Roman (Luke ii, 
1), under whose principles of government 
all nations may be said tocontinue. There 
has been no world wide dominion by any 
empire since the Roman, nor will there be 
till the stone kingdom of the Lord Jesus is 
established on earth. 

41,42. “And whereas thou sawest the 


| feet and toes part of potter’s clay and part 


of iron, the kingdom shall be divided; 
partly strong and partly broken.” There 
will be power mixed up with that which 
is wholly of man; power in the hands of 
the people having no internal stability, 
though something is left of the strength of 
theiron. (Tregelles.) 

43. ““And whereas thou sawest iron mixed 
with miry clay, they shall mingle them 
selves with the seed of men.” This seems 
to refer to Gen. vi, 2, where the marriages 
of the seed of the godly Seth with the 
daughters of ungodly Cain are described 
in similar words, The reference, therefore, 
seems tobe tothe blending of the Chris- 
tianized Roman empire with the pagan 
nations, a deterioration being the result. 
Charlemagne and Napoleon made an effort 
to reunite the parts into one great empire, 
but in vain. Christ alone shall effect that. 
(Fausset.) 

44. “And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a kingdom which 
shall never be destroyed.” ‘These kings” 
signify the final state of the Roman em- 
pire, represented by the ten toes, They 
cannot mean the four successional mon- 
archies, as they do not coexist as the hold- 
ers of power. If the fourth had been 
meant, the singular, not the plural, would 
be used. The falling of the stone on the 
image must mean destroying judgment on 
the fourth Gentile power, not gradual 
evangelization of it by grace, and the de- 
stroying judgment cannot be dealt by 
Christians, for they are taught to submit 
to the powers that be, so that it must be 
dealt by Christ Himself at His coming 
again. (Tregelles). 

45. “The great God hath made known to 
the king what shall come to pass hereafter; 
and the dream is certain and the interpre- 
tation sure.” That Christ shall break in 
pieces the kingdoms of this world when 
He returns in power and glory is unmis- 
takably clear from such passages as Ps, ii, 
8, 9; cxlix, 5-9, Rev. ii, 26, 27; xi, 15-18; 
xix,- 11-15. His kingdom will end and 
supersede all the others, and shall not, like 
the Babylonian, Medo-Persian and Gre 
cian, pass to others, but it shall stand for- 
ever. That the kingdom which was at 
hand when He came in His humiliation 
was not then set up, but postponed till His 
return, is evident from Luke xix, 11, 12. 
The establishment of His kingdom is sure 
because it is the work of the Lord of Hosts, 
who hath sworn, saying, Surely as I have 
thought, so shall it come to pass; and as 
I have purposed, so shall it stand (Isa. 
xiv, 24). 

46. “Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell 
upon his face and worshiped Daniel.” 
That Daniel would not tolerate this we 
conclude from the conduct of Paul and 
Barnabas when in a certain place the peo- 
ple would have sacrificed unto them (Acts 
xiv, 15). And also from the conduct of the 
angel when John fell at his feet to wor 
ship him (Rev. xxii, 8, 9). 

47. “The king answered unto Daniel and 
said”. This seems to imply that Daniel 
protested against the king’s worshiping 


| him, and hence the king honors Daniel’s 
| God, saying, “Of a 


truth it is that 
your God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou 
couldst reveal this secret.” Thus the king 
glorified God in Daniel (Gal. i, 24). To re- 
ject all praise of self, and seek not honor 
from man, but earnestly desire that God in 
all things may be glorified, this is the only 
true Christian life (II Cor. v, 15; Jobn v, 
44; I Pet. iv, 11). 

48. “Then the King made Daniel a great 
man, and gave him many great gifts, and 
made him ruler.”

Daniel was already 
great in the sight of God and had received 
great gifts from Him (chapter i, 17; Luke i, 
15). But Daniel no doubt recognized the

MEMORIAL DAY. 


Some even of the few national holidays | 
of so young a country 4s ours have already | 
begun to lose their interest for the people, 
and their celebration has grown to be more 
or less perfunctory. But our latest holi- 
day, known as Memorial or Decoration Day, 
promises to appeal more and more to our | 
compatriots, to have a wider and deeper 
significance as ae years goon. Until re- 
tently it was observed by the north and 
south in a sectional way, thus keeping up | 
the old sentiments and feclings enkindled | 
and sti , the civil war. 

But prejudice and pas- 
sion cooled that now the former enemies 
often join in paying tribute to the honored 
dead, so setting an example of mutual ap- 
preciation and magnanimity, hardly to | 
have been expected so soon, that has sel- | 
dom been equaled in older governments. 
To forget in twenty years the old animosi- | 
ties that had been gathering and strength- 
cnin. for seventy years is the best evidence 
of the humanity, understanding and sym- 
pathy engendered by the institutions of a 
great democracy. Our victory over our- 
selves is far more glorious than any we 
have gained over our enemies. 

The Old World abounded in predictions 
during our civil war that whatever its 
outcome the north and south would never 
be at peace; that with no natural bounda- 
ries, no walls of se epe aration, we should be 
continually tres on each other's 
territory and inc urring new causes of dis- 
sension. ‘The predictions were plausible 
certainly. But many of those who took 
part in the strife, and are stillin middle 
age, have seen its wounds healed and 
ancient foes converted into firm friends 
and political brothers. The union they 
have cemented with blood is immeasura- 
bly stronger thanthe confederation formed 
by their forefathers. And at each return 
of Memorial Day the bonds are renewed 
with fresh sympathy and added esteem. 

Our war instead of imbittering us has 
mollified us; has enabled us to see each 
other without bias in the clear light of 
truth. The difference between the sections 
was caused by slavery, and slavery is for- 
ever extinct. The political education of the 
north and south had been diverse, and their 
moral ideas were to an extent the result 
thereof. Politically they were both right; 
and now they have the same moral point 
of view, which they could not have had be- 
fore. 

Memorial Day is, in the strictest sense, 
national, and the most conducive of all our 
holidays to preserve our nationality. Its 
value and its beauty can scarcely be over- 
estimated. It recalls the patriotic past, 
and assures the patriotic future. It is evi- 
dence of what we have done and promise 
of what we would do in like emergency. 
It is at once an example and a warning, a 
triumph and a consecration. The oftener 
we celebrate the day, the more important 
and precious it should be. In the next 
century it should assume a character al- 
most sacred. Weare yet too near the war 
to perceive its vast proportions and enor- 
mous consequence. We still lack the per- 
spective for its proper apprehension. 

Has any other country such a holiday? 
Other countries commemorate their victo- 
ries. But we commemorate victory on 
one and defeat on the other, and be- 
ing the same people we regard the defeat 
asa victory, since it has led toa consoli- 
dation of our common heritage and our 
common interests. Latterly, too, we com- 
memorate our reconcilation, which, great- 
er than any feat of arms or skill of strat- 
egy, attests the advance and superiority of 
free institutions. 

It is hard to conceive a higher moral 
spectacle than the day exhibits. In the 
north and in the south, where the Union- 
ists and Confederates are buried, their 
graves are strewn with flowers alike, and 
equal honors are paid to their memory. 
Eulogies are pronounced by northern men 
on southern soldiers, and by southern men 
on northern soldiers. The past, with all 
its blood and sacrifice, is forgiven, if not 
forgotten, in a grand spirit of generosity 
and all embracing patriotism. 

The heroes of a generation, passive, if not 
already past, praise and revere the heroes 
who gave their lives to a cause which was 
sacred to them, and which can never arise 
again, to separate and make hostile a 
brave, chivalrous and enlightened people. 
A war that can produce such results must 
have been a conscientious war, and must 
have been conducted on patriotic prin- 
ciples. It has no parallel in history; it is 
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so rapidly a, e

a proof of civilization; it is an indelible 
record of a new and most encouraging era 
which could not have been reached before 
the present century. 

Wars generally, as has been often said, 
leave the nations engaged in them in far 
worse condition than they were at the out- 
set. Our war was an exception. It was 
it was for a 
conviction, and inthe interest of progress 
and morality. It left us, after the sacri- 
fice of a million lives and incalculable 
treasure, infinitely better off in every way. 
The treasure has been repaid fourfold, and 
the lives lost have entered into the national 
life, enlarging, purifying and elevating it 
beyond estimation, Not one of all the men 
who died has died in vain, which is always 
the best recompense for death, and one 
very rarely secured. 

With such feelings as these we, of the 
north and south, observe and revere the 
day. It touches us to our depths and fills 
our souls with a mingled sentiment of sor- 
row and rejoicing—sorrow for what has 
gone; rejoicing for what has comeand will 
remain. The day can never become com- 
monplace or indifferent. It commemorates 
the true birth of our common country and 
the apparent perpetuity of its redeemed 
existence. 

In the next century and the next it prom- 
ises to be more impressive and stimulating 
than it is tous, whose fathers, brothers and 
sons are sleeping in the graves of a hun- 
ired battlefields. Our posterity will be | 
ture to honor it and idealize it, as all de- 
voted men and great deeds are apt to be 
idealized, and to follow the processions 
that decorate the mounds amid muffled | 
drums, with hushed voices and tender 
hearts.

A BLAINE SENTIMEN 


Appears to Prevail Among 
Republican Leaders. 


THE PRESSURE IS STRONG) 


And He May Be Forced to Accept—The 
President Hus Not Announced Him- 


self a Candidate and Does Not Intend | 
To—Quay Thinks Blaine Will Receive | 


a Unanimous Nomination. 


NEW York, May 28.—The Blaine feel- 
ing, which has been expressed with a mix- 
ture of hope and fear for the past week by 
his many supporters, who have been con- 
gregating in this city, took a decided bull 
movement last night. Senator Pettigrew 
of South Dakota, a delegate to Minneapo- 
lis, was cautious and guarded in his state- 
ments when he arrived here the other day, 


but he has now evidently got his bearings | 


and is prepared to speak by the card. He 
said: é 

“IT confidently believe that Blaine will 
be nominated on the first ballot. I see 
nothing to preventit. In the section of 
the west from which I come, there are 
only four state delegates instructed for 
Harrison. My own state delegation will 
cast its first vote for Blaine. He will get 
eighteen votes out of the forty-eight dele- 
gates in Illinois, all but two of the six 
votes in North Dakota, one-half of the 
Minnesota delegation.

and the other states will follow suit.’ 

James M. Ashley, who has already an- 
nounced his intention to do his utmost for 
Blaine, said that the Pacific slope should 
have aplaceon the ticket. He thought 
that Blaine and Estee would sweep the 
country. 

J. Sloat Fassett was asked what he 
thought of the ticket as given aboye. He 
replied: “Mr. Estee is a good man, and it 
would seem to me that the Pacific coast 
ought to get what it wants, if its demands 
are reasonable. But I understand that 
Mr. Estee was not a soldier, and the can- 
didate for vice president must be a west- 
ern man and a soldier.” 

“Do you mean Alger ?”’ was asked. 

“General Alger is both a soldier and a 
western man,’’ replied Mr. Fassett. He 
is popular and I havea very high opinion 
of him. Whether he will be the candidate 
or not, I cannot say.” 

Secretary Blaine remained in his rooms 
atthe Fifth Avenue Hotel all evening 


and had as a caller Mr. Platt, who re-| 


mained some time. After his visit to the 
secretary, Mr. Platt said: “I understand 
that Mr. Blaine will leave for Washington 
tomorrow afternoon. There is no signifi- 
cance in his going to Washington. 
reports about abandoning his intention 
of going to Bar Harbor are rot, as he 
never had the faintest idea of going there 
in the first place.” 

AL. Conger of Ohio, a member of the 
Republican national committee, said: “It 
seems to me that the nominee of the 
Republican party will be either Blaine or 
Harrison.

CLARKSON AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


President Harrison Will Not Announce 
liimse!f a Candidate. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—General Clark- 
son called at the executive mansion 
yesterday and was closeted for along 
time with the president. The conversation 
was of the most friendly character, and 
the situation was discussed in all its 
varied phases. When the president in- 
formed Clarkson that he had not, nor did 
he intend to announce himself a candi- 
date for re-election, nor had he attempted 
inany manner to influence anyone to 
aid in securing his nomination, the gen- 
eral was somewhat surprised. 

The president conveyed to General 
Clarkson in very emphatic language that 
he did not propose to interfere, but to al- 
low the convention at Minneapolis to take 
its own course, unawed or uninfluenced 
by any action of his. General Clarkson, 
after hearing all the president had to Say, 
and being very much impressed with the 
earnestness with which he said it, reiter- 
ated his former statement that the expres- 
sions of a large numberof Republican 
leaders throughout the country were that 
he could not be elected. 

The managers of the president’s inter- 
ests are aware that a break in their lines 
is probable, and instead of having 300 
votes it is likely to dwindle down to less 
than 100 when the stampede takes place. 
All the information which has been re- 
ceived here by the president as well as 
Blaine’s friends since he left clearly indi- 
cates that he will take no steps to prevent 
the use of his name at Minneapolis, 


A Talk with Quay. 

PITTSBURG, May 28,—Senator Quay has 
been besieged with callers. When asked 
if Mr. Blaine’s name would be presented 
to the Republican convention, Senator 
Quay replied: “I think 700 delegates will 
present the nameof James G. Blaine to 
the Republican national convention at 
Minneapolis, June 7.” 

“But hasn’t Mr. Blaine refused to be a 
candidate?” 

“Yes, he says he is not a candidate, but 
that will not stop the delegates from nom- 
inating him.” 

“He also said in his letter that his name 
could not be presented tothe convention.” 

“Well, he may say that, but if some 
delezate would present his name he or no 
one else could stop that.”’ 

Is it true, as published, that you stated 
Blaine would be nominated?” 

“No, I never made such a remark, 


though I think nine-tenths of the delegates | 


are for Mr. Blaine.” 


“Have you any assurance that he would |

WELLINGTON, Kan., May 28.—Welling- 
ton was struck by a terrible cyclone last 
| evening, and the entire northern portion 
lof the city was destroyed. Many people 
were killed and injured, but the confusion 
is so great that the exact loss of life can- 
not be stated definitely.

Sunday evening the Post, accompanied 
by the Sons of Veterans and Woman's 
Relief Corps, attended services at the Con- 
gregational church.

Mr. Herbert W. Lull, superintendent of 
schools, was then introduced as the orator | 
of theevening. Mr. Lull spoke for nearly | 
an hour and an abstract of his fine 
follows: 

Mr. Lull introduced his subject by 
trations of some of the different 
for which men have staked their lives in | 
the past. Home and native land, religion, 
freedom of the individual, and love of | 
knowledge were accented as among the 
better motives that have actuated man in| 
this world of warfare. As a climax how- 
ever, he referred to those who gave up 
home and life for the slave, and he claimed 
for such the vietor’§ nalm. The place of Me- 
morial day on the calendar of public days, 
the beautiful associations connected with 
it, and the purpose of the day was next 
touched upon. <A rapid synopsis of the 
war followed in which a half 
typical, yet widely different scenes were 
rapidly sketched. The review closed with 
a word picture of the Grand Reviews of 
the army of the living and that of the dead. 
In this connection Mr. Lull paid a high 
tribute to the martyred president, the 
typical American, 

The rapid flight of time, the healing of 
heart wounds, and the danger of forgetting 
our debt to the veterans of 1861, °65, were 
forcibly impressed on the audience, In 
spite of the fact that more than a billion of 
dollars has been paid out from the national 
treasury as pensions, and though M: rege, 
chusetts stands in the very forefront of all | 
the states with her state and her military 
aid, yet more must be done to prevent suf- 
fering and want; as our veterans, already 
of an average age of more than half a 
century, are nowin their declining years 
and are less able to provide for themselves. 
To emphasize the debt the Nation owes to 
her citizen heroes, the speaker pictured 
the present area, population, and prosperity 
of the country, and also the blessings and 
privileges that our government confers on 
its citizens. The cost in treasure and life 
in preserving our union of States, and the 
value of what is now ours, were sharply 
contrasted. 

The audience were reminded that man} 
had not monopolized all the patriotism of 
the country, as proven by the different 
lines of patriotic work in which woman | 
has been engaged. The life of pritvation, 
separation, toil,and even want at home; 
the work of the Sanitary Commission, the | 
patient, heroic nurses, and the work of | 
the present day in the Relief Corps at the} 
right hand of the Grand Army, were por- 
trayed, and woman was given her p'ace in 
the ranks of honor second to no man. 

To mitigate, somewhat, the force of the

delegation. They have been setting up the 
pins and are confident they will make a 
showing of which they may feel proud

The Star says Senator Hiscock has re- 
turned from New York and still pias his 
faith to President Harrison. ‘What do 
you think of the presidential situation 
now?” the reporter asked 

“Mr. Harrison is going to be nominated 
and elected.” 

“Tow about the New York delegation?” 

“Most of them will be for Harrison. I 
have not polled them so as to tell you just 
how many, but most of them wili be for 
Harrison.”

HARRISON AND MORTON 
Is the Ticket Which Mr. New Thinks 


Will Carry the Convention. 
CuIcAGo, May 31.—John C. New, consul 
general at London, is in Chicago en route 


to Minneapolis. He will remain here 
until Wednesday evening. Mr. New, 


speaking of the Blaine boom, said: “I can 
see no reason why the party should set 
aside a winner in order to favor men who 
either have not proved themselves winners 
or have demonstrated that they cannot 
win. I think the convention at Minne- 
apolis will finish its work and adjourn by 
Thursday of next week. In my opinion 
but two ballots will be needed to name 
the ticket—one for president and one for 
vice president. Ithink Mr. Harrison will 
be nominated for president on the first 
and Morton for vice president on the first 
ballot 

“Then you have no fear of the Blaine 
boom?” 

“Not at all. There is uo evidence to 
show that Blaine is a candidate, and there 
is positive proof that he does not desire the 


nomination. His letter to Mr. Clarkson 
was voluntary. Nobody asked him te 


write. It vovered the whole ground. In 
the face of it Ido not see how he can be a 
candidate.” 

“But will not his silence at the present 
juncture be accepted as signifying a will- 
ingness to accept the nomination?” 

“Some persons might construe it that way, 
but still Ithink he will not bea candi- 
date, and further that he will not allow 
this impression to continue 

“T know that without President Harri 
son reciprocity would never have been of 
any practical value,” said Consul General 
New. “More than that, the documents in 
the handwriting of the president himself 
will show exactly who guided all the ne- 
gotiations regarding the Behring sea and 
Chilian affairs. 

“But you must not understand that this 
is an attack on avy one else. Mr. Uarri- 
son’s friends are attacking no one. They 
do not bave to, for it is beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that he will be nominated on 


the first ballot. He can count the dele 
gates now who will bring it about. The 
men who oppose him can be counted upon 


the fingers of one hand.”
